The Arrival of PERIANDER, AUR1- 
STELLA, and their Company, at Portu- 


gal. Their Entrance into Liſbon, and 
their Departure thence. | 


s our Souls are Uy in Mo- 
tion, being neither able to ſettle 
Ly ] nor reſt, till they are arrived at their 
72 2 Centre, which is Gop, who 
l. created them for himſelf ; it is 
85 5 not at all ſurprizing, our Thoughts 
uu are ſubject continually to change: 
We mean, it is no Manner of Wonder, we ſhould 
defire one Thing to Day, and another To-morrow ; 
Vor. II. B that

that we ſhould undertake an Enterprize, and give it 
over, almoſt at one and the ſame Time : Though we 


ſhould act more prudently ſometimes, were we more ſtea- 
dy in our Reſolutions; eſpecially when wehave reflected 


maturely upon the Motives which induced us to take 


them, and find we were not prompted thereto by any 
vicious Principle. We ſay this, to excuſe, in ſome 
Meaſure, the Prince of Denmark's changing his 
Mind; though he had fo long ſhown, it was his ſole 
Deſire to ſerve AuxtsTELLa, and never to be parted 
trom her, 

I T cannct be alledg'd, however, that this Deſire 
gave Place to another, Which was contrary thereto ; 


ſince he only ſuſpended his Compliance therewith, to 
follow what Honour, at that Time more powerful 


than Love, enjoyn'd him; in the tickliih Situation, 
to which the News, brought him by SinizaLD, had 
reduced him. As a convincing Proof that the 
Prince's Mind was ſtill the ſame, with Relation to 
AVURISTELLA, he gave the fulleſt Aſſurance thereof 
to PERIANDER ; in a private Conference they had to- 
gether upon that Head, beiore their Departure, from 
the Iſland of the Two Hermits. * I beg you, /aid 
the Prince, on that Occaſion, to take a particular Care 
of your Siſter; and preſerve her for inc, that I may 
place her upon the "Throne of Dexmart. Should I 
unfortunately loſe my Life, continued he, in endea- 
vouring to recover, whatever unjuſt Acquiſitions my 
Father's Enemies may have made, to the Prejudice 
of his Dominions, let Aur1sTELLA be looked upon 
as a Prince's Widow ; and, as ſuch, let her choſe 
a Conſoit of my Rank: Though, as I have already 
told you divers Times, her Beauty alone is ſufficient, 
to lay under her Feet, net only the Crown of 
Deumard, but even the Empire of the Univerſe. 
Your Orders ſhall be obey'd, Great Prince, an- 
ſewered PERLANDER ; and I ſhall always have that Re- 
gard for my Siſter, which I onght to have, for ſo near 
and dear a Relation, _. 
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WHAT Axxarpus had ſaid on this Occaſion, 


never came to the Ears of AURISTELLA ; PERIAN- 
DER not judging it proper, to be his Rival's Trum- 


pet, in conveying, to the Knowledge of their com- 


mon Mittreſs, thoſe Praifes, which, in his Opinion, 
ought never to paſs his Lips, in her Hearing, but 
as given her by himſelf. In Effect, a Lover would 
act contrary to his own Intereſt, ſhould he be fo 
imprudent, to entertain his Charmer with the Paſſion, 
which another might have conceived for her. For 
Inſtance, he would be greatly in the wrong, if, not 
being himſelf Maſter of a fe Voice, and knowing 
his Miſtreſs to be very fond of Singing, he ſhould 
extol any of his Competitors in her Preſence, as ad- 
mirable Performers in that Way ; or, if not bein 
of the beſt of Families himſelf, he ſhould enlarge 
before her, on their having many great and power- 
ful Relations. We are of Opinion likewiſe, if he 
has any Defects, he ought not to aim at hiding them, 
by dwelling on the Perfections of a Man, of whoſe 
Addreſſes he has Reaſon to be apprehenſive ; being 
convinced, that, if he is beloved, Love will conceal 
all Faults, till Marriage 1s pleaſed to difplay them, 
and bring them to Light. This Advice, which is 
given en paſſant, was not neceſſiry for PERIanDER 3 
Nature having too much befriended him, even with 
her choiceſt Gifts, to leave him any Room to fear 
the molt accompliſh'd Rival; and, as to Fortune, 
ſhe had even ſurpaſſed herſelf, in the Diſtribution of 
her Favours upon him. 

TO return from whence we digreſſed: The two 
Veſiels ſteer'd each of them their different Courſe, 
though by the fame Wind, as has been already ob- 
ſerved ; which is one of the admirable Benefits we 
reap from Navigation; and the Sea was ſo calm, 
it "ng as if the Wind had reſpected it, and durſt 
only gently agitate its Surface. By this Means 
PERIANDER's Veſſel ſail'd on ſo profperouſly, that, 
in a little more than a Month, without being obli- 
ped to alter their Courſe, or ſhift their Sails in the 
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leaſt, a Sailor, who was upon the Main-Top-Maſt, 
cry'd out, That he diſcovered Land! Draw your 
Purſes, Gentleman, /aid he, draw your Purſes : 
Land, Land ! or rather, Heaven, Heaven ! Money 
J expect, and Money I deſerve, ſince I ſee the Pa- 
radiſe of the World, in beholding the Portugueſe Coaſt, 
adjacent to the River of Liſbon. 

THIS News drew Tears of Joy from all the 
Paſſengers, but eſpecially from RicLa, the two 
AwnTox10's, and ConsTANTIA ; as they were upon 
the Point of arriving at the ſo long deſired Land of 
Promiſe. Accordingly, Don AnTox10, embracing 
then his beloved Spouſe, My dear Barbarian, /aid 
he, you are now going to learn, better than was in 
my Power to teach you, the Way we ought to ſerve 
our Maker; and will ſoon ſee the Magnificence of 
the Churches, wherein he is adored, with the due 
Rites belonging to the divine Worſhip. You will 
quickly be Witneſs, in what Manner Chriſtian 
Charity is there exerciſed ; and will never be able, 
ſufficiently to admire, thoſe ſpacious Hoſpitals, where 
the Sick, and the Poor, meet with whatever Relief is 
neceſſary : Modeſty and Love are there inſeparable 
Companions ; that Civility which now rezgns in 
that ſtately City, has poliſhed the Roughneſs of its 
former Manners ; and true Valour has taken the 
Place of Rhodomontade and Hectoring. 

THE Cavaliers are affable, liberal, and always 
diſcreet in their Gallantry ; and the Ladies, whoſe 
Beauty dazzles the Eyes, indulge themſelves in no 
farther Liberties, than what are conſiſtent with Vir- 
tue. In ſhort, Z;/bor! the magnificent Lion! is 
the City, which ſends more Saints to Heaven, than 
any other in Chriftendom ; and is ſeated ſo advanta- 
giouſly, on the North Side of the Tagus, (a River, 

which is ſaid to have formerly had Golden Sands); 
you would take its Harbour, at a Diſtance for a 
moving Foreſt ; ſo remarkable is it, for the prodigi- 
ous Number of Ships, which there unload the 
Riches

Riches of the Faß; whence they are afterwards diſ- 
tributed all over Europe. (a) 

SAY no more, Don Axroxio, cry'd PRRIAx- 
DER, but leave us the Pleaſure of being ſurprized : 
The moſt uncommon Sights loſing all their Value, 
when we can repreſent them before-hand to ourſelves, 
in our Imagination ; and Admiration never making 
any farther Impreſſion upon us, than as we find our- 
ſelves not to have conceived a ſufficiently noble Idea 
of any Thing, but that it exceeds our Expectation. 
As for AuRISTELLA, ſhe was overjoy'd with the 
Thoughts of being ſoon a-ſhore ; where ſhe need no 
more Pail from Port to Port; or be toſſed from Iſland 
to Iſland ; continually expoſed both to the Inconſtan- 
cy of the Seas, and Caprices of the Wind; eſpecial- 
ly, as ſhe might proceed, by Land, from L:5bon to 
Rome, with as much Expedition as ſhe pleaſed, and 
without any Obſtacle, ; 

'TW AS about Noon when the Veſſel, having 
paſſed the Bar of Liſton, without any Damage, ar- 
rived a-breaſt of St. Julians Fort; where it was 
ſearched by the Commandant of that Caſtle, and his 
Retinue. Ihey were in a perfe& Extaſy on beholding 
AURISTELLA 3 nor were their Raptures much leſs, 
on viewing PERIANDER: Neither were they a little 
ſurprized, afterwards, on obſerving the Dreſs of 
Dor AnTox10 and his Family, which ' ſeemed to 
them both very odd, and very becoming. After 
ſome mutual Civilities had paſſed, the Comman- 
cant having been informed they were Strangers, 
and going on a Pilgrimage to Rome, ſent Word of 
their Arrival to the Archbiſhop of Braga, then Go- 
vernor of Li/or, in the Abſence of the King, who 
was then elſewhere. a 

HE did not forget, on this Occaſion, to give an 
exact Account of the incomparable Beauty of Au- 
B 3 RISTELLA, 
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(a) The Portugneze were then in Poſſeſſion of the 
whole Trade to the Eaſt-Indi es.

RISTELLA, neither did he let ſlip the uncommon 
Charms of CoxsrAN ia whoſe Groteſque Habit, made 
after the manner of the Parbarians, inſtead of taking 
off from their Luſtre, made them appear to the greater 
Advantage: He deſcribed alſo PRRIAN DER to him, 
as a Cavalier of extraordinary Accompliſnments; 
and concluded with informing the good Prelate, that, 
by the polite Behaviour of all of them, they would 
ſooner be taken for Courtiers of the firſt Rank, than 
for Barbarians, They landed afterwards at a little 
Diſtance from the Fort; where PerIanDER nobly re- 
warded the Ship's Crew, with part of the Gold, Ri- 
CLa had brought from her Iſland; which had been 
exchanged for current Money, in the Kingdom of 
Pulicarp. Being come to the famous Monaſtery of 
Belem, AURISTELLA would not proceed any farther, 
till ſhe had paid her Adorations to her Creator; and 
given him hearty Thanks for the Protection he had 
ſo viſibly afforded her, during the Courſe of her dit- 
ferent Voyages, g 

ME AN while, an infinite Number of People 
flocked together, to the River Side, to ſee theſe new- 
ly landed Strangers come out of the Church, They 


appeared within a little while after, Ric La being fine- 


ly dreſſed after the manner of her Country; and 
CoNnSTANTL4 advartagioully ſet off with a Habit of 
Sables; whilſt Don Ax rox lo ber Father, had a Suit 
made of Wolves Skins, which covered all but his Arms 
and Legs; and his lovely Son was cloath'd in the 
ſame manner; with the Addition of a Bow in his 
Hand, and a Quiver full of Arrows, hanging at his 
Shoulders. PRERIAN DER wore, on that Occaſion, a 
Coat - of green Velvet, made not unlike a Sailor's 
Jacket; with a Waiſtcoat and Breeches of the ſame; 
and a rich Cap, ſhared almoſt like a Turban, and 
tharp· pointed at the Jop, which concealed but little 
of thote flaxen Ringlets, form'd by his lovely Locks: 
Then, as for the matchleſs AurisTELLA, being a- 
corned with all the Magnificence of the North, which 
was ſtill heighten'd by her Majeſtic Preſence, — ? 
a

all the Graces play'd around her, and waited on her. 
as her inſeparable Attendants, ſhe drew the Eyes of 
all Bcholders. ln a Word, the whole Company to- 

ether, and each of them in particular, cauſed per- 
RA Raptures in every one who ſaw them; neverthe- 
leſs PextaxDER and AURISTELLA, had ſomething 
ſo taking in them, above the reſt, that they fix'd the 
Attention of every Spectator upon them for tome 
Time. 

THEY went on from thence by Land to Lion; 
which they enter'd, ſurrounded by Crowds of the 
Populace, and even by ſome Perſons of Diſtinction, 
who conducted them to the Governor's. That vene- 
rable Prelate, having long view'd them with Admi- 
ration, enquired who they were, from what Country 
they came, and whither they were going; in ſhort, 
he could never have been weary of asking them Que- 
Rions : To al which PRRIANDER anſwered, by rela- 
ting Part of his Adventures; but without giving an 
Account of his Extraction; and in the ſame manner 
he ſatisfied the Curioſity of others. The Governor, 
having order'd a handſome Lodging to be provided 
for them, a Cavalier, who had one of the nobleſt 
Houſes in Town, offered them an Apartment there- 
in: And prodigious was the Concourſe of People, of all 
Ranks and Conditions, who flock'd daily thither. 
This being occaſton'd, partly by the uncommon 
Beauty of AuRISTELLA, and partly by the Novelty 
of their Garb; PerIanpes, to put a Stop thereto, 
in ſome Meaſure, adviſed their changing the latter for 
that of Pilgrims; and the rather, becauſe that Dreſs was 
more ſuitable than any other, for their intended Jour- 
ney. to Roe : Behold them then, in leſs then four 
Days, cloathed exactly like thoſe, who undertake 
long Pilgrimages. | 

ONE Morning, as PRRIAN DER and his Company 
were going out, a Portugueſe fell at his Feet, and 
would fain have embraced them : By what happy 
Chance, noble PRRIA DER, faid he, do you honour 
this City with your Preſence ? Be not ſurprized, con- 
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tinued he, at my calling you by your Name; I am 
one of thoſe unfortunate Wretches whom you re- 
ſtored to Liberty, by taking me with you, when you 
made your Eſcape yourſelf from the Iſland of Bar- 
barians, by the Means of the hoſpitable Ric LA: 
And I was in the Bark, out of which Don MANUEL. 
DE soUSsA Courixo, (That Portugueſe Nobleman,who 
died with Grief, as he was epic, ſhocking Diſap- 
pointment, when he expected to have been married to 
beauteous LEO NORA DE PEREYRA,) went into yours: 
1 parted with you and your Company at Groenlandt, 
Jaſt when MavuziTivs and LapisLavs arriv'd there, 
in Search of TRAS1 LA, the Daughter of the one, . 
and Wife of the other. | | 4 
M good Fortune brought me back to my cn 1 
1 Country ; where I gave an Account of the ſurprizing 
il Death of Den Manvel, with the Caufe thereof; 
HW which was the more readily believ'd, upon my Word 
Vi alone, becauſe it is at preſent grown, in a manner, cu- 1 
ll fomary, amongſt the Portugaeſe, to die for Love. His | 
Brother, fole Heir to his immenſe Riches, celebra- 
| ted his Funeral Rites, with a Magnificence ſuitable to 
Vi bis Fortune and Quality: And has erected to his 
— 11 Memory, in a Chapel where his Anceſtors are interred, 
ll (tho he is not buried there, with them ;) a Monument 
of black Marble ; whereon is engraven, in Letters of 
Gold an Epitaph, of which I would have your Ap- 
probation, beirg well aſſured it will pleaſe you. Pe. 
RIANDER did not remember his having ever ſeen the 
Man, but found by what he ſaid of Don Manvel, 
he told Truth ; wherefore he follow'd him into the 
Chapel, where he read the following Inſcription, up- 
on a Tomb Stone.

PRRIAN DER acknowledged the Portugueze had 
Reaſon, to believe he ſhould approve of this Epitaph; 
and owned his Poets excelled thoſe of moſt other Na- 
tions, in compoſing Inſcriptions, to eternize, and tranſ- 
mit down to Poſterity, the Memory of their illuſtrious 
Countrymen. AvRISTELLA then enquired of the 
Portagueze, how LEONORA PRREYRA had received 
the News, of Don ManutL's untimely and deplora- 
ble End. By leaving this World within a few Days 
after, for a better, an/avered he; whether her Death 
was cauſed by the Auſterities to which ſhe had 
uſed herſelf in the Convent ; or by her Regret, for 
having been the innocent Occaſion, of the melancholy 
Cataſtrophe of a Cavalier, who at leaſt deſerved her 
Eiteem, though he could not obtain her Affection, 
which had been pre-engaged. 

ON parting with this Man, they went directly to 
an eminent Painter; to whom PerIanDER gave di- 
vers Hints, for drawing a Repreſentation of all his 
Adventures; to avoid * obliged to repeat them 
ſo often, as he muſt otherwiſe have done, in the 
various Places through which they were to paſs, in 
their Way to Rome; by throwing together an Aſſem- 
blage thereof, to be ſeen at one View upon Canvas. 
The Painter began by repreſenting the Iſland of 
Barbarians, in one Part of which AurIsTELLA ap- 
pear'd ready to be facrificed, and in the other, the 
Flames beginning to overſpread it. It was diſtin- 
guiſhed from that wherein the Priſoners were kept, 
by a ſmall Arm of the Sea; in the midſt of which 
PrRIAN DER might be obſery'd, on the Remains of a 
Float, toſſed by a Storm, with Hands up lifted to 
Heaven, to implore its Aſſiſtance in that Extremity. 
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At ſome Diſtance from thence might be ſeen the 
Veſſel into which the Prince of Denmarꝶ received him 
half dead. Yet a little farther, might be viewed the 
deſert Iſland, wherein the amorous Don ManuzL 
loſt his Life. Still more remote than theſe, might 
be diſcovered, riſing out of the Ocean, the Rocks 
which ſormed a Shelter to the Road of Groenlondt, 
and render'd it almoſt as ſafe as a good Harbour. 
Next, one might perceive the Veſſel wherein ARNnaL- 
pus and PERIANDER Were to have gone to Ex; land, 
with AURISTELLA, ſinking to the Bottom; and the 
Separation of the Pinnace from the Boat, was ſo 
finely defcrived thereon, one would have ſworn, one 
had feen AuxIsTELLA and TRrAS1LL A, ready to throw 
themſelves into the Sea, in order to have followed Px - 
RIANDER and LapisLaus. Nor was the Duel of the 
two Rivals, who died fighting for the Poſſeſſion of 
Tavk1sa, done leſs to the Lite ; nor yet the Ship- 
wreck of AUR1STELLA, in the Veſlel, which had ſerv- 
ed her for a Grave, had it not been for the Aſſiſtance 
of PoLICARP, 

ON the other Side of the Picture, the Painter re- 
preſented the Veſſel, upon which a Pillar of Water was 
falling perpendicular, being ſpouted up into the Air 
by the Fiſh called Naafſagas one of which was ſeen 
inatching, from on Board, one of the Sailors, and 
iwallowing him like a Smelt. In one of the Deep- 
nings, might likewiſe be perceived, that agreeable 
iſland, whereof PRRIAN DER dreamt; and where he 
fancied he ſaw the ſeveral Virtues and Vices drawn 
up in Array, as it were, one againſt the other; to- 
gether with many other wonderful Things, no leſs 
ſurprizing. Nor was the Adventure of the frozen 
Sea forgotten, nor the Capture of the Pyrate's Veſſel, 
which had forced away AuxiSTELLA ; nor yet the 
Arrival of PæRIAN DER in Teland; where he leapt with 
the Horſe of King CRATILASs, from the Top of a 
Rock upon the Chryſtalized Ocean. Po LIcARP's 
Carouſal was alſo ſo naturally repreſented there, one 
would have Worn, one had feen Pezraxper Tri- 
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umr bing over his Adverſaries; and Sixro Rosa, 
crowning him, with her own Chaplet, as their Con- 
queror: Which, when AuR1sTELLAa beheld, ſhe 
. would have blotted out herſelf ; had it not been for 
the Wrong it would have done the Picture, to have 
deprived it of the fineſt Piece of Painting that ever 
had been ſeen till then. 

IN a Word, no one Circumſtance was omitted, in 
this Repreſentation of their A@vzentures, which might 
bring them all together under one View. Even their 
landing near Belem was painted there; as well as their 
Entrance into Lisbon, with the ſame Dreſs, which had 
drawn after them ſuch Numbers of the Populace. 
We forgot to mention, that the Burning of Po Li- 
carP's Palace might have been perceived there; as 
would have been, alſo, the dethroning of the Prince, 
and the Puniſhment of ZENO TIA, had they come to 
the Knowledge of PRRIAR DER: But being himſelf 
a Stranger to thoſe Circumſtances, he could only have 
his own Flight thence deſcribed there, together with 
that of his Companions ; whom one of Poticary's 
Oilicers was receiving on Board a Frigate ; as alfo the 
Hermits Iſland, where the fame Officer put them a- 
ſnore, at the Foot of a Mountain; on the Top of 
which might be ſeen RuT1i10, in the Habit of an 
Anchoret, | 

THE whole was done pretty much to the Life ;: 
Vat what ſcemed to ſurpaſs all the Reſt, was, the Picture 
of AURESTELI.A;3 Which appeared as if ready to 
ipcak to thoſe who beheld it. Nevertheleſs, as much 
dran to Perſection as it was, every one faid, no 
mortal Pencil could come up to the Beauty of that 
angelic Maiden; and that, to effe& it, the Painter 
muſt be endued with a more than human Under- 
ſtanding. To conclude, this Picture was delivered 
into the Hands of the young AxTox10; who was alſo 
deſired to explain the ſeveral Particulars therein, when- 
ever Good manners ſhould require it. | 

OUR rey Pilgrims ſtaid at Lisbon about ten or 
twelve Days; which they ſpent in viſiting the ſtately 
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Churches, and performing therein thoſe religious Du- 
ties, whereunto they were obliged as Chriſtians : This 
done, having obtained an authentic Paſſport from 
the Governor, they took Leave of the Cavalier, at 
whoſe Houſe they had lodged, and of Don MaxueL 
DE Sousa's Brother, who made them magnificent 
Preſents. Being then about to ſet out for Caftilk, 
they were obliged to depart from Lisbon by Night; 
leſt the People ſhould have followed them as uſual, 
had they gone away by Day, and prevented their 
travelling at their Eaſe ; not but that the Alteration of 
their Dreſs had already, in ſome Meaſure, abated the 
Eagerneſs of their Curioſity.

The new Pilgrims meet a Company of Strollers at

HE Tenderneſs wherewith AuxIsTELLA had 

been educated, with the Youth of Coxs TAN - 

11A, and RicLa's Conſtitution, which was but weak- 
ly, required ſome Preparations and Carriages, for the 
long Journey they were to undertake ; but Avur1s- 
TELLA having bound herſelf by her Vow, to go on 
Foot to Rome, from the- firſt Place on the Continent, 
where ſhe ſhould land, would not make Uſe of any 
Sort of Convenience ; wherefore all the reſt would be 
conformable in their Devotion to hers ; Nay, which 
| Was 
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was yet more, they not only agreed to walk, but, 
if it ſhould be needful, to beg all the Way along. 
This Bargain being concluded, Ric LA lock'd up the 
reſt of the Gold ſhe had brought from her Iſland ; and 
PERIANDER was excuſed from making Uſe of Au- 
RISTELLA'S ineſtimable Jewels, (whereof he took 
particular Care) in Caſe of Neceſſity. They bought 
then only one Mule, on which they laid their Baggage, 
not being able to carry it upon,their Shoulders; and 
having provided themſelves with Pilgrim's Staves, to 
ſupport them as they walked, and to defend them- 
ſelves againſt Robbers, or wild Beaſts, they ſet out, 
without any other Equipage or Arms, but the Bow of 
young AxToNn1o, from Lisbon: Leaving behind 
them the Reputation of Perſons of ſuch Merit , 
that for ſome Time after their Departure, nothing was 
there talked of, but the fingular Politeneſs and Beauty 
of the foreign Pilgrims. | 

AS they had reſolved to travel two or three 
Leagues a Day, they were not long before they reach- 
ed Badajoz ; the Governor of which Place had been 
already inform'd, by Letters from Lisbon, they would 
paſs through that City, and there reſt themſelves. Ha- 
ving entered the Town, they took up their Quarters 
ia an Inn ; where a Company of famous Strollers had 
alſo lodged ſome Days; who were to play that very 
Night before the Governor, in order to their obtain- 
ing Leave, to perform afterwards in public. No ſoon- 
er had theſe Strollers ſet their Eyes upon AukisTELLA 
and ConsTANTIA, than they were dazzled with their 
Beauty ; as generally were all Others, when the 
firſt beheld them. But the Perſon, on whom their 
Charms made the moſt lively Impreflion, was a Poet, 
who accompanied theſe Strollers, to correct, alter, 
and even give a new Turn to their old Pieces ; an Em- 
ployment more ingenious than honourable ; and not ſo 
gainful as laborious. We may here, ſay, en paſſant, that 
Poetry wken excellent, is like a limpid running Stream, 
waich puriſies whatever it touches: It is a Sun, which, 
without defiling itſelf, paſſes through the moſt im- 


pure, 
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pure Places: It is a Lightning, which being too much 
confined any where, breaks out in impetuous Flaſhes, 
to illuminate, and not to burn: It is an Inſtrument, 
whoſe harmonious Melady raviſhes the Senſes with 
its Sweetneſs ; but to return from whence we have 
digreſſed. 

OUR Poet, whom Neceſlity, as we believe, had 
induced to forfake Parnaſſus, and rhyme in an Inn; 
and to prefer to the Caſſalian Fountains, and even to 
Aaritpe, the Muddy and ſtinking Waters in the 
Highways, which Extremity of Thirſt made him often 
take for the Nectar of the Gods, he ſung; this Poet 
we ſay, more captivated than any of the reſt, with 
the Attractions of AvuzisTELYL Aa, fix'd his Eyes ten- 
derly upon her; and agreed, within himſelf, ſhe had all 
the Charms requiſite for an accompliſhed Stroller. 
Her fine Shape, and majettic Preſence, put him into 

rfe&t Raptures ; and he had already transform'd her 
in his own Imagination, into one of the Nymphs of 
the Woods, or Fountains. Then he undreſs'd her 
again, and adorn'd her with all the Robes and Em- 
belliſhments of a Princeſs, or a Sovereign, in which 
ſhe charmed him infinitely ; and a Minute after, ſhe 
pleaſed him no leſs under a comic Garb : In ſhort, un- 
der whatever Character he fancied her, he imagined 
her always amiable, witty, and above all, exceeding 
virtuous and diſcreet; two Qualities, as he ſaid to 
himſelf, not always to be found in a ſtrolling Beauty, 

GOOD Heavens! what Volubility is chere, in the 
Brain of a Poet! Upon what unſtable Foundations 
he builds his Chimeras I Impoſlibilities ſeem eaſy to 
him; every Difficulty is remov'd in a Moment in his 
Imagination ; and that with ſo much Eaſe, that the 
leſs he is favour'd by Fortune, the more his Miſery 
raĩſes his Hopes, and puts him upon forming ambitious 
Projects. This our Poet made very evident, on ſee- 
ing, by Chance, the Picture PR RIAN DE R had cauſed 
to be drawn at Lisbon. Never before had he been 
tranſported with ſuch a poetical Fury, as he was on 
beholding that Piece: He was ſeized on a ſudden, with 
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an Enthuſiaſm, that he form'd upon the Spot, in. 
his Head, an Aſſemblage of all the ſeveral Events 
repreſented thereon ; and was beginning, from that 
Moment, to lay down in his own Fancy, the Plan 
for a regular Epic Poem. 

NEVERTHELESS, after having well re- 
flected upon it, having conſider'd, he had only ſeen, 
in that Painting, the Beginning of the Adventures of 
his Heroes; and could not learn either the Middle 
or End thereof, becauſe they were till in the Prime 
of their Years ; he knew not whether, to make it as 
regular as he propos'd, he ought not himſelf to finiſh 
the Sacrifice the Governor of the Iſland of Barba- 
rians had left imperfe& ; and make them die in the 
Midſt of the Flames; their Death, according to the 
Rules of his Art, ſeeming to him neceſſary, to render 
the Cataſtrophe moving and pathetic. 

WHILST he was thus in doubt, whether he 
ſhould” ſpare his Heroes or not, he found an Oppor- 
tunity of diſcourſing with AurisTELLa. He began 
with repreſenting to her, how advantagious it was, 
for a young and handſome Woman to turn Ares, 
You will not have appear'd, ſaid he, twice upon the 
Stage, before it will rain Gold upon you at your 
Lodgings ; becauſe moſt of our Princes and Grandees, 
who are a Sort of Mines, conform themſelves at 
preſent to the Will of our Nymphs, Goddeſſes, or 

Wneens; and evenof our Chambermaids. Shoulda Royal 
Fellival be given one Day, continued he, and ſhould 
you appear thereat in the Character of a Queen, 
dreſſed in a magnificent Robe, and all dazzling with 
Gold, the very next Morning you will ſee our Ca- 
valiers at your Feet, with all the Submiſſion and 
Reſpect imaginable, ſtriving who ſhall have the Ho- 
nour to reimburſe you, for your Expences to ſhine on 
that Occaſion. Repreſent to yourſelf again, purſued 
be, the Pleaſure you will take in our Journeys ; in 
ſeeing two or three of theſe Cavaliers following you 
in Diſguiſe, and ſerving you at one and the fame 


Time as Lovers and Servants! In ſhort, what Glory: 
will

will it be for you, added he, (when you change the

about a League off; accordingly, it was deliverd to the 
Care of the ſame Shepherd who had before given it 
to the Woman, to have it ſuckled by a She Goat ; and 
he carried it to this Relation's, with the gold Chain of 
the unknown Cavalier. At the fame Time, he charged 
her, not only to take great Care thereof, but, in 
Caſe ſhe ſhould be ask'd from whom ſhe had it, to 
anſwer, it belong'd to an Acquaintance in an adjacent 
Village.

Riches. In the ſame City is alſo another ancient Ca- 
valier, who has likewiſe a Son, with whom he lives 
honourably, upon a moderate Income ; and my Fa- 
ther would have married me to the latter, without 
regarding the Addreſſes of the rich young Cavalier, 
our Neighbour.

| up to its Centre, there to enjoy that Eaſe, which is 
4 denied it here below. I find, purſued 1, a little af- 
it zer, I ſhall not need your Aſſiſtance; my Weakneſs 
„ will render me that Service, I deſired from you; and 
| | J quit, with Joy, a Life, they won't allow me to 

paſs with him J love. 

ON faying this, I fetch'd a deep Groan, and 
Leoxoka thought I was breathing my laſt ; but ſhe 
| ) was greatly ſurprized, when, inſtead of ſeeing me 
give up the Ghoſt, ſhe perceived me ſtruggling with 
| | Death, and uſing my utmoſt Efforts, not to ſuffocate 

i 
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a Child, which began to cry. This Accident threw 
-Leoxoka into a great Perplexity ; ſhe had never be- 
1 fore been preſent at ſuch an Adventure; whilſt as for 
= myſelf, recovering by Degrees, from the Swoon in- 
i to which I had fallen, I expected every Moment, 
„ the fatal Stroke, from the Hand of my Father. 

i FELICIANA was at this Part of her Story, when 
_ -- one, who had been ſet to watch gave Notice, he 
| ſaw Company coming that Way ; whereupon, the 

k old Shepherd immediately interrupted her ; and was 

1 going to carry her back, to the Hollow of the Oak, 

when Word was brought, they had turned another 


| Way; upon which FELICIAN8 A reſum'd Courage, 
F and continued his Diſcourſe as follows. 

| DURING theſe Tranſactiors, my Huſband, 
Y Don Rosanio, was hid in our Garden; and waiting 
1 an Opportunity to ſpeak with me; quite a Stranger 
1 to the terrible Extremity, to which I was reduced. 
. Before we cculd apprize him of it, or reſolve - what

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Meaſures to take, my Father growing impatient at 
my not e enter'd my Chamber; and tel- 
e 


ling me, I made the Company wait too long : Come 
as you are, /aid he, your Beauty will make amends 
for what you want in Dreſs. I know not, whether 
he did not hear the Crying of the Infant, juſt as 
LeonoRa was carrying it away, either to Don Ro- 
s Axio, or ſome other Place of Safety; but, going 
out of my Chamber to fetch a Light, (my Maid 
having thrown down my Candle, as ſhe ran away 
with Precipitation, on hearing him coming,) he re- 
turned ſoon, with one in his Hand; and looking me 
ſtedfaſtly in the Face, whilſt he changed Colour him- 
ſelf various Times, he was going undoubtedly to tell 
me, what he thought of the Condition, wherein he 
had ſurprized me, when the faint Echo of a ſecond 
Cry again ſtruck his Ears. 

QUITE tranſported with Rage, he ran, with

Fortune ſeems to promiſe me. 

THE Story of FRLICIANA, excited equally the 
Amazement, and Compaſſion of her Hearers, Pzrt- 
ANDER then told her, of their mecting the Cavalier, 
who had intruſted to their Care the new-born Child, 
with the Gold Chain; and had begg'd them to deli- 
ver it to Two of his Friends at Truxith, Ah! faid 
ſhe, that this were the Child I brought into the 
World! That it were Rosan1o, who had intruſted 
with you this Pledge of our mutual Love ! Though

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CHAP Iv. 


PERIANDER and AURISTELLA, With their 
.Company, and FELICIANA, diſguiſed lite a 
Pilgrim, ſet out for Guadalupe. The ftrange 
Adventure that befals them; their Impri ſon- 
ment, and Deliverance. | 


SSOON as AvriIsTELLa had an Oppor- 
tunity of diſcourſing alone with PErIANDER : 
Brother, /aid he, Methinks there are the ſame Dar- 
gers by Land as by Sea; I don't find one is more ſe- 
cure from Perils, upon one of theſe Elements, than 
on the other; and 1 perceive, the Man who is buried 
under the Waves of the Sea, has run no more Ha 
zard, then he that lives on the Top of a Mountain. 
That pretended Deity, called Fortune, who, as is 
ſaid, gives or takes away, as ſhe pleaſes, and diſtri- 
butes her Favours, according to her own Fancy, 18 
certainly blind, and full of Freaks; fince ſhe advan- 
ces one Man, who ought always to have lived in Ob- 
ſcurity, and reduces to nothing another, whoſe Vir- 


tues ought to make Nature bluſh, for not having 


placed him in a Rank, ſuitable to his Merit. I talk, 
perhaps, I know not what; but I am ſure of one 
Thing; which is, that, it is ſomewhat amazing, to 
ſee this FELICIANA, with the Voice, who, has 
hardly Voice enough to relate her Misfortunes, to 
ſee this poor Wretch, I ſay, fall, in one Day, from 
the Hopes of poſſeſſing, for ever, a Spouſe whom ſhe 
Loves, into the Fear of being eternally parted from 
him; for having too inconſiderately hearken'd to a 
Paſſion, which ſeidom gives prudent Advice. 
YESTERDAY, purſued ſbe, again, ſhe was hap- 
y, in the Midſt of her Family; and to-Day we 
her miſerable, in the Hollow of a Tree; 
C 3. ſtartled 
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ſtartled at the Sight of a Worm, and trembling at 


the ſhaking of a Leaf. It is true, her Fault is not 


of the ſame Importance, as a Crime againſt the 
State ; nevertheleſs, it may ſerve as a Leſſon to young 
Maidens, who are any thing nice, as to the Article 
of Reputation. However, it is not ſo much the 
Imprudence of FeLiciana, as the Impatience of 
Ros Axio, induces me to make theſe Reflections; 
and beg I you not to. imitate him, in a Conduct, I 
ſhould never be able to approve : At preſent, I have 
no Reaſon, to diſcommend yours ; you have al- 
ways kept within the Bounds preſcrib'd by Honour ; 
and I hope you will never deviate from them, to 
the Moment, which Heaven may be pleas'd to ap- 
point, for our Union. I conſent to have one and the 
ſame Deſire ſubſiſt perpetually within us; and to 
have continually one and the * Object of Happi - 
neſs to keep us in Hope. Should the Journey we 
have undertaken be * tedious, yet, with 
Perſeverance, we ſhall arrive, at laſt, at Rome. We 
are already in Spain, ſecure from the Perſecution of 
the Prince of Denmark ; neither ſhall we be any 
more expos'd to it, when we are in Jah. 
HAVING been brought up like you, prudent 


AvURISTELLA, ſaid PERIANDER, to teach others, 


not to ſwerve from the Paths of Virtue ; I ſhould be 
yet leſs excuſable than Rosan1o, ſhould I deviate 
from thence, to imitate his Conduct. Neverthe- 
leſs, as much to be blam'd as it is, I cannot help 
being pleaſed therewith ; ſince it has given Riſe to 
ſuch Reflections, as have ſhown me, you think no 
otherwiſe of the Prince of Denmark, than as a 


Lover, whoſe Abſence is not inſupportable te 


you. 
HERE PRRIANDER was interrupted, by being 
call'd, with AurIsSTELLA, to ſee the Infant; whom 
the old Shepherd's Relation had brought, together 
with the Gold Chain. They preſented it to FE Li- 
CIANA, Who view'd it divers Times with the greateſt 
Attention; but could not find therein the leaſt Re- 
f ſemblance 
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femblance of Ros Ax 10; however, as the Features 
of the little Innocent were not fully form'd, ſhe 
ſuſpended her Judgment, till ſhe had look'd upon 
the Linnen, wherein it was wrapt. Accordingly, ſhe 
examin'd it Piece by Piece, but knew not one Bit 
thereof; neither did Nature plead in Favour of this 
Child, which was a Boy; no Inſtinct rekindled in 
her Soul that Tenderneſs, which had made her fly 
after her Father, to diſarm him: No, cry be, I 
ſee nothing here, that tells me this is the Child, of 
which I was deliver'd laſt Night: Neither does this 
Chain give me any greater Light; fince I never ſaw 
it in the Hands of Ros AN o; and, had this Infant 
been born of me, Nature would have told me fo 
before now, during all this Time that I have been 
examining it: No, I am not ſo happy, to find a- 
gain a Bleſſing, which is ſo dear to me. It is cer- 
tain, however, I have heard Rosaxio ſay, he 
had ſome Friends at Truxill ; but I don't remember 
ever to have heard their Names. 

FOR my Part, /aid the old Shepherd, as the un- 
known Cavalier deſir'd, this Babe might be carried, 
to ſome Gentlemen of that City, it is my Opinion 
it muſt be Ros AN 10; and I ſhould adviſe, if our 
Services are acceptable to you, the ſending my Rela- 
tion thither, to carry it to the Perſons named by the 
Cavalier ; becauſe, if either of chem ſhould receive 
it, we ſhall ſoon know who is its Father. At this 
Propoſal of the old Shepherd's, FELICIANA was 
ſo overjoy'd, that ſhe fell at his Knees, and embrac'd 
them; to ſhow how ſenſible ſhe was of his Good- 
neſs, in doing ſo much for her Eaſe and Satisfaction: 
And PRERIAN DER, with AuRISTELLA, and all Don 
AxTox1io's Family, approving of their hoſpitable 
Landlord's Counſel, the Relation was ſent away, 
with the Infant, and two Servants to attend her. 
As this good Woman was then going, to perform 
the Defire of the unknown Cavalier, who had given 
the Gold Chain, as a Reward, for ſo beneficent an 
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Action, Px RIAxpER thought himſelf obliged to de- 
liver it to her; but ſhe made ſo many Scruples a- 
bout accepting it, as ſhew'd, ſhe was ſufficiently 
* to do Good, without any View of In- 
tereſt. 

MEAN while, FeL1iciana ſuffer'd them to do 
Juſt as they pleaſed, without being able to ſpeak one 
Word; but her Silence was more expreſſive, than all 
ſhe could have ſaid, of that unfeigned Gratitude, ſhe 
felt in Heart, towards thoſe, who were ſo fincerely 
concern'd for her Welfare. We forgot to take 
Notice, that our Pilgrims promis'd, the old Shep- 
herd's Relation, to follow her ſoon after, in their 
Way to Guadalupe, as they accordingly did ; in or- 
der to know, whether ſhe brought FeLictana any 
News that might give her Room to hope, ſhe 
ſhould find, in the Gentlemen of Truxillb, two Pro- 
tectors; who would guard her, from what Attempts 
might be made againſt her, by her incenſed Family, 
and Ros Ax 10s Enemies. 

HEARING the Pilgrims were going to Rome, 
FELICIANA, Who, * the little Time ſhe had 
enjoy'd their Company, had conceiv'd a Friendſhip, 
and Efteem for the beauteous AurisTELLA, and 
the generous PERIANDER ; as alſo for the T'wo 
ANToN10's, the beneficent RicLa, and the lovely 
ConsTANTIA ; on Account of the Kindneſs the 
had all ſhown her; was very deſirous of going with 
them ; in order to be farther from a Country, where 
ſhe could expe& to meet with nothing but Misfor- 
tunes, till RosaNio, ſhould find the Means, to get 
their Marriage approv'd of. Accordingly ſhe pro- 
pos'd it to them; and the tender-hearted Avur1- 
STELLA, mov'd with the Thoughts of the Dan- 
gers, to which ſhe might be expos'd till then, pre- 
vail'd on PErianDER, and the others, to admit her 
_ their Company; no Body oppoſing it, in the 
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RICLA was afraid, however, that, by endea 
vouring to ſave FEeL1clana from ſome few tran- 
fient Troubles, they might expoſe her to ſomething 
worſe ; in making her travel, before ſhe had reco- 
vered her Health; wherefore, ſhe acquainted Aurt- 
STELLA with her Apprehenſions, upon this Head; 
as ſhe did alſo FELICIANA herſelf. But the old 
Shepherd, repreſented to them very plainly, that 
there was no Difference between the Delivery of a 
Woman, and the Yeaning of an Ewe ; but that, as 
the latter can bear being expos'd to the open Air, 
as ſoon as it has brought forth its Lamb, the for- 
mer may equally venture, to uſe her cuſtomary Ex- 
erciſe, as ſoon as ſhe is deliver'd of her Child. As 
a Proof of this, /aid he, when Eve was in Travail 
with her Firſt-born, ſhe did not bring him into the 
World upon a Bed, ſince ſhe had not one; but lay 
then without any other Canopy than that of Heaven ; 
or, at moſt, under the Shelter of ſome Tree. Nei- 
ther had ſhe any Cordials, or Reſtoratives, ſince 
there was no Body then to prepare them for her ; 
and the Tenderneſs of the preſent Age, was not 
yet introduced in her Time. FeL1ciaNa, there- 
fore, as well as that Mother of the human Race, 
may choſe whether ſhe will give Way to the preſent 
Practice; and, as you don't ſeem to be Perſons, who 
will travel mach Ground in a Day, I am pretty 
well aſſur'd, ſhe will be able to accompany you 


without any Inconvenience to herſelf, As for the 


reſt, purſued he, I will undertake, when I can find 
whither Rosanto is retir'd, to acquaint him what 
Road you deſign to go ; that he may follow you, and 
bring you back again, aſſoon as he thinks it ad- 
viſable. 

FELICTANA, Mien, ſaid AvurIsTELLA, ſhall 
not ſtay behind, for want of a Pilgrim's Habit; 
fince I had two made for me at Liſbon, and will 
give her.one of them, on Condition ſhe will tell me, 
whether Wirn rng Voile, is her real Name, 
My Father is call'd Don PDRO Tenor, anſwer'd 
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FEriciana, but they generally diſtinguiſh me by 
the Title Wir rnE Voice, becauſe I was reckon'd 
to have one of the fineſt that ever was heard. 
Were my Health better re-eſtabliſh'd than it is, and 
were I not in ſuch a State, as would rather incline 
me to weep, than to ſing ; I would let you judge, 
whether they had flatter'd me, in giving me that 
Name. What FRLICIANA had faid, created a long- 
ing Deſire in them to hear her ſing; but, upon what 
ſthe had alledg'd of her Condition, they durſt not 
be ſo rude to requeſt it ; wherefore they deferr'd it 
to a more proper Time. Next Morning, ſhe quitted 
all her uſeleſs Cloaths and Ornaments ; and put on 
the Pilgrim's Habit; in which Auz1sTELLA herſelf 
dreſs'd her: Amongſt the reſt ſhe pull'd off a Pearl 
Necklace, and ſome Rings ; which were of a ſufficient 
Value, to ſhew ſhe was of an illuſtrious Family, were 
ſuch Jewels always a Proof of Gentility. 

_ RICLA, as Treaſurer of the Company, took 
theſe Trinkets; and put them with the others, that 
had been before been committed to her Keeping. 
This done, behold FELICIAN A become a Pilgrim, 
and acknowledged for the ſecond in that amiable 
Company ; though this was a Point not fully de- 
terman'd ; fince ſeveral Perſons gave ConsTANTIA the 
ſecond Place for Beauty; none being able to diſ- 
pute the firſt with AuRIsTELLA. No ſooner had 
FELICIANA put on her new Habit, than ſhe found 
herſelf — with freſh Strength, and an earneſt 
Deſire, to ſet out on her Journey; which Auki- 
STELLA perceiving, by the viſible Change, Joy made 
in her Countenance, in its ſudden Paſſage from her 
Heart to her Face, ſpoke to Per1anves, and the 
others, to take Leave of the charitable Shepherd ; 
which they did, with all the Mavks of the moſt fin- 
cere Acknowledgment. 

THEY ſet out, then, the third Day, on their 
Way to Carceres ; walking but ſoftly, that they might 
not tire themſelves ; and if any of the Women hap- 
pen'd to be weary, they either ſeated her on ; 
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Mule, which carried the Baggage, or ſtopt, by the 
Side of ſome limpid Brook, or Spring, or under 
ſome Shade, which invited them to reſt themſelves.

THEY were ſitting upon the Graſs, in a lovely 
Meadow, enamell'd with Flowers ; and were ſur- 
rounded with Trees, whence hung long Branches of 
Vines, bending under the Weight. of the moſt deli- 
cious Grapes 3 not far from which was a pleaſant 
'Thicket. They had not been long in this agreeable 
Place, when a young Man, in a Riding-Habit, ruſh'd 
ſuddenly out of the Thicket ; and running towards 
them, with a naked Sword quite through him, fell down 
juſt by them, crying, Lord, haue Mercy upon me / 
which ſaid, he gave up the Ghoſt. At this terrible 
Sight, our Pilgrims ſtarted up, in the utmoſt Con- 
ſternation; and PR RIAN DER haſten'd to the Aſſiſtance 
of the young Man, but his Life was quite gone. 
Mean while, the Two AnTon1o's broke their Way 
through the Buſhes, to try if they could not ſeize 
his Murderer ; for the Sword being run through him 
behind, between his Shoulders, it was eaſy to per- 
ceive, he had not receiv'd that Wound from a Man 
of Honour ; but not finding any one, either in the 
Thicket, nor near it, they return'd to rejoin their 
Company. 

THE Youth, and good Mien of the Deceaſed, ex- 
cited their Compaſlion greatly; they ſearched him 
every where ; and found under his Cloaths, which 
were Velvet, a Gold Chain, that went four Times 
round his Waſte ; to which was faſten'd a Crucifix, 
of the ſame Metal. They found, alſo, a little E- 
bony Box, finely wrought, wherein was the Picture 
of a moſt beautiful young Lady ; and underneath were 
the following Lanes, 


Heaw ns ! 
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Heaw'ns! what à Pencil ! which, like Nature's 
; [ Hand, 
Can thus give Life to Features, at Command ! 
Abſent from thee I died, when theſe brigbt Eyes 
Rewiv'd me, and I blejs'd the fweet Surprixe. 


. PERIANDER, who firſt read theſe Verſes, im- 
mediately judg'd, ſome jealous Rival had aſſaſſinated 
this young Cavalier ; wherefore the Two AnTo- 
N10's examin'd all his Pockets, to ſee whether they 
could find any Papers, to give an Inſight who he 
was; in order to their acquainting his Relations, with 
this dreadful Misfortune, that they might revenge 
his Death ; but they could not meet with any Thing, 
that could afford them the leaſt Information. 
Whilſt they were thus employ'd, four Men appear'd, 
on a ſudden, before them, as if they had fallen out 


of the Clouds; and preſenting to them their Croſs- 
Bows bent, and ready to ſhoot ;. Stop, Murderers ! 


cry d one of them, Stop, you Robbers, and do not 
plunder him any farther, There are no Robbers, 
nor Murderers here, Raſcals as you are, /aid your 
ANTONIO; on the contrary, we are their greate 
Enemies. So it appears, anſwered the ſame Man; 
this Corpſe ſtretch'd out at your Feet ; thoſe bloody 
Hands; and thoſe Spoils, with which you were ma- 
king ſo free, ſufficiently ſnew what honeſt Perſons 
you are. Ah! murderous Pilgrims! you ſhall be 
puniſh'd for your Crimes; nor ſhall that Maſk of 
Chriſtian Virtue, wherewith you think to conceal 
them, impoſe upon Juſtice ; and ſave you from the. 
Torments you deſerve. 

IN anſwer to this Inſolence, young AnTon1o 
Et fly an Arrow, which went through the Man's 
Arm; not having taken his Aim exact enough, to 
pierce him to the Heart. His three Companions, 
either being terrified, at this unexpected and bold 
Action, —— willing to ſecure their Prize with 
les Danger, pretended to retreat with their wounded 

Com- 
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Cotnrade ; — their Aſſiſtance the Brothers of 


the Holy Brotherhood, or, Santa Hermandad. Un- 
doubtedly this Santa Hermandad, on whom they 
call'd, muſt have been a Saint indeed; ſince, with- 
out a Miracle of her working, they would never 
have ſeen, above twenty armed Archers appear, in an 
Inſtant, in the Meadow; who, without reſpecting 
the Beauty of AuRISTELLA, FELICIANA, or Cox- 
STANTIA, ſeiz'd upon our Pilgrims, and carried them 
Priſoners to Caceres. ' 

THE Governor of that Place, who was a Knight 
of the Order of St. JAMES, ſeeing the dead Bo- 
dy; the wounded Archer; and PRRIANDERER's Hands 
all beſmear'd with Blood ; which was done by his 
examining the Wound of the Murdered Perſon ; im- 
mediately concluded, by the Advice of his Deputy, 
to put PERIANDER, and the Two AxTont1o's, to 
the Torture; notwithſtanding PRRIANDER made a 
very good Defence; and ſhew'd, by the Paſſports he 
had taken at Liſbon, that neither himſelf, nor any of 
his Companions, were Vagabonds, or Murderers, 
What made the greateſt Impreſſion upon the Gover- 
nor, was the Picture of their Adventures; the ſe- 
veral Circumſtances whereof, young Ax rox O ex- 

lain'd to him; this, happily for them, mov'd him 
1 much, that he reſolv'd to proceed to a more am- 
ple Information, before he would inflict any corporal 
Puniſhment on them; eſpecially, as their very 
Looks ſeem'd to give the Lye, to the Charge, brought 
againſt them. 

THE trembling Ricta, (who, in the Iſland 
where ſhe was born, had never heard talk of Sollici- 
tors or Attorneys,) taking the Pettifogger, who ſeem'd 
to concern himſelf in Behalf of the Pilgrims, for an 
honeſt Man, offered him ſecretly a Sum of Money, 
to get them ſet ſpeedily at Liberty. This had like 
to have utterly ruined all theſe innocent Sufferers ; 
this rotten Limb of the Law, having repreſented to an- 
other Brother of the Quill, that they had got in their 
Clutches, ſome Birds, which were ſo well feather'd, 


they 
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they muſt pluck them as cloſe as poſſible, Ae- 
cordingly, they were concerting Meaſures for that 
— and their Deſtruction was, in a Manner, 
inevitable; had not Heaven, in Pity to wrong'd In- 
nocence, brought to their Aſſiſtance, (to the no ſmall 
Confuſion of the two Splitters of Cauſes) an Inhabi- 
tant of the Town, who kept an Inn. 

THIS honeſt Man, chancing to ſee the dead Body, 
and knowing it, came directly to the Governor; to 
tell him, what his Mind miſgave him, of the ſhock- 
ing Accident that had happened. My Lord, /aid 
he, the young Cavalier, whoſe Corpſe has been juſt 
brought hither, ſet out this Morning = my Houſe ; 
with another, much about the ſame Age, and un- 
known to me. Before his Departure, calling me 
aſide; Landlord, cryed he, by the Obligation you have 
to Heaven, for having cauſed you to be born of Chri- 
ſtian Parents, I charge you, if I don't return to your 
Houſe in fix Days, to go before a Magiſtrate, and, 


in his Preſence, open this Note, which I deliver 


ſealed into your Hands. As ſuch a melancholy End 
has already befallen, him, I think, there is no need 
to wait any longer, before it is broken open; I have 
brought it therefore to your Lordſhip, that you 
may do as you pleaſe with it, at this JunQure ; 
and, if I am not mightily miſtaken. you will find 
therein ſomething, that may give an Inſight into 
the Authors of this Aſſaſſination. On hearing this, 
the Governor immediately opened the Note, and 
found therein as follows. 


I, the underwritten declare, I ſet out on the twentieth 
of September from Madrid, with Don SEBASTIAN DE 
ORANZO, on his requeſting me to accompany him on a 
Jr wherein (as he ſaid) both his Honour and 
is Life avere concerned.

T HE Governor, having maturely weigh'd the 
Contents of this Note, ſent it away directly to Ma- 
drid; where the Officers of Juſtice took all the Pains 
imaginable, to ſecure the Murderer ; who arrived 
there that very Night, whilſt they were ſearching his 
Houſe for him ; but perceiving how Matters went 
there, he turn'd about his Horſe, without diſmount- 
ing, betook himſelf to Flight, and never appeared 
there afterwards; ſo that the Murderer — unpu- 
niſhed, and the Murder was unrevenged.

Whilſt 
the pretended Criminals were detained in Cuſtody, 


FELICIANA, who had not fully regained her Health, 
very prudently kept her Bed, to avoid being known z 
and this Reſpite entirely recovered her. 

THIS Storm being thus blown over, our Pilgrims 
again took the Road to Truxilhb, to proceed on their 
Way to Guadalupe ; talking of nothing elſe, as they 
went along, but their diſagreeable Adventure; in 
order to put which out of their Heads, they were 
very deſirous to hear FELI ANA ſing: Wherefore, 
as her Sorrow was no longer ſo piercing as before, 
ſhe did not refuſe them that Satisfaction; but fo 

| __ charmed 
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charmed them all, with her incomparable Voice, 
that they unanimouſly owned, ſhe well deſerved the 
Name given her. As they were travelling on, after 
having enjoyed this Pleaſure, they met the Relation, 
of the old hoſpitable Shepherd, who had treated them 
with ſo much Humanity; and theAccount ſhe brought, 
entirely diſpelled the Remains of FELICIANaA's Cha- 

rin. They did not expect to have met her, by 
— of the Stay they bad made at Caceres; but 
ſhe had been detained at Truxi/h, till they cou'd pro- 
vide a Nurſe, on whom they could depend, to take 
Care 6f the Infant ſhe had brought. 

ASSOON as ſhe was got pretty near them, 
Don Francisco Pizzako, and Don Juar bt 
OrELLANA, ſaid foe, took upon themſelves, very 
readily,the Care of ourNurſe-Child ; and, on my telling 
them, whereabouts it was received, from the Hand of 
the unknown Cavalier, they Judge it to belong to their 
Friend, Don Ros Axio; not being acquainted with 
any other, who would have had Confidence enough 
in them, to have committed ſo valuable a Truſt to 
their Keeping.

TRANSPORTED with Joy, at this News, 


FELI1C1ANA defired Ric LA, to give the good Woman 
one of thoſe Rings that were in her Cuſtody ; in or- 
der, both to make her Amends for the Loſs of the 
Chain, and reward her for her diſintereſted Soul. I 
will not accept thereof, ſaid the honeſt Creature; 
whatever its Value may be, it can never equal the 
Reward promiſed me by Heaven, for doing Works 
of Charity, without any ſelf-intereſted Views; where- 
fore, if I can ſerve you any farther, you need 1 
command me; and I will do it with the ſame Zeal, 
— — 
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as I have ſhown already. Amazed at ſuch a Great- 
neſs of Mind, in ſo mean a Woman, our Pilgrims 
were convinced, it is not always Perſons of the moſt 
exalted Birth, or Dignity, who are poſſeſs'd of the 
nobleſt Souls; and that Chriſtianity takes deeper 
Root, in a difintereſted Heart, than in an ambitious 
Spirit. Not being able then, to prevail on the good 
Woman, to accept any Thing; they thank'd her ſin- 
cerely for her good Offices, and took Leave of her ;

| Co RCELY had our Pilgrims enter'd one of 
N the narrow Paſſes, leading to a Valley, ſurround- 
| ed by the high Mountains of Guadalupe, when, every 
Step they took, npon that conſecrated Ground, they 
found their Impatience, to approach that large and 
ſtately Monaſtery, where People flock, from all Parts, 
to ſee the famous Image of the bleſſed Virgin, increaſe, 
At laſt, they arrived there, and entered Me Church ; 
whoſe Walls they expected to find, hung with Brian 
Purple, and the richeſt Silks of the Eaft ; inſtead of 
which, they beheld only ſeveral Crutches, with 
the waxen Repreſentations, of Legs, Arms, Eyes, 


and Shrowds ; which were ſaid to have been offered 
up 
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up by Cripples, and Blind-Folks, cured of their re- 
. ſpective Ailments ; as alſo by dead Folks, ſaid to 
have been raiſed from their Graves, by that wonder- 
working Image. All of which is religiouſly believed, 
by all Roman Catholicks, as was CERVAN TES, our 
Author. 

PRRIAN DER, and AuRISTELLA, who never be-

but if my Arm does not miſs its aim, I ſhall make her 
alter her Tone, in a few Moments. Having thus ſaid, 
he drew his Dagger, and was going to plunge it into 


the Heart of FRLICI ANA; it the old Gentleman, 


perceiving his Intention, had not laid hold on his 
Arm, and made him this Remonſtrance. Conſider, 
Son, the Church is not a Stage, whereon to act a 
Tragedy; have Patience, the Wretch can't get away 
from us; but ſhould you ſhed her Blood in this ſa- 
cred Place, you would be puniſh'd for your own 
7 when ſhe alone ought to be chaſtiſed for her 
olly. 


THE 
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THE Action of the young Man, with the Ad- 
monition of his Father, cauſed ſuch an Uproar in the 
Church, that FELICIAxA, recovering from her Ecſtaſy, 
ſoon left off ſinging, and became ſenſible of her im- 
minent Danger ; both Father and Brother having al- 
ready laid hold on her : And fo great was their Fury, 
that neither the Pilgrims, nor all the others in the 
Church, could hinder their dragging her into the 
Street. However, all of them together, being en- 
couraged by PERIANDER, and the two ANTON1o's, 
ran in between them, to prevent their Deſign: Never- 
theleſs, the poor Victim had been ſacrificed, in ſpite 
of their utmoſt Efforts ; had not the Officers of Juſ- 
tice, who were drawn thither by the Clamour, inter- 
cepted the fatal Strokes by wreſting her out of the 
Hands, of her intended Aſſaſſins.

we offended you, by marrying into your Family, 
againſt your Will, beg you will forgive a Fault, 
which Love alone made me commit; and be aſſured, 
I ſhould not have been wanting in my Reſpect to you, 
had I not obſerved, in you, ſo ſtrong an Inclination to 
favour my Rival. 

WHILST Rosax10 was ſpeaking in this Manner, 
FzLiciANaA, trembling for Fear, clung around his 
Waſte; and, before his Enemies could open their 
| Mouths, to anſwer her Protector, Don FRAN cis co 
P1zZARRO, embracing the Father, and Don Ju a N 
px ORELLANA the Brother, being both their inti- 
mate Friends: Where is all your Prudence, Don 
PzpRo TxNoRIo, faid PizaRRo ? Is it poſſible, 
that a Cavalier of your Diſcretion, ſhould give way 
to ſuch an unreaſonable Paſſion. Don't you know, 
the Offence whereof you complain, deſerves Pardon, 
rather than Puniſhment ? Why is not Don Ros AN Io 
worthy of FELICIANA ? And what Settlement can 
ſhe hope for, ſhould you make her loſe him ? Is he not 
the moſt deſerving Cavalier, and the beſt Match in 
| 2 City. Don * DoE ORELLANA addreſſed 

imſelf much after the ſame Manner to the Son; to 
which he added: Believe me Don Sa N cho, Anger 
is not a Paſſion, to which one ought to give Way, on 
Occaſions of ſuch Importance; it rather blinds you, than 
opens our Eyes, to ſee our own Intereſt; and, ſince 
- your. Siſter has thought fit, to take a Huſband of her 
own chooſing, you ought rather to thank her, for 
bringing into your Family, a Cavalier, of Don Ro- 
s AN o' Eſtate and Quality, than to puniſh her for 
it; otherwiſe you will be blamed yourſelf by all 
reaſonable People, and will never enjoy a peaceable 
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Moment. As for the reſt, continued he, I have at 
Home, a ſure Pledge of your Reconciliation, with 
FELICIANA ; I mean a Child, which you can't 
diſown for your Nephew, without diſowning Don 
PEebpRo for your Father; ſo much does it reſemble 
you both ; and I depend upon your going with me, 
and acknowledging it, for what it is. 

ASSOON as Don PzpRo TzNORIO had 
heard what Don Francisco Pizarro, and Don 
Juan DE ORELLANA ſaid, and had reflected ſome 
Moments thereon, without uttering one Word, his 
Anſwer was, to go up to his Son, Don Sax cho, 
and take the Dagger out of his Hand (with which 
he ſeemed to part very willingly ;) which done, he ran 
to Don Rosanto, and embraced him; as did, ſoon 
afterwards, Don Sancyo himſelf. Don RosaNn1o 
expreſſed his Gratitude, by falling at the Feet of his 
reconcil'd Father-in-Law, together with FELICIA NAB.

ASSOON as the Grandfather, Don PEDRO 
TENoRIo, ſet Eyes thereon, he thought it ſo love-

Father that begot thee, have all the Happineſs I 
can wiſh them ; then hugging it tenderly in his Arms, 
he bath'd its Face with his Tears, which he again 
dry'd up with his Kiſſes, and his grey Hairs. 
Neither did the Uncle Don SAaNCHno, expreſs leſs 
Fondneſs of it ; but declared it immediately his 
Heir ; proteſting he would never have any other : 
So great an N had its Reſemblance made up- 
on him, though its Features were not yet fully for- 
med. FELICIANA, likewiſe, felt then ſuch tender 
Emotions, as ſhe had not been ſenſible of, when firſt it 
was brought to her, at the old Shepherd's ; Nature 
having waited, for the Preſence of Don Ros AN 10, 
before it exerted its Power : It played its Part, how- 
ever, ſo well then, that they did nothing but take 
this mutual Pledge of their Love, by Turns from 
each other, and {mother it with Kiſſes.

Their Converſa- 
tion turned moſtly upon the Adventure of FEL1c 1- 
ANA, and its happy Concluſion ; in the Courſe of 
which, the Night, ſhe paſſed in the Hollow of the 
Oak, was, by no Means, forgotten; and Pextanper 
enlarged upon the Excellence of her Voice, whilſt 
AvuRISTELLA highly extolled, her generous Of- 
fers of Service, when they parted from each 
other. 

ON taking Leave of theſe Gentlemen, they went. 
on to Talavera ; where great Preparations were ma- 
king, for celebrating the famous Feſtival, called 
Dr IA Monpa ; which took Riſe before the 
Birth of our Saviour. It was antiently ſolemnized, 
to the Honour of the Heathen Goddeſs VENUS;

Six Leagues ag this 
Side of ala vera, they diſcovered, at ſome Diſtance, 
a Pilgr m, who was walking alone; and were going 
to call after her to ſtay for them, when ſhe ſaved 
them the Labour: becauſe, heing either invited there - 
to, by the Beauty of the Place, or obliged to it by 
Wearineſs, ſne {at down, by the Side of a Brook, 
whoſe Water was very clear and limpid. They 
went up to her, therefore, and having well obſerved *' 
her, found her Figure fo very particular and groteſque, © 
x, may not be amiſs, to give here a ſhort Deſcription © 
of her. 
| SHE was about Fifty, ſo, that ſhe could neither 
be called young nor old ; and was very 8 
Her Eyes ſtuck out, as if ready to ſtart out of her 
| Head ; but, then, to make amends, her Noſe was 
| fo flat, one could not have laid hold thereon, even 
| with a Pair of Pincers. She had on a Gown of 
black Serge, almoſt all in Tatters, which hung down ! 
below her Heels; over which was a Sort of Short 
| Cloak, covered half Way with Leather ; but ſo well | 
worn, that it could not be diſtinguiſhed, whether it 
was Cordovan, or Sheep-ſkin, A Rope, made of 
Ruſhes, ſerved to tye about her Waſte ; but ſo large, 
* one ſhould rather have taken it, for the Cable of a 
| ſmall Veſſel, than for a Pilgrim's Girdle. Her 
| Head-Cloths were of coarſe Cloth, but pretty white; 
upon which was an old Hat, whoſe Brims came 
down over her Shoulders. Inftead of Shoes or 
Stockings, ſhe had a Sort of Buſkins, that reached 
up half Way her Legs, made of Pieces of Gitth, 
tack'd together ; and held, in her Hand, a Pilgrim's 
Staff, made like a Shepherd's Crook; at the End of 
which was a long, ſharp-pointed Steel, like a Tuck. | 
A Bottle, of the largeſt Size, made of a Calebalb, 
or Gourd, hung at her Girdle; as did a Roſary, ' 
or String of Beads, about her Neck, whoſe Pater- *' 
| Nofier”s were not much leſs than Tennis-Balls. Inn 
| © | ſhort, | 
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In ſhort, every Thing in the Woman, feem'd to 
ſhew ſhe was-a real Penitent ; and yet they found, 
in a few Minutes, all this Out-fide was but a Cloak ; 
under which ſhe conceaF'd ſome Manners, not very 
conſiſtent with true Chriſtianity. 

OUR Pilgrims ſaluted her, and ſhe return'd their 
Civility ; after which, being invited thereto, as well 
as ſhe, by the Pleaſantneſs of the Place, they fat 
down, near the ſame Brook; with Deſign to take 
what Refreſhment was neceſſary, and give their Mule 
Time to graze. On their defiring the ſtrange Pil- 
grim to partake with them, inſtead of returning them 
Thanks for their kind Offer, ſhe ſnuffled out ſome 
Words, through her Noſe, which were accompanied 
with a Whiff, that was far from being agreeable. 
During their Repaſt, ſhe aſk'd them, whence they 
came, and whither oy were travelling ; to which, 
having given what Anſwer they thought-proper, they 
enquir d, in their Turn, to what Saint ſhe was going 
3 If you would know the Truth, /ai4 
e, I muſt tell you frankly, my Devotion is like that 
of divers other Pilgrims ; I mean, that not being 
fond of Work, I am going, as do a Hundred others, 
to ramble about, up and down, in order to live in 
Idleneſs. 

PERITANDER and AuRisTELLAa, could not help 
{ſmiling at this frank Confeſſion ; when their new 
Companion thus went on, with the ſame Openneſs 
of Temper. At preſent, however, I am — 
one certain Courſe. I am going firſt to Toledo, to 
viſit the Sanctuary of that City; and from thence 
ſhall go on, to fee the holy Image, and the bleſſed 
Infant, who takes Travellers under his Protection; 
from whence I ſhall proceed to Faer, to view the 
holy Handkerchief there ; and ſhall ftay in that 
Country, till the laſt Sunday in April; when they 
uſe to celebrate, in the Heart of the Sierra Morena, 
three Leagues from the City of Andujar, the Feſtival, 
of our Lady De la Cabeca; which is one of the 
fineſt Solemnities, the World affords. It is ſo mag-

nificent, as is ſaid, that the Pagan Feſtival, which 
is imitated, at the Monda of Talavera, does not 
come near it, for Splendour. Could I deſcribe it to 
you, in the ſame Manner, as I have form'd an Idea 
thereof, in my own Imagination ; I ſhould take a 
Pleaſure, in repreſenting it to you, in all its Glory ; 
but, ſo ſhallow a Capacity as mine, is not ſufficient to 
draw ſuch a Picture; wherefore, I chooſe to ſend 
you to Madrid, there to ſatisfy your Curioſity, in 
one of the Galleries, of that ſtately Palace of our Mo- 
narchs ; where it is painted to the Life, and with the 
greateſt Exactneſs. 

ONE may there ſee the Mountain, or, to ſpeak 
more properly, the Rock, on the Top whereof is the 
Monaſtery ; where the Holy Image, call'd, De 1 
Cabeca, from the Rock itſelf, which was former! 
nam'd, E/ Cabexo, or, The Head, is kept. It is . 

ou ſhould know, it was ſo termed, becauſe it ſtands 
G itſelf, in the Midſt of a ſpacious Plain; without 
having any other Mountains, or even any riſing 
Grounds near it. It is about a Quarter of a League 
in Height, and ſomewhat more than a Mile and a 
Half in Circumference ; being always verdant and 
agreeable, by Reaſon of the cooling Streams of the 
Zondula, which water the Foot thereof, In ſhort, 
the Place ; the Image ; the Miracles wrought there- 
by ; and the prodigious Concourſe of devout Perſons, 
wh6 flock thither, at that Time, from all Parts, far 
and near ; render this Feſtival famous throughout 
the Univerſe : And, it 1s believ'd in Spazn, never 
to have been equall'd, even in the moſt diſtant 
Ages. 1 

DN this Pilgrim's expatiating, in this Manner, 
upon the Wonders of this Feſtival RicLa and Con- 
STANTIA were ſo ſeiz'd with Admiration, they were 
deſirous to have accompany'd her, to ſee ſuch ſurpri- 
zing Miracles; but PExianDER, and AURISTELLA, 
being reſolv'd, to take Advantage, of the Remain- 
der of the fine Weather, and make the beſt of their 


Way to Rome, they were forc'd to overcome this 
Temp:a- 
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Temptation. By the Plan you have laid down, of 
the various Pilgrimages you propoſe to make, /aid 
Don AxTox1o, you ſeem to have a Reliſh for ſuch- 
religious Journeys ; which renders it probable, that 
you find your Account more therein, than in labori- 
ous Buſineſs. I love Pilgrimages, an/avered fe, both 
becauſe I know they are holy in themſelves, and be- 
cauſe they always have been, and ever will be, in 
Vogue, as long as the World endures. But I don't 
undertake them, with the View of making my own 
Advantage, of the Compaſſion of charitable Perſons ; 
and if we might be permitted, to boaſt of our good 
Deeds, I ſhould add ; that I condemn thoſe wicked 
Pilgrims, who render their pretended Devotion, a 
Mask for Robbery ; by defrauding thoſe, who are 
really Poor, of the Alms, which would otherwiſe 
be given them. I ſhall not ſay any more upon this 
Head, pur/ued foe, though I might enlarge conſider- 
ably there upon ; were I not afraid, of treſpaſling againſt 
that Charity, every good Chriſtian ought to have, for 
his Neighbour. 

JUST as this Pilgrim had concluded her Re- 
flections, the Company ſaw a Man coming towards 
them, along the Road, from which they were not 
far diſtant ; he pull'd off his Hat, to ſalute them, 
as he paſs'd by; and, juſt at the ſame Moment, his 
Horſe, ſetting one of his Fore-feet into a deep Hole, 
tumbled Heels over Head, and gave his Maſter a ſevere 
Fall. Hereupon, they all ran to help him up ; and 
young Ax TON o, having diſengag'd him from the 
Horſe, as well as he could, the others carried him under 
a Shade; and gave him a Glaſs of Water, to bring 
him to himſelf, as is uſual on ſuch Occaſions : This 
done, finding him not ſo much hurt, as they had ima- 
gined, they told him, he might venture to purſue 
his Journey, whenever he pleas d. Perhaps, courte- 
ous Pilgrims, /aid he, it was my Fortune to meet 
with this Miſchance, in ſo good a Road, only to prevent 


$ my running upon thoſe Precipices, whereof my Head 
is e full: Be ſo good 1 * give me your 2 
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of the Matter. Whether you are deſirous of know - 
ing it, or not, continued he, I muſt tell you, I ama 
Foreigner, and by Birth of Poland. Being fond of 
Travelling, I left my own Country very young, and 
came to Spain; which I look'd upon, and with good 
Reaſon, as a Kingdom, that would beſt Reward my 
Curiofity, and anſwer my utmoſt Expectations: 
There I learn'd to ſpeak Spani/, in the Manner you 
hear. Having a Mind, in the next Place, to ſee 
Portugal, | went to Liſbon ; where, the very Night 
that I enter'd it, I met with ſo ſtrange an Adven- 
ture, that, perhaps, you will ſcarce be able to be- 
jzeve it; though whether you do, or not, will be of no 
great Signification ; Truth being always the ſame, at 
the Bottom. 

THOUGH Peranvper, and AurtsTELLA, 
with the reſt of their Company, were not a little 
ſurpriz'd, at the Stranger's prodigious Deſire of 
Talking, and his uncommon Volubility of Tongue; 
yet, believing they ſhould take ſome Pleaſure, in the 
Recital of his Adventures, PERI AN DER bid him go 
on with his Story; aſſuring him, they ſhould give 
Credit, to whatever he ſhould tell them, how incre- 
dible ſoever it might ſeem ; becauſe, both his Compa- 


nions and himſelf, judg'd him incapable, of palming 
a Fiction upon them for a Truth; Remancing being 
as much unworthy a Man of Honour, as Lying. Being 


encourag'd, by this ſhort Compliment, the Pct; Cava- 
lier went on, as follows. 


T HE very Night, that I enter'd Lin, as I ob 


ſerv'd before, as I was looking about for a better Inn, 


than where I firſt diſmounted, happening to turn, 


out of one of the High-Streets, down a very narrow 


and dirty Lane, a Portugueze, in a Mask, who was | 
p_ the ſame Way, joſtled againſt me ſo rough- | 


y, that 1 fell all along, at a good Diſtznce from 
him, into the Kennel, Greatly provoked at 
this rude Inſult, I got up ina Fury ; and laid my 
Hand on my Sword, to revenge myſelf upon him 
when tne Portuguese, inftead of offering, in the leail, 
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to excuſe it, came at me, to attack me firſt. We 
fought together, then, ſome Time, without giving 
Ground, in the leaſt, on either Side; when, not 
{ceing where we aim'd our Paſſes, by Reaſon of the 
extream Darkneſs of the Night, I happen'd to thruſt 
my Sword, ſo forcibly, into his Right Eye, that the 
Point touch'd his Brain; and he fell down dead, about 
four Paces from me, his Soul taking her Flight, Heaven 
alone knows whither. 

BEGINNING, then, to reflect, upon the Conſe- 
quence of ſuch an Action, in a Country, where I 
was an abſolute Stranger, and without any Protection, I 
was ſtruck with the utmoſt Terror, and thought, 
the only Way to ſave myſelf, was to betake myſelf 
to Flight ; but, not being acquainted with the Streets 
of Liſbon, I knew not which Way to turn. In 
the mean while, the Mob, beginning to flock toge- 
ther, made ſuch an Uproar, that, imagining they 
were all at my Heels, I ran down three or four 
Streets, w:ping my Sword ; that, in Caſe I ſhould fall 
into the Hands of Juſtice, the Blood of the Deceas'd 
might not witneſs againſt me. Flying along till, 
with the ſame Speed, and more dead than alive, I per- 
ceiv'd, at laſt, a Light, in an inner Apartment, of a 
Houſe, whoſe Door was half open ; and, in the Con- 
fuſion I was then in, ran into it, without knowing 
well with what Deſign. Entering, at fiſt, into a 
Parlour, handſomly furniſh'd, and paſſing on after- 
wards to a ſecond, yet more ſtately, I went on, ſtill 
directed by the Light, to a third, more magnifi- 
cent than either of the former; where, I beheld a 
Lady, in a rich Bed, who raiſing herſelf up, and trem- 
bling at the Sight of me, ask'd, what I wanted there ; 
and who allow'd me to enter, with ſo little Re- 
ee, into her very Bed-Chamber, whilſt ſhe was at 

eſt, 

MADAM, reph'd J, trembling yet more than 
ſhe, all the Anſwer I can give you, is, that I am 
a very unfortunate Stranger, arrived but to Night 
in this City ; and have had the Misfortane, to leave 
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for dead, ſome few Streets from hence, a Man in a 
Mask ; who, after having inſulted me groſly, without 
my having ever offended him, would alſo have taken 
away my Life. I beg you, therefore, Madam, to 
fave me from the Officers of Juſtice, who will not 
fail to purſue me. Are you a Spaniard, ſaid the La- 
dy, in Portugueze? No, Madam, anfwered J, my 
Country is very diſtant from this. No Matter, re- 
J2yn'd ſbe, were you a thouſand Times a Spaniard, 
I would fave you, if it were in my Power, and I will 
do it, if I can poſſibly. Get behind the Hang- 
ings, at the Bed's-Head ; you will find there a 
Niche, for a Statue, which I have had taken away, 
Place yourſelf therein ; and, if the Officers of Juſtice 
come, they will be ſatisfied, with what Anſwer I ſhall 
pleaſe to give them, on Account of the Regard they 
ought to have for me. 

I lifted up the Hangings immediately, as the Lady 
ordered me; found out the Niche, and ſquatting down 
therein, ascloſe as poſſible, and holding my Breath, was 
beginning to recommend myſelf to the ProteQtion of 
Heaven, when a Servant, entering the Room, with 
Tears in his Eyes; Ah! Madam, c' he, what a 
terrible Misfortune ! Do» HengriQuez, your Son, 
and my dear Maſter, is juſt kill'd; and taey are 
bringing him hither, with his Brains almoſt out of 
His Head, by a Wound in his Right Eye. It is 
not known, continued the Man, bi, „ who he 
fought with, nor yet what they quarrell'd about; 
neither were their Swords — to claſh ; only a 
little Boy, who lives hereabouts, ſays, he ſaw one, 
who ran very faſt, and ſeem'd terribly frightened, en- 
ter this Houſe, It muſt undoubtedly be my Son's 
Murderer, anſwered the Lady; and if it is, he will 
not eſcape eaſily. Wretch that I am, continued foe, 
ſpeaking to herſelf, how often have I dreaded, the 
very Accident, that has now happened, to this my 
inconfiderate Son ! Nay, could I expect any Thing 
better ; ſeeing I could never prevail on him, to 
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Rare any > rn Yr erm

lay aſide his Inſolence, and his injurious Car- 
riage ! 
WHILST ſhe was *—_— theſe moving Com- 
e 


plaints, four Men brought in the Deceaſed upon their 
Shoulders ; and laid him down upon the Floor, before 
the afflicted Mother. Ah! aid fe again, within 
herſelf, J ought to take away his Life, who has oc- 
caſioned your Death; but it is no longer in my Pow- 
er: Nature in vain demands it; Honour, yet ſtronger 
than Nature, deprives me of the Will. Oh Grief ! 
in vain doſt thou urge me to revenge, I dare not 
give Ear to thy juſt Remonſtrances ; my Word is 
given to the contrary. 

JUDGE my Condition, at that Time, courteous 
Pilgrims, in the Niche, where I was ; however fa- 
vourably diſpoſed towards me, this good Mother 
ſeem'd, I was ſtill afraid, and not without great 
Reaſon, that the melancholy Sight, of her Son's 
Corpſe, ſtretch'd out before her, would induce her to 
change her Reſolution ; and began to lament, my 
having deliver'd myſelf up, into my Enemies Power, 
at the ſame Time, that I was endeavouring, by 
Flight, to avoid falling into their Hands! Judge a- 

ain, in what a pretty Caſe I was, on hearing the 

flicers of Juſtice enter the Chamber, and tell the 
Mother, they had Intelligence, the Murderer muſt 
be concealed ſomewhere in her Houſe. I durſt not 
ſo much as fetch my Breath; but liſten'd, with equal 
Dread and Attention, what Anſwer the Lady would 
make, having ſo juſt a Reaſon, to deſire my De- 
ſtruQtion ! Then judge my Joy, and Amazement, on 
hearing this Mother, generous through a Principle 
of Religion, reply, if the Murderer is in my Houſe, 
at leaſt it ought not to be in my Bedchamber; look for 
him, then, 1n the other Rooms ; though I wiſh you 


may not find him; becauſe, his Death would not re- 


ſtore my Son to Life; and, perhaps, he is more un- 
fortunate than guilty. The Officers went away, then, 
to ſearch the reſt of the Houſe; which, being done, 
the Lady ordered her Domeſtics, to take away her 
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Son's Corpſe, and prepare it for its Funeral; char- 


ing them, likewiſe, not to let any one come in to 
ee her, not even her Relations; not finding herſelf 
n a Condition, at that Time, to admit of any Con- 
ſolation. 

HAVING thus prepared the Way for my LEſ- 
cape, ſhe called one of her Women, in whom, un- 
doubtedly, ſhe repoſed more Confidence, than in any 
of the others ; and, after whiſpering her a Moment, 
{ent her away, charging her to ſhut the Door after her. 
The Woman having obey'd her, the good Lady felt 
about her Bed's-Head, for the Place where I was 
hid; and happened to clap her Hand upon my Heart, 
which, by its firong Palpitation, ſufficiently ſhew'd, 
the Terror I was under. Being ſenſible, thereof, 
zmmediately, Whoever thou art, O Man ſaid for, 
in a low and languiſhing Voice, thou can'ſ not doubt, 
tcat, having deprived me of my Son, thou haſt rob- 
bed me of the better Half of my Life ; but, believing 
thou didſt not commit this Crime wilfully, I ſacrifice 
my Reſentment, to the Promiſe I made thee, at thy 
Entrance, to ſave thee, if it were in my Power. Do, 
then, directly what I order thee : Conceal thy Face, 
as thou com'ſ out, from the Place where I hid thee, 
leſt, on ſetting my Eyes on thee hereafter, I ſhould 
chance again to know thee ; and prepare to follow 
one of my Women, who will be here preſently ; and, 
when ſhe conducts thee out, will give thee a hundred 
Crowns in Gold, to aſſiſt thee under thy Neceſſities. 
Not being known in this City, purſued Se, no body 
can have any Suſpicion of thee ; but ceaſe the Palpi- 
tation of thy Heart, becauſe, too great a Concern fre- 
quently diſcovers a Criminal. Having thus ſaid, I 
came out from my Niche, with a Handkerchief o- 
ver my Face, the Woman ſhe expected, return'd 
at the ſame Time. As I could not teſtify, by my 
Words, to the Lady, in that Condition, how much I 
thought myſelf obliged to her, for her unparalell'd 
Generoſity, 1 fell down at her Bed-Side, without ut- 
tering a ſingle Syllable, and kiſſed the Bed, and _ 
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the Floor, divers Times, to expreſs my Gratitude ; 
which done, I got up, and followed the Woman; who 
without ſpeaking, any more than I, gave me aPurſe;- 
and, conducting me along a dark Gallery into a Gar- 
den, opened a back Door, that led into a little Street, 
and letting me out thereat, ſhut it immediately after 
me. 

FINDING myſelf ſo happily deliver'd, from all 
my Terrors, continued the Pole, I wip'd my Sword 
again; after which, walking on ſedately, I turned in- 
to a large Street, where I found my Inn; and accoſt- 
ed my hmm with as much Unconcern, as if no 
Diſaſter had befallen me. He told me the Misfor- 
tune, that had happened to the Cavalier. Thovgh he 
was of a dillinguiſhed Family, ſaid he, he was ſo 
haughty, he treated all Mankind with intolerable Ar- 
rogance ; and it is not, in the leaſt doubted, that he 
drew upon himſelf ſome Enemy, by his Inſolence, 
who, having a Mind to humble him, may, perhaps, 
have ſent him ſome Steps lower, than he le- 
ſigned to have done. I cou'd not ſleep that Night;

verer called, as my Landlord informed me : Nor cou'd 
J ceaſe admiring, that truly Chriſtian Courage, which 
had induced her, to pardon me the Death of a Son, 
who ought to have been her Comfort in this World, 
inſtead of plunging her into a Sorrow, which, per- 
haps, may — ſent her to the other, in a ſhort Time

AS SOON as it was Morning, I took a Walk 
by the Side of the Tagus ; and, perceived a Boat, 
wherein ſeveral People were placing themſelves, in 
order to go down the River, to F ort St. Julian, where 
they were to embark on Board a Veſſel, for the Eaft- 
Indies. Hereupon, I returned to my Inn, fold my 
Horſe, and ſending my Things to the Boat, re- 
ſolved to go the Voyage, along with the Reſt. Next 
Morning, the Ship ſet Sail; and, as we arrived ſafe, at

our deſired Haven, I ſpent fifteen Years in the In- 
dies; during which, I ſerv'd in the Troops of the King 
of Portugal; and met there with divers Adventures, 
whereof a very diverting, and inſtrutive Hiſtory, 
might be compoſed, were thoſe aſtoniſhing Exploits 
inſerted therein, which are performed in thoſe re- 
mote Countries by the Portuguexe; who are there ac- 
quiring ſuch Glory, as will render them ever to be 
reſpected, amongſt all other Nations. During my 
Stay in thoſe Parts, I made a Shift to lay up ſome 
Gold, and Pearls; with other Things of greater Va- 
lue than Bulk; after which, I came back to Liſban 
with my General. 

SOME Time after, reſolving to return to my 
own Country, and intending to travel through Spazr, 
and viſit the moſt conſiderable Places, I changed my 
Gold into current Money ; which I afterwards con- 
verted into Bills of Exchange; reſerving to myſelf, 
only as much, as would be neceſſary for my Expen- 
ces, upon the Road. Accordingly, I ſet out from 
thence, on my intended Journey ; pleaſing myſelf with 
the Thoughts, of paſſing the Remainder of my Days, 
in ſweet Tranquility; when Fortune, growing weary, 
of carrying me on, with a proſperous Gale, upon the 
Sea of human Life, made me run againſt a Rock, 
where ſuch Sailors as myſelf, have frequently been 
Shipwreck'd: In ſhort, arriving one Evening at Tala- 
Tera, a pleaſant Town, fot far from hence, I diſ- 
mounted at an Inn, which, inſtead of being to me a 
Place of Refreſhment, proved my 'Tomh, ſince my 
Honour was there buried. O! too powerful Influ- 
ence of Love! Of ſuch Love I mean, whoſe only 
View is, indulging itfelf in Senſuality! 

T O return from whence I have digreſsed, having 
enter'd this Inn, a young Wench, who then appear'd 
to me about Sixteen or Seventeen, tough, I have been 
zince informed, ſhe was above Twenty- two, ran in thi- 
ther by Chance. She was dreſſed very neatly, in a 
Waiſtcoat of blue Cloth, and Petticoat of the fame ; 
and her fair Locks hung down in long ! refles, which 
were tied together, by a Hot of Ribbons, of divers 
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Colours. As ſhe paſſed by me, methought, ſhe ſmelt 
like a Meadow enamell'd with Flowers ; nay, ſhe 
ſeemed to me more fragrant, than the moſt exquiſite 
Perfumes of Arabia. Going up to the Landlord's 
Son, and whiſpering ſomething in his Ear, ſhe burſt 
into a loud Fit of Laughter ; then turning away ſud- 
denly, ſhe ran — a Houſe, over- againſt the Inn. 
The young Fellow purſued her, but cou'd not over- 
take her, till ſhe was juſt entering the Houſe ; when 
he gave her ſuch a Kick, as — her fall headlong, 
into the Houſe. 

ONE of the Maids of the Inn, provoked at this 
Brutality ; is this the Way ALonzo, ſaid foe, that 
you treat Louis A? methinks ſhe deſerves better Uſage 
at your Hands, If I live, anfeered ALonzo, I 
ſhall ſerve her much worſe. In ſhort, continued he, 
Makrixa, my Deſign is, to treat the giddy- brain'd 
Hufly always in this manner, till ſhe learns to be- 
have better: This ſaid, he went away, and left 
MaxzTixa and me together; upon which I asked her, 
whether Louis and he were married. She is not 
his Wife yet, anſwered foe, but ſhe is likely ſoon to 
be ſo ; and it is on Account of the Agreement, made 
between their Parents, to join their Hands, Ar,onzo 
takes ſuch Liberties with her. For, looking upon 
her as already his Wife, he wants to make her re- 
form certain Faults, which ſhe ought to correct of 
herſelf, without giving ALoxzo that Trouble; ſince 
he does not uſe her ſo ill now, as he may do here- 
aſter, when Marriage gives him more Power over 
her. In Effect, this Reformation, purſued fhe, 
will be only for her own Good; fince ſhe often lets 
fach Words eſcape her, as ought never to be heard, 
out of the Mouth of a modeſt Girl; as looſe Talk 
frequently makes a young Woman be judged a Liber- 
tine, who, nevertheleſs, may be very ſober at Bottom. 

I have told her Teveral Times, my Thoughts of the 
Liberties ſhe took, and the Injury ſhe would certain] 
do herſelf thereby; but ſhe has always laugh'd at 
my Reproof, and ſtill gone on in her old Courte ; — 
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cou'd I ever get her to believe, that Modeſty is the 
beſt Portion, a Woman can bring her Huſband. 
Heaven bleſs the Mother that brought me forth, 
continued MarTINA ; ſhe was a good Chriſtian, who 
wou'd not have ſuffered me, to have indulged myſelf 
in the leaſt Liberties ; and inſtead of letting me run 
about the Streets, like Louis A, ſhe would not have 
allowed me, even to go ſo far as the Threſhold of the 
Door.

terceed for poor Criminals ; my Honour is wounded ; 


the Wound is mortal, and all muſt periſh. 
HAVING thus ſpoken, with a Paſſion that can 
ſcarce be expreſſed, the Poli Cavalier, endeavour'd . 
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to get up; but PRRIAND ER, holding him by the 
Arm, go not any farther, Sir, /azd he, till you have 
heard me a few Words, Beirg blinded by your Re- 
ſentment, you don't obſerve, you are hurrying, to 
render an Adventure public, all over Spain, which 
is, in a Manner, buried in Oblivion, at Talavera;

And 
if it is true, (though I am not of that Opinion) that a 
Man's Wife is the greateſt Foe he can have, you 
ought not to run ſo haſtily after yours, ſince you are 
diſſatisfied with her.

Her Blood, you 
ſay, will waſh out the Stain, ſhe bas caſt on your 
1 Were you to be ſufficiently inhuman, to 
ſee ſo tragical a Scene, wou'd your Honour actually 
be reſtored to its former Luſtre? Nay, wou'd not 
the Infamy of the Puniſhment, inflicted on her, in 
Compliance with your Proſecution, revert upon your 
ſelf ; and render you the Reproach, of all honeſt Men ? 
Be adviſed then by me, and hearken to Dictates of 
Mercy, rather than thoſe of Juſtice ; eſpecially, as 
there are Junctures, when it is more glorious, to be 
governed by the one, than the other; which is your 
Caſe, at preſent.

I beg you 
would excuſe my taking this Liberty ; it is only be- 
cauſe I knew one ſo called in foreign Countries, who 
ſaid he was of this Town.

| DURING y 
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DURING theſe Tranſactions, the Count was laid 
in a very handſome Bed; and two Chirurgeons were 
ſent for, to ſearch his Wound, who declared it was 


very dangerous, Whilſt they were d it, Dor 
AN ToNIo's Mother, being moved thereto by a ſort 
of Foreboding of what was to happen, went continu- 
ally to and fro, from the Chamber of the wound- 
ed Nobleman, to that of AugisTELLAa. But, as 
charming as that beauteous Lady ſeemed to her, ſhe 
did not feel the ſame Emotions, when ſhe approached 
her, as ſhe did when ſhe drew near ConsTanT1a :

BEING upon the Point, then, of yielding up 
my Soul to Heaven, I defign, firſt, to ſhew you, 
am not ungrateful, for the good oog I have now 
received here; and as a Proot of my Gratitude, open, 
beg of you, thoſe two Trunks, wherein you will. 
find, amongſt my Cloaths, and Linnen, about Twenty 
Thouſand Ducats, in Gold, and Jewels, which don't 
tike up much Room ; and if this Sum, inſtead of 
being but moderate, were as conſiderable, as all the 
'Frexſures contain'd in the Bowels of PoTos1, I ſhould 


ill diſpoſe of it, as J intend, with greater Satisf:ion.. 


ieceive it then, ſuch as it is, in the Name of our Friend- 
ſhip, for your Grand Daughter, Doxa CoxsTAN- 
T1A ; It is a Portion I give her; and next, with your 
Leave, I deſign ſhe ſhall receive a Huſband from my 
Hands: It is true, ſhe will ſoon looſe him; but her 
Widowhood will be honourable : Call her hither, and 
then ſend for a Pricſt, to marry us together ; her 
Virtue and Piety deſerve the Empire of the World. 
LET not what I propoſe, ſurprize you, added 
Je; it will not be look'd upon as ſuch a great Novelty, 
for a Man of Quality to take a private Gentlewo- 
man to Wife ; eſpecially when it is known, ſhe is 
Miſtreſs of all thoſe fine Qualities, which render a 
Perſon worthy of a yet more exalted Station, Hea- 
ven, undoubtedly, ordains it to be fo ; ſince, at the 
very 
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very Time, when I ſhould only be thinking of giving 
an Account of my Actions. my Inclination leads me 
likewiſe to do this. Oppoſe it not, therefore, I con- 
jure you, by that Prudence I have ever obſerved in 
vou; it is my laſt Will, and I believe you are willing 
it ſhould be perform'd.

Friend, Den Drrco, ſend away for a Prieſt, and 2 
Notary ; and let not a vain Scruple induce you, to 
perſiſt obſtinately in a Refuſal, which would make 
vou be blamed by all your Equals ; ſince you would 
thereby ſeem to confeſs them unworthy, to match into 
ſuch Families, as might open them the Way to the 
moſt eminent Dignities in the State. Since you muſt 
be obey'd, my Lord, ch Don Dikco, I will 
inform ConsranTia of your good Intentions ; 
and quitting the Chamber, he went to conſult about 
it, with his Wife, and Son, who called PRRIAN DER, 
and AURISTELLA, likewiſe, to give their Advice. 

THEY were all of Opinion, he ought not to miſs 
ſo favourable an Opportunity of making his Grand- 
Daughter's Fortune ; wherefore, he ſuffer'd himſelf

willing 
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willing to perform. Reſign yourſelf up, continue 
ſhe, into the Hands of Providence; which will re- 
veal, in its own Time, what State it deſigns for you;

to Honour, when you did not expect it; it will con- 
fer upon you, a more exalted, and more laſting Title, 
when you are wholly reſigned to its Will.

Pieces of Artillery, which the Infidels have taken 
away from the Chriſtians ; This Place, I ſay, cryed 
he, (pointing to it, with a Wand, he held in his Hand 
for that Purpoſe ) is the formidable City of Ag iert; 
the Terror of the Mediterranean ; and the Haunt of 
Pyrates ; who ſally out of this Port, like ravenous 
Wolves, to ravage and lay waſte the whole World; 


paſſing 
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paſſing even beyond the Ne plus Ultra, of the invin- 
cible Tread. This Veſſel, which ſeems to you ſo 
little; becauſe the Rules of Opticks will not allow it 
to be repreſented larger, as being to be ſuppoſed at 
a great Diſtance ; this Veſſel than, I ſay, is a Gal 
ley, with Twenty Benches of Oars, commanded by 
this Tut named DRA; who is walking the Gang- 
Way, and holding in his Hand the Arm of a 
Chriſtian Captive, which he has juſt cut off, with 
one Stroke of his Sabre. See how he ſwings about 
the Arm, all loathſome, as it ſtill is with Blood, 
and ufes it as a Scourge, or Bull's Pizzle, to laſh, or 
bruiſe, the other Chriſtian Priſoners ; becauſe they 
don't ply their Oars ſufficiently, to eſcape thoſe 
Four Span Galleys, which are in Chaſe of him, 
as you may ſee, with a fair Wind; and of whom 
he is ſo much in Dread, that he would freely give 
all his Wives and Children to the Devil, if he 
thought that would ſave him from the Hands of thoſe 
brave CASTILLIANS. 

OBSERVE that Slave, on the laſt Bench, on 
the Starboard Side, whoſe Face is all beſmeared 
with Gore, proceeding from the Strokes, he has re- 
ceived with the bloody Arm, that is deſigned for me; 
whom he beat thus, becauſe I did not row to picaſe 
him: And that other Captive, by my Side, is my 
Companion; who is not quite ſo bloody as me, be- 


"cauſe he was not beat ſo much therewith. But 


my dear Countrymen, perhaps I ſhquld terrify, 
and melt, your compaſſionate and tender Hearts too 
mych, ſhould I relate to you, all the Barbarity of 
this Dog Dracur, this Monſter, whom Hell un- 
doubtedly diſgorged from its gloomy Manſions, to be 
the Plague and Scourge of human Race. I tremble 
myſelf, and ſhudder with Horror, on fancying, 1 
now hear him crying, RosPzNnI,MaNnanoRkaA,and 
DENLIMANIYOC, thoſe opprobrious Turk;/> Invec- 
tives, wherewith he loads thoſe unhappy Captives, 


who refufe to yield to his fair Promiſes, and turn 
Rei. e gades. 
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UNLUCKILY for this Orator, one of the 
Alcade's before-mentioned, had been a Slave at A.. 
ters ; and finding very little Conformity with the 
ruth, in all this young Spark's pathetic Har b 
he pulled him ſoftly by the Sleeve, and drawing him 
a little out of the Crowd; Hark you, Friend, ſaid 
he, you will break the Heart of all that hear you; 
come, and breath a Moment, you will be better able 
to gather the Alms, which every one will preſently 
give you. I doubt not, continued he, but you was in 
DracuT's Galley, when he was purſued by the Ca- 
4 Fillians; and fo was I, as well as many other honeſt 
, Men; but I don't remember, my having ſeen you 
there; no more than the Arm of the Chriſtian, 
whoſe Blood beſmeared your Face: All I remember 
is, that ALoxzo MocLin, a Native of Yelez-Ma- 
laga, was at the Place, where you ſay you fat, and 
that, inſtead of Laſhes with a Whip, or Strokes 
with a dead Arm, or Bull's Pizzle, they gave us 
ſome Bumpers of Ceuta Wine, to recruit our Spirits 
which were exhauſted, by being obliged to work 
beyond our Strength. Tell me, added * who com- 
manded thoſe Galleys that gave you Chaſe ? Did they 
reſtore you to Liberty? They were commanded by 
Dan Saxncnuo DE Levyu, anſwered the pretended 
Captive, without being in the leaſl confounded ; 
and we did not then obtain our Freedom, becauſe 
they cou'd not overtake us; however we recovered it 
ourſelves ſince, by taking up Arms, in another Veſſel, 
which was carrying Corn from Sarge/ to Alzzers ; 
but we brought it off to Malaga, —.— we now 
came, with Deſign to ſcrve the King, in his Army. 
THAT is very commendable, anſwered the Al- 
calde, who had juſt called the other young Spark to 
him ; but tell me, Friends, were you both made Pri- 
{oners together? And were you convey'd directly to 
Als iert, or to any other Place in Barbary? I was 
not taken at the ſame Time with my Comrade, ſaid 
he, who had not fpoken before; for I did not fo much 
as know him, when I fell into the Hands of the In- 
dels, near Alicant, being on Board a Ship, that was 
| returning 
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returning from Genoa, but we became acquainted af- 
terwards at Tetuan, in a Dungeon, where we were 
both confined together : Since that Time, we have 
been Friends, having ſerv'd the fame Maſters, and 
undergone the ſame Fortune; but methinks, here are 
abundance of Queſtions, for Seven or Eight paltry 
Farthings, that have been thrown upon our Cloth. 
Not too many, my briſk Gentleman, /aid the Alcat- 
de, there are ſome more ſtill behind, which, I hope, 
you will ſatisfy me; Come hither, my brave Lad, 
continued he, anſwer me boldly, how many * Gates 
are there in Algiers? A very odd Sort of a Queſtion, 
anſwered the 755 every Boy will tell you, it has as 
many Gates as Houſes. Very well, /aid the Alcalde, 
but pray anſwer me, a little more exactly, how many 
Fountains and Wells of freſh Water are. there ? An 
Agerine himſelf, replied the ſame Spark, would hard- 
ly be able to anſwer that ; how, then ſhould I, who 
never ſaw the Light, but through Air-Holes, ex- 
- when I was brought out to my daily Drudgery : 
I fee, continued he, you are not moved at our Mis- 
fortunes, but only make a Jeſt of them ; wherefore 
we had better go farther, to find ſome old Chriſti- 
ans, who will have Pity on our Miſery. By no 
Means, rejoined the Alcalde, it is too late to let you 
go elſewhere ; our Roads are none of the ſafeſt ; 
and, beſides, I am ſo much touched with your Con- 

dition, I will provide you a Lodging to Night. 
THE Akai then, perceiving the Cryer among 
'the Crowd, whoſe Buſineſs it was alſo to whip Male- 
factors, when there was Occaſion, GiLEs Berruveco, 
ſaid he, look about the Market, for the Two firſt 
Aſſes you can find, and bring them hither ; for, by 
our Holy Dame, theſe Two pretended Captives, who 
come hither, to intercept the Alms, deſigned for the 
real Poor, ſhall take a Turn or Two about the 
Town, to make them acquainted with the Streets,

continued he, turning to the two Lads ; and have 
known a Hundred Maſters, wicked enough in Con- 
ſcience ; nevertheleſs, I never ſaw cnn Pp of 
ſuch Cruelty, as you pretend, to move impoſe 
upon People of a charitable and compaſſionate a Diſ- 
ſition; and, if you had ſuffered the Hundredth 
t of what you ſay, you would not have returned 
from thence as plump and freſh, as a couple of braw- 
ny Prieſts. Is it poſſible, Mr. Aale ſhould be fo 
angry with us, ſaid the firſt of the Two Lads, for 
being rich in Memory, when we are ſo poor in Poc- 
ket ? Or that, for aTrifle, not worth Three Farthings, 
he would diſgrace Two honourable Students, and 
deprive the King of Two brave Soldiers, who are 
going to ſerve in his Army, and help him extirpate 
the Reſt of the Enemies of the Catholic Faith? 
SINCE the Truth muſt out, continued he, we 
are no Captives, nor never deſired ſo to be; but we 
are Two Students of Salamanca, who, being tired 
with the languid Life they lead in 9 were 
willing to ſee the World, and found no Difficulty in 
gratifying our Inclination, but the Want of Money. 
As we were contriving Ways to ſupply this Defect, 
ſome Slaves, (undoubtedly, ſuch as we are ourſelves) 
happening to paſs through Salamanca, extricated us 
from our Perplexity, by ſelling us this Shew-Cloth ; 
informing us of ſeveral Particulars relating to 4/- 
giers, teaching us to move the Paſſions but of ten- 
der hearted People. | 
HAVING learnt our Leſſon, then, perfectly, 
we ſet out with our Cloth, which has enabled us to 
ſubſiſt upon the Road, till we came to this Town; 
from whence, with your Leave, we are going to de- 
rt; fince you don't approve of our inſpiring your 
ownſmen with that Terror, which might, perhaps, 
be one Day uſeful to them ; in inciting them to re- 
ſe the Agerines, or other Infidels, the more reſo- 
utely ; when they make Deſcents upon your Coaſts, 
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carry off your Inhabitants, and make real Slaves of 
them, as you have found by woful Experience. 
THAT your Zeal may not go unrewarded, ſaid 
the Alcalde, I will take Care to ſee each of you have 
Two or Three Hundred good Laſhes, ſuch as the Ape- 
rines give their Slaves ; and then you will know, better 
than you do at preſent, how they correct idle Va- 
grants ; after which, I will arm each of you with 
an Oar, wherewith you will ſerve the King more uſe- 
fully in his Galleys, than with a Pike in his Armies. 
T fancy, cryed the young Student, you have a Mind to 
ſet up for one of the Legiſſators of Athens, and would 
have his Majeſty -think you fit for a Chief Juſtice. 
But know, Mr. Alcalde, his Council will not paſs it 
over as a Jeſt, if an inferior Magiſtrate makes an ill 
Uſe of his Authority, by inflicting ſevere Puniſh- 
ments, for trivial Offences ; as alſo, that Sammum 
Jus, ſumma Injuria. Friend, ſaid the ſecond Al- 
calde, au had not ſpoken before, take Care what you 
inſinuate; know that Juſtice is impartially admini- 
ſtred here; and that all the Alcaldes ever have been, 
are, and will be, unblameable in their Judgment. 
Speak therefore, with more Caution, and it may be 
the better for you. 
JUST as this ſecond Magiſtrate had concluded 
his Remonſtrance, the Cryer, returning quite out of 
Breath, Mr. Akalde, ſaid he, I can't find any Aſſes 
about the Market, but only the two Aldermen Ber- 
RUECO, ard CREsPo, who were walking about there, 
I ſent you for Aﬀes, Block head, and not for A'd-r- 
en, anſwered the Alcade ; however, fetch them hither, 
to be preſent at the Sentence, I am going to pro- 
nounce, that it may be according to Law : and the 
Execution ſhall not be put off, for Want of Aſs ; 
for, thank Heaven, there is no Scarcity of them, in 
our Town. 
TAKE Care, that ſame Heaven does not puniſh 
you, cry'd the Student, if you proceed any farther, 
towards ſo unjuſt a Sentence; conſider, I beg you, 
for God's Sake, Mr. Atcalpe, that we have not 
. receiv d 


. 

receiv'd ſo many Alms, to make our Fortunes, or 
purchaſe an Eſtate therewith for our Heirs. We 
have ſcarce been able, to procure ourſelves Suſtenance, 
by on; Labour, which is as fatiguing, and for as little 
Profit, as a Scavenger. Our Parents, not having 
bred us up to any Buſineſs, have put us to our Shifts, 
with which, however, we have fared fo indifferent, 
we ſhall get Home again, as faſt as we can, that 
we may not be ſtarv'd. In ſhort, continued he, whip, 
hang, or break upon the Wheel, all Vagrants, Pick- 
pockets, Extortioners, Highwaymen, or Aſſaſſins; 
the public Welfare requires it; but you would act 
very contrary thereto, ſhould you puniſh thoſe, who 
make uſe of their Underſtanding, only to ſerve their 
Country. And, I affirm it boldly, there are no bet- 
ter Soldiers, than thoſe, who leave the College for 
the Camp. 

PE RIAMD ER, with all the Reft of the By-ſtan- 
ders, could not help admiring, with what Eaſe, and 

ood Senſe, this Student expreſſed himſelf, upon dif- 
erent Subjects, when he thus went on: Let Mr. 
ALcarips ſearch us all over, and if he finds about 
vs any more than fix Ryals, we will ſubmit to the 
Laſhes with which he threatens us; but; if he does 
not, let it be conſidered, if ſach a Trifle, of the 
Loſs of which no body complains, deſerves ſuch a 
ſevere Pagiſhment. I fay, therefore, once more, 
let him take Care, not to confound Prejudice with 
Juſtice, left his Paſſion ſhould make him raſhly pro- 
nounce a Sentence, which he may repent, when it is 
too late. 

BROTHER, ſaid the ſecond ALcaLve, whiſper- 
ing to the firſt, be ruled by me; contend no more 
with this, Student ; he will teach us our Duty, in 
the Face of all the Inhabitants, who now take us 
for the ableſt of Magiſtrates. Turning, then, to the 


young Spark : Though thou haſt talked a good deal, 


my Lad, continued he, thou haſt ſpoken nothing but 
what is very much to the Purpoſe ; and, I am fo 
well ſatisfied therewith, that, I-ane only will pre- 


vent 
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vent any Harm's being done to you, but will en- 
tertain you this Evening at my Houſe, and will prevail 
on ſome good People, to contribute towards your 
Support, To- morrow, on Condition, you will go on 
directly to the Army, without impoſing upon Fools, 
by the Way. Here, the firſt AL.caLpe, being grown 
more tractable, upon his Colleague's Remonſtrance, 
interpoſed, and faid, he — carry them Home 
with him, and give them ſome Inſtructions, about 
the Cuſtoms of the Algerines, relating to Slaves; to 
the End, that, if they ſhould again, through Miſ- 
fortunes, be obliged again to have ares - to the 
ſame Artifice, they might not be taken in a Lye, as 
they had then been himſelf, Hereupon, the 
Students expreſs'd+ their Gratitude, for this kind 
Offer; the By-ſtanders extoll'd the Charity of the 
ALcaLpe, and our Pilgrims, to their t Satiſ- 
faction, ſaw the Affair concluded, to the Advantage 
of the young Sparks. 

THIS done, the firſt ALcAL DE, whoſe ill Hu- 
mour had prevented his obſerving PRRIAx DER, and 
his Company, fixing his Eyes, then, upon them. 
with ſome Surprize; have not you ſome Pictures 
too, honeſt Friends, ſaid he, whoſe Plan has been 
ſcetch'd out by Invention, like that we have juſt 
ſeen? PRERIAN DER, ſeeing young Ax rox io draw 
their Paſſports out of his Belem, made no Anſwer 
thereto ; wherefore, by theſe authentic Credentials, 
anſfuer'd the latter, you may ſee who weare,and whither 
we are going ; not, but that, as we neither aſk Alms, 
nor have any Occaſion ſo to do, we might have been 
excuſed from ſhewing them, becauſe the Roads are 
as free for us, as for others. Hereupon, the AL- 
CALDE took the Papers very gravely ; but, being 
ſcarcely able to ſpell, he deliver'd them to his Bro- 
ther ALCALDE ; who having only learn'd to fign 


his Name, gave it to the Town-Clerk, who happen'd 
to be there, 


THE 
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THE latter, having caſt his Eye over them, de- 
liver'd them back to young AxTox10, ſaying the 
ALCALDEsS, at the ſame Time, I find, by theſe 
Papers, that theſe Pilgrims are as richly adorned 
with Virtue, and neſs, as with Beauty ; where- 
fore, if they deſign to ſtay in this Town, my Houſe 
is at their Service; and, if it were a Palace, I would 
make them the ſame Offer, without ſuffering them 
to go elſewhere ; accordingly, he took them Home 
with him, and entertain'd them plentifully, with e- 
qual Elegance and Good-will.

een had Day begun to break, when 
AvuRISTELLA, and CoxsrAN TIA, being wil- 
ling to make the beſt of the fine Weather, deſired 
PE RIAN DER, and AnToON10, to return their Land- 
lord Thanks for his kind Reception, and to take their 


Leave; which done, they ſet out on their Journey. 


The had not gone far, before they met the two pre- 
tended Captives; who told them, the AL cALDE 
had inſtructed them ſo well, in every Thing rela- 
ting to Algiers, that they ſhould not be afraid, for 
the future, of any Queſtions, of the moſt Inquiſi- 
tive, even though they ſhould have been Slaves there 
longer than this ALcaLpe ; fo, that they might 
now ſhew away, by the Authority of the Magiſtrate, 
As they were thus diſcourſing, they came to a Place, 
where the Road parted ſeveral Ways; upon which, 


the Two Students took that which led to Cartagena. 
| : whilſt 
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whilſt the Pilgrims went on towards the Kingdom 
of Valencia. 

NOT long-aſter, PRRIANDER heard a Waggon 
coming behind them, and on turning his Head, perceiv'd 
it to be guarded by fix Muſketeers, on Foot, and a 
Horſeman, who had a Carabine at his Saddle-Bow. 
This Man, who ſeem'd to command the others, ap- 

roaching PERIanDER, and his Company, Good 
Pilorims, ſaid he, whom I believe to be Perſons of 
Condition, notwithſtanding the Plainneſs of your 
Dreſs, if any of you have ſome Conſerves, cr ary

long ago, in a Tumult, wherein a Count was kill'd; 
and they are come off better than their Officers, who 
are to be heheaded. 

UPON hearing this, ConsTAaxT1a could not 
refrain her Tears, feeling her Grief revive within 
her, for the Loſs of her — ; but the Sentiments 
of Charity, ſtifling all Emotions of Revenge, ſhe 
took a Box of Sweatmeats out of the Baggage, and 
going up to the Waggon, Which of them is it, /ai4 
ſhe, who wants Rel 3 That young Fellow, %% 
wwer'd he, his Face beſmear'd, whom you ſee 
in the Corner, and who cannot be long before he dies, 
ſince he obſtinately perſiſts, in reſolving not to eat. 
The poor Wretch, 1 then, up his Head, to ſce 
who enquir'd after him, reach'd out his Hand to 
CoNnsSTANTIA, and taking the Box from her, told 
her, Heaven would reward her; which ſaid, he lay 
down again in the Corner, a little a- part from his 
Comrades, and the Waggon went on. | 

SOME Days after, our Pilgrims arrived at a 
large Town of Mferi/co's, ſituated in the Kingdom 
of Valencia, about a League from the Sea; where 
they not only found one Inn, ready to receive them, 
but as many as there were Houſes in the Place, every 

one

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one preſſing them to take up their Quarters at his 
Habitation. Surpriz'd at ſo much ſeeming Huma- 
nity and Courtely, young AnToN1o conceiv'd a 
great Veneration for the Moriſco's; wherefore, I 
can't imagine, ſaid he, to PertanDER, why theſe 
People are ſo ill ſpoken of; they ſeem to me fo 
many Saints. Upon which, Friend AwTox10, 
cry'd PERIANDER, wwho knew their true Character 
better, they who receiv'd the Saviour of the World, 
at Zeruſalem, with ſo much Reſpect and Affection, 
nail'd him to the Croſs, a few Days after, with their 
own Hands. However, continued he, let us accept 
of the Lodging offer d us, by this venerable 
Sire; his Age, and Looks, ſeem to aſſure us, 
- is more to be rely'd on, than any of the o- 

thers. p 
THEY took up their Quarters, therefore, with 
him, and he recommended them to the Care of his 
own Daughter ; who was ſo very handſome, a great 
many Chriſtians would have thought themſelves hap- 
* py, to have reſembled her: This thews, that Nature, 
Pe a good Mother, diſtributes her Favours equally, 
to the Inhabitants of Scythia, and thoſe of Toltab, 
and Madrid. This beauteous Moriſco, finding a 
proper Opportunity, to addreſs herſelf ſecretly to 
AvuRISTELLA, and ConsTaNTl1aA, took each of 
them by one Hand, and led them into a back Room ; 
where, looking all around her, for Fear of being 
overheard, and without letting their Hands go ; 
alas ! ſaid fre, how are you come, like innocent and 
gentle Lambs, to deliver yourſelves into the Power 
of one, who has only enticed you into his Houſe to 
cut your 'Throats. That old Man, who, by pre- 
tending ſo much Kindneſs, has drawn you in hither, 
and whom I cannot call Father, without bluſhing, 
deſigns your Deſtruction; and it is inevitable, if you 
don't prevent him. Sixteen Veſſels of Corſairs are, 
this Night, to carry off all the Inhabitants of this 
Town, together with their Effects; for Fear they 
ſhould repent, and have a Mind to return.

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Wretches, continued ſbe, imagine, they ſhall meer 
with every Ju in Barbary, to gratify their ſen- 
ſual Deſires, and promote the Salvation of their 
Souls ; without conſidering, that of a hundred Co- 
lonies, who have already remov'd thither, there is 
not one, of whom we have had any other News, 
than that they ſhall eternally repent their ha- 
ving gone thither, where they are daily ſtript of 
their moſt uſeful and valuable Effects. 

IF you deſire (as a I doubt not) pur/ued foe, not 
to fall into the ſame Misfortune, but would preſerve 
that Liberty, you, at preſent enjoy, you muſt re- 
tire, as faſt as poſſible, within our Church, where 
you will find the Prieſt, a good Man, who will give 
you a kind Reception: The Town-Clerk and he, 
are the only old Chriſtians in the Place. You will 
alſo ſee with them the XA DRA E Xar1FaA, my Un- 
cle, a Moor, only in the Name, but a true Chriſtian 
in Reality; inform them of the Trap laid for you, 
by my Father; and, that they may not ſcruple 
to receive you favourably, tell them, RarLa 
deſires them, to take you under their Protection. 

THIS beauteous Maiden ſpoke all this, with 
ſuch an Air of Sincerity, the Tears ſtanding all the 
while in her Eyes, that AuRISTELLA did not in the 
leaſt queſtion the Truth thereof; wherefore, havin 
thanked her for her Advice, ſhe haſten'd, wit 
ConsTANTIA, to PERIANDER, and AnToN1o, to 
whom ſhe related what had been told her. They 
all thought the Time too precious to be ſpent in De- 
liberations ; wherefore, they reſolv'd to take Ra- 
FLA's Counſel, and go to the Church, as ſhe had 
directed them. 

OUR Pilgrims being got thither, the Prieſt, 
and the Aadrague, to whom they ſent in Word, 
ne came from RAFLa, receiv'd them as graci- 
ouſly, as that beauteous Moriſco had given them 
Room to hope. As ſoon as they had told what 
they had been inform'd, we have been kept in a con- 
tinual Alarm, theſe many Days, ſaid the Prieſt, — 
| - 
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the Expectation of theſe Veſſels from Barbary : 
However, not ſeeing them appear upon the Sea, 1 
began to look upon the News, of a Deſcent upon our 
Coaſts, as falſe ; and to be leſs upon my Guard. 
Nevertheleſs, as we cannot be too much dpon the 
Watch, to provide well for our Safety, having ſuch 
vigilant Enemies, come in, and welcome. We have 
a good Tower, wherein we fortify ourſelves, when; 
ever we fee the Barbarians appear ; and the Church 
Doors are ſo well plated over with Irons, they have 
never yet been able to break them open, or to damage 
them by Fire. 

HAVING thus ſaid, the Prieſt, and the Xadra- 
gue, ſhut the Church-Doors, and barricaded them 
with Benches, and other Pieces of Timber, which 
generally ſerv'd for that Uſe : This done, the 
aſcended the Tower, by a Trap-Door, pulling at- 
ter them a Ladder, whereby they got up therein, 
and being follow'd by BaRTHOLOMUREw, who had 
lodged the Baggage in a Place of Safety, but was 
forced to leave his Mule at the Church-Door.

a Cioud appear'd upon that watry Plain, which he 
did not take for a Moor ih Corſair : This alarmed 
him to that Degree, he cauſed the Alarm Bell to be 
rung, that the Sound echoing along the Coaſts 
and Valleys, every one might be upon his 
Guard. | 


THIS 
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THIS timely Precaution did not hinder the 
Barbarians, who were indeed arrived, from ap- 
proaching the Shore, and landing their Men; upon 
which, the Inhabitants of the Town, who were 
waiting for them, having already pack'd up what- 
ever they defign'd to carry off, flock'd to the Sea- 
ſide ; where the Ifidels receiv'd them, with a great 
Shout, and a Flouriſh of all their Inſtruments of War. 
On leaving their Houſes, theſe Maoriſco's ſet Fire 
thereto, and endeavour'd to do the ſame by the 
Church-Deors, not that they wanted to get in, be- 
cauſe there was nothing to be plunder'd, but only to 
ſatisfy their vicious Inclinations, which prompted 
them naturally to Miſchief. Not being able to 
gain their Ends, they vented their Rage upon BAR- 
, THOLOMEW's Mule; by Ham-ſtringing the poor 
Beaſt ; and upon a large Marble Croſs, which they 
threw down, committing all Manner of Prophanations 
round it. 

AS they were going towards the Veſſels, they 
ſung the Praiſes of Mayomer, as the Jesus did 
the Song of Mos Es, after their paſſing the Red. Sea, 
but were hardly got on Board, before they were ſen- 

ſible of their Folly, in delivering their Wives, and 
Children, into the Hands of thoſe fide/s, without 
its being in their Power to fave them, from any*Vi- 
olence or Wrong, that ſhould be offer'd them. 

DAY already appear'd, when the Veſſels, laden 
with the Moriſco's, and their Wealth, ſet fail on 
their Return to Barbary ; and juſt as they began 
to gain the open Sea, TWO Perſons were percejv'd 
coming towards the Church, the one from the Sea- 
ſide, and the other from the Country.

Other 
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other was the Town-Clerk before-mention'd ; who, 
fortunately had lain that Night out of the Town, 
and had haſten'd thither, upon ringing the Alarm- 
Bell, to hear what was the Reaſon thereof. His Eyes 
having inform'd him of it, but too ſoon, he burſt 
into Tears, not for the Loſs of his Family, becauſe 
they were then in the Village, from whence he 
cn but of his Houſe, which was reduced ta 
Aſhes. | 

WHEN the Veſſels were out of Sight, and the 
Sun fully riſen, the Prieſt, with his Company, came 
down from the Tower, and opened the Church-Doors ; 
where RaFLa enter'd immediately, with Tears of 
Joy in her Eyes, and an Emotion in her Face, which 
added to her Beauty. All their Terror being, at laft, 
diſpell'd, and every one having recovered his Spirits, 
they left their Sanctuary, the Church, and removed 
to the Prieſt's Houſe ; where the Pilgrims ſtaid Two 
Days; during which, BaxTHoLoOMEw got another

Our Pilgrims arrive at Barcelona. The re- 
markable Story of AMBROSIA. They ſet out 
for France, by the Way of Rouſillon. 


OTHING remarkable happen'd on their Way 

thither, till, one Day, on their leaving Villa- 
Real, where they had refreſh'd themſelves, a young 
Shepherdeſs, dreſſed very neatly, and as bright as the 
Sun, came from under a Shade ; and accoſling them, 
with a graceful Air, but without any Compliments :

ON partirg with this amiable Shep!.crdeſs, they 
met with nothing worth Notice, till their Arrival at 
Barcelbna, juſt at the ſame Time as Four Span Galleys 
came before the Port.

Yours, 
Madam, anſwered ConsTanT1a, ſeems to me ſo 
good, we mult be very ill Judges of Merit, not to 
take a Pleaſure in being favour'd therewith : Let us 
go, then, Madam, wherever you would be pleas'd to 
lead us, and my Friends will not fail to follow. Here- 
upon, the Lady took Coxs TAN TIA by the Hand, 
and being attended by divers Cavaliers, and the prin- 
cipal Officers of the Galleys, they went altogether to- 
wards the Town; ConsTANTIa keeping her Eyes, 
all the Time, upon the Lady, without being able to 
remember, ſhe had ever ſeen her before. Being ar- 
rived there, they enter'd into a ſtately Houſe ; where 
the unknown Lady .obliged CoxnsTANnT1a, and her 
Company, to take up their Quarters alſo ; and, as 
ſoon as the Cavaliers, who attended them, were 


— ſhe addreſſed herſelf to them, as fol- 
ows. 
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IT is now Time, my dear Friends, to put an End 
to the 2 you are undoubtedly in, on ſeeing 
one, utterly unknown to you, ſo very deſirous of 
having you under her Roof, and offering you all 
Manner of Service.

ſuch a.Puniſhment ; I dare ſwear, thou ſuffereſt only 


for the Offence of others: Addreſſing himſelf, then, 
to the above-mentioned Officer, I believe, Sir, /aid 
ze, it will not be amiſs, to let this puny Crea- 
ture, wait upon the General, in the great Cabbin, 
tor he will not be worth a Half-Penny at the

T HIS Propoſal thunder-ftruck me to that De- 
gree, I fell into a Swoon, and was thouglit dead for 
ſome Minutes; and as they told me, I did not come 
to myſelf in Four Hours; during which, various 
Things were given me in order to my Recovery.

BY this Time, being entirely recover'd, Brother, 
erzed J. to Don BE RNA RDo, 1 am as certainly Wife 
to Cox rARINO DE ARBOLANCHEZ, as I am Au- 
BROSIA, and your Siſter. Love, and your Abſence, 
gave him me for a Husband; and, as he left me 
on the very Wedding-Night, without Enjoyment, I 
growing raſh, deſperate, and inconſiderate, reſolved 
to follow him in this Diſguiſe. Having thus pre- 
miſed, I related all I have been now telling you, 
which they readily W pitied my A 
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and almoſt ſlifled me with Embraces. My Brother, 
then told me, he had recovered ConTaARiNo, that 
very Morning from the Moors, who had taken him, 
in his Paſſage from Barcelona to Genoa, in a ſmall 
Veſſel; as alſo, that he knew him not, till the very 
Moment, when he was endeavouring to recover me 
from my Swoon.

AwmBRoOS1A having thus concluded her Story, the 
Pilgrims thank'd her for her kind Offer, but did not 
accept thereof, AurisTELLA having before re ſolved 
to go by Land: And ſoon after, Don Bx xx A RDO, and 
Senor Cow TARIN O, coming in, they ſat down to re- 
freſh themſelves, at a ſplendid Entertainment. That 
very Day, the Sea happening to grow tempeſtuous, 
ſo that the Galleys were forced for their Safety, to 
put off a little from Shore, the Gentlemen of Bar- 
celona, who are the moſt generous, and polite, of all 
the Cavaliers in Catalonia, took Advantage thereof, 
to regale AMBRoOS1A, with her Brother and Spouſe, 
at their reſpective Houſes ; to all of which our Pil- 
orims were alſo invited. The Weather proving fair, 
a few Days after, every one prepared to leave Barce- 
lna ; AmBROS1A returning to Arragon, in Obedience 


to her Huſband ; who would not take her with him 


to Lay; being of Opinion, that let a Wife be ever

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ſo handſome, her Company is always troubleſome 
in War; whilſt AuxIsTELLA, PERIANDER, Cox- 
STANTIA, and AnToNto, ſet out for France, which 
they enter'd by Roufillon. 


CHAP. xm. 


Our Pilgrims arrive at Perpignan. A generous 
Action of Coxs TAN TIA. Their meeting 
with Three beautiful French Ladies. 


N their Way thither, all their Diſcourſe turn'd 

upon the Adventure of AukROSIA; whoſe 

raſh Undertaking, they eafily excuſed, on Account 
of her tender Years; laying upon Love, all the 
Blame, of an Action, whereof that alone con'd have 
made her guilty. Being arrived at Perpignan, they 
ſtopt at an Inn, under the Gate of which was a 
Table, ſurrounded by a great Crowd, who were 
looking on Two Men playing at Dice. Surprized 
to fee 7, many Standers-by, and ſo few Gameſters, 
PerIANDER cou'd not help aſking the Reaſon ; and 
was anſwer'd, that, He of the Two who proved 
the Loſer, was to ſerve the King in his Gallies for 
ſix Months; whilſt his Antagoniſt would win Twenty 
Ducats, which his Majeſty's Officers had laid down, 
to induce them to try their Luck.

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THE poor Woman, holding in her Hand a Cloth, 
full of different Sorts of Money : Take Gentlemen, 
ſaid joe to the Officers, what Money you pleaſe, and 
give me back my Huſband : His good Temper, and 
tender Heart, coſts our Sovereign Twenty Ducats ; 
and my Father, whom you ſee here, with my Chil- 
dren, lent me more -to ſatisfy you. My raſh 
Spoule, purſued ſhe, never conſider'd what he was 
about, when he took the Dice; his ſole View was, 
to get Suſtenance for me, and my wretched Inno- 
cents, who live only by his Labour. A Pint of 
Wine too much, my poor Dear, /aid then the unfor- 
tunate Culprit, incited me to try my Fortune ; but 
dry up your Tears; ſix Months is no long Time; 
when I have tugged well at the Oar, I ſhall handle 
the Spade the better; and ſhall learn, by the Abſti- 
nence I ſhall be there forced to, on Holy-days, to 


keep away from the Tavern on Sundays. The Cries 


of the Children, prevented the hearing what farther 
paſſed between the Huſband, and the Wife ; till the 
Serjeants going to carry away the former, bid the 
latter dry up her Tears ; for, though ſhe ſhould ſhed 
as many as there were Drops of Water in the Sea, 
it would not be ſufficient to obtain her Deſire. 

THE Children redoubled their Cries, at the me- 
lancholy Sight of their Father, bound with a dread-

their Way ; that the Duke may there ſee them in 
Perſon ; having each of them ſo good an Opinion 
of her own Merit, to imagine he cannot eſcape her. 
But, fince your coming hither, with your T'wo fe- 
male. Pilgrims, I am reſolved to overthrow all the 
Hopes, wherewith theſe Three Ladies flatter them- 
ſelves, by carrying my Maſter the Picture of the El- 
deſt : For I don't believe, Nature ever produced one, 
of whom it may be ſo truly faid, ſhe is the Image of 
her Creator.

THOUGH PxxIAx DER generally loved, to hear 


AvRISTELLA extolled, he was by no Means well 


pleaſed at this Time, with the Commendations of

thence, as he did me. On hearing this, Pertaxper 
being incited thereto, by Generoſity and — 
ran up by a Door, which the Lady ſhew'd him, 
and in a few Moments, they ſaw him engag'd with 
the ſaid Man, and endeavouring to wreſt from him 
a Knife, to fave himfelf from being ſtabb'd therewith. 
In ſo doing, ſo violent were the Struggles on both 
Sides, that, at laſt they fell from the Top of the Houſe, 
faſt lock'd in each others Arms; the Madman pier- 
ced to the Heart, with his own Knife, and PRRIAN-

WHILST they were all under this Oppreſſion 
of Spirits, and none of them able to utter the leaſt 
Complaint, ſome Perſons, who had feen Two Men 
fall from the Houſe together, turned aſide from the 
Road, to know the Meaning of ſo odd an Accident. 
Theſe were DEeLEAs1IRa, BELLARMINA, and F- 
LIC1A-FLoORA, the three French Ladies before-men- 
tioned, with their Domeſtics, No ſooner had they 
approached the Place, where PERIAxpER, and Au- 
RISTELLA, lay extended at their Length, but they 
knew them again; their ſingular Beauty, having 
made the ſame Impreſſion upon theſe Ladies, as it 
never failed to do upon all others, who once ſet Eyes 


upon them. Scarce had they diſmounted, to give 


them all the Aſſiſtance in their Power, when they were

ToNIo, and, without giving him Time, to fit ano- 
ther Arrow to his Bow, gave him ſuch a Cut, on 
the Head, that he dropt down immediately, rather 
dead than alive. | 
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BY this Time, the Servants of the Houſe beir y 
alarmed, ran out to the Relief the Ladies ; and join- 
ing their Attendants, who were defending their 
Miſtreſſes, to the utmoſt of their Power, attack'd 
the Raviſhers ſo vigorouſly, that, no longer having 
him at their Head, who both commanded, and was 
to have rewarded them, they did not think fit to ven- 
ture their Lives to no purpoſe; but betook themſelves 
to Flight, as faſt as poſſible.

Ah, my dear Brother, 
How terrible was this Fall, which, by depriving you 
of Life, blaſts all my Hopes.

THESE Words Queens, Great, and High Mountain, 
made the SpeQators liſten attentively, and filled them 
with Admiration, as did afterwards the tender La- 
mentations of Cox s TAX TA, over her Brother Ax- 
roxio. FELICIA-FLoka, likewiſe conſidering he 
was reduced to that State, only for having ſaved her 
Honour, aſſiſted this — Siſter, in cleanſing 


the Wound, and wiping away the Blood lightly, with 
her Handkerchief. Good Heavens! ſaid the afflicted 
Con- 
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ConsTANTI1a, keeping her Eyes fixed upon this 
dear Brother, what avails the Rank, to which For- 
tune has raiſed me, if, in depriving me of Thee, it 
robs me of more than it has given me. Open thy 
Eyes, my Brother, unleſs thou wouldft have me cloſe 
mine ! Merciful Heaven, if you will take him now 
from me, at leaſt, let one and the ſame Grave re 
unite us: Having thus *ſaid, ſhe fainted away, as 
AVURISTELLA _*, juſt done before. 

T HE Lady, who had been thrown from the Top 
of the Houſe, being then come fully to herſelf and 
looking on herſelf, juſtly, as the Cauſe of Pert- 
ANDER's Misfortune, commanded her Servants to 
carry him into the Houſe, and lay him in the Bed of 
her Husband; whoſe Body ſhe had removed into 
another Apartment, till Care was taken of his Fu- 
neral Rites. BarxTHoLOMEw alſo took his Maſter 
AnToON1o in his Arms, and convey'd him to a 
Chamber adjoining to PRRIANDERR's ; and ſoon after, 
when AurIsTELLA, and CoxsrAN TIA, had a little 
recovered their Senſes, DELASI1RA, and BRLLARMI- 
Na, ſupported the former under the Arms, and Fe-

CHAP. XV.

The Departure of 
the Pilgrim's from CLARICIA's, FELICIA- 
FLoRaA's Danger; and her Deliverance, by 
the young ANTONIO. 


HILST the diſconſolate AurisTELLA, and 
ConsTANTIA, were too much overwhelm'd 
with Sorrow, to admit of any Comfort, and the 
Chirurgeons order'd PRRIANDER and AxToONIlo, to 
be kept as quiet as poſſible, the three French Ladies, 
who had conceived too great an Eſteem for them, to

me like a Lion : And following me upon the Leads,

My two Children, and one of my Women, 
had undergone the ſame Fete, had not the generous 
Pilgrim, to his own Misfortune, prevented his exe- 
cuting his deſperate Purpoſe. ; 

W HILST Craricia was giving this Account 
to the French Ladies, the Chirurgeons were dreſſing 
the Wounds, and ſetting the diflocated Bones, of the 
unhappy PerIanper. This done, they gave him 
ſome Medicines ſuitable to his Caſe ; ſoon after which, 
his Pulſe ſeem'd to beat more regular, and he began 
to know the People round about him, eſpecially Au- 
RISTELLA, whom accoſting with a low faint Voice, 
ſo as not to be heard by any other: Siſter, /aid he, 
I die in the Catholic Faith, and ſtill preſerve inviolate 
the Promiſe, I made you, never to ceaſe loving you.

Having 
thus ſaid, and given ſome Vent to her —— the 
Tears which had flowed all the while ſhe was ſpeak - 
ing, ceaſed to trickle ſo faſt, and ſuffered her to 
breath a little.

PERIANDER and AURISTELLA, With thety 
Company, return to the Widow's Apartment; 
and are Witneſſes to her Deſpair. DuNxCan, 
the Son of FERGus, arrives at the ſame Inn. 
The Widow's Reſolution to revenge the Offence 
of the Father upon the Son. The ſurprizing 
het of that Revenge. 


CCORDINGLY, towards the Cloſe of the 
Evening, our — — having repaired to the 
Apartment of the exa perated Widow, and the old 
Man having placed them where they might view her 
without being ſeen ; they had not been long there, 
before they beheld her ; and a long Black Veil which 
cover'd her from Head to Foot, being removed, they 
were ſurprized at her dazzling Beauty ; which far 
exceeded the Idea they had formed thereof in them- 
ſelves. 

BEING come to the Table, whercon lay the Sil- 
ver Repoſitory of the Head, together with the bloody

Harm. Good Heavens ! aſtoniſhing Prodigy ! The 
Beauty of the amiable Youth has the ſame Effect as 
MEpusa's Head. No ſooner does GerxTruUDE ſet 
Eyes on the lovely Duycan, than ſhe becomes mo- 


tionleſs, and like a Statue; and Love, under the 


Maſk of Pity, with-holds her Hand. The more 
ſhe looks on the charming Sleeper, the more ſhe finds 
her Heart relent; till the Kniſe drops out of her Hand: 


Wretch, that I am, /aid foe, with a deep Sigh, what 


is become of all my Fury ! This Enemy, whom J de- 
5 ſigned 
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Pod to ſacrifice, ſeems an Object more deſerving 
of my Love, than my Hatred! Inftead of wreak- 
ing my Vengeance upon him, for the Crime of his 
Father, ought I not rather to engage him to repair 
my Loſs ? Beauteous Innocence, thou may'ſt oblige 
me to forgive the Offence of Fercvs ; as thou haſt 
made the Deſire of Revenge, give Way to that of 
having thee for my Huſband ; compleatly triumph 
over my Anger, whoſe Tyranny my Heart is juſt 
ready to ſhake off: My moſt bitter Enemy gave thee - 
Being; thou ought'ſt to preſerve his Life in return; 
do as much for him, as I do for thee ; and I will let 
him live, if thou wilt ſhew me the ſame Favour. 
THE Thoughts of GERTrup were ſo much bu- 
ried in theſe tender Reflexions, that her Lanthorn fell 
out of her Hand, upon Duxcan, and wak'd him; 
and the Candle being put out thereby ; ſhe would 
have got out of the Room, but could not find the 
Door : Mean while, Duncan hearing the Footſteps 
of ſomebody in the Chamber, leaps out of Bed ; calls 
for Help; takes up his Sword; and following the 
Perſon, whoſe Tread he heard, ſeized GerTrupe 
by the Arm; who, not having the Power to get 
from him, cry'd out trembling, do not kill me 
Duxcan, though I deſigned to have killed thee, not 
an Hour ago.

the Inn. His Prophecy, and the Accompliſb- 
ment thereof ; which quite ſpoils the wedding 
Entertainment, 


HE Entertainment which was pre- 
ACTI es 5” paring, for the Nuptials of Dun- 
SO) 7 ca, and GERTRUDE, was to begin 
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by ea ſplendid Feaſt : and as there 
TAIT was no Want of any Thing, neceſſa y 
V for that Purpoſe, in the Inn, where 
they were, the Cooks reſclved to cut- 
do themſelves, on this Cccaſion ; that the Guells 
might ſee, they could treat them as clegantly in the 
Country, 
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Country, as in the moſt polite "Taverns in great 
Cities. Whilſt every one, then, was employed about 
this extraordinary Dinner, a vencrable Man, feeming, 
by his long white Beard, to be near a Hundred 
Years old, enter'd the Inn: He was neither dreſs'd 
like a Pilgrim, nor a Fryar, and yet had ſomething 
of the Air of both. The Crown of his Head was 
quite bald, and only ſome few Hairs, yet whiter, 
than thoſe of his Beard, hung down over his Ears. 
His Body appeared greatly emaciated ; and he lean'd 
upon a Crook, inſtead of a Staff; with which, how- 
ever, he ſeem'd ſcarce able to ſupport his Body.

to you, than any of the former, if you will follow 
my Advice, You are preparing here a great Enter- 
tainment; take Care this Feaſt, which concerns *

will affect you perſonally ; for, the Fire which will 
break out in your Houſe to-day, will burn it quite 
down to the Ground, if you are not diligently upon 
the Watch, to get it extinguiſh'd at the very beginn- 
ing. 
SHOULD ſuch a Diſaſter happen, ſaid Duncan, 
I ſhould take you rather for a Magician, than a re- 
ligious Perſon ; and ſhould be always upon my Guard, 
for the future, againſt the moſt promiſing, and moſt 
engaging Countenance. I am not a Magician, an/- 
*wered SOLDIN®O ; I am only a little verſed in judicial 
Aſtrology; and by the Rules of that Art, can fore- 
tell Things to come, without the Help of Devils, 
who know only thoſe that are preſent, or already 
paſt : Do me the Favour, therefore, Sir, to be ad. 
vis'd by me, this Time, in leaving the Inn, and go- 
ing, with the Reſt of your — — to my Cell; 
where, if you don't find as handſome a Lodging, as 
you have here, at leaſt, you will not be ſo much in 
Danger. 

HE had ſcarce uttered theſe Words, when BAR- 
THOLOMEW, running into the Room, told them, a 
Fire had broke out ſuddenly, in the Kitchen, which, 
having caught hold, in a Moment, on a large Pile of 
Faggots, in a Wood- Houſe, adjoining thereto, burnt 
with ſuch Fierceneſs, it required a ſecond Deluge, to 
quench it.

ried Pair, Mean while, the People of the Inn, —— 

| uſing 
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uſing their utmoſt Endeavours, to ſtop the Progreſs - 
of the Fire; but, in ſpite of all they could do, it 
burnt that whole Day, and reduced the Houſe al- 
moſt to Aſhes ; flaming with ſuch Violence, that, 
had it broke out in the Night, not a Soul would have 
eſcaped to tell how it happened. 

TO return from whence we have digreſſed, the 
venerable SoLpino, having conducted the Company 
to a neighbouring Foreſt, they arriv'd at a ſmall 
Hermitage, ſurrounded by divers lofty Trees ; to 
which that antient Sire, pointing with his Staff;

his Flock. I am here my own Maſter ; here I do 
as I pleaſe ; and direct my Thoughts, without Inter- 
ruption, towards Heaven; my Reflections are now 
very different, from thoſe I made, when in the Field. 
In this Place, fo proper for Contemplation, I have 
apply'd myſelf a-new, to the Study of the Mathe- 
maticks, which I had long negleQed ; and have per- 
feted myſelf in Aſtronomy, and judicial Aſtrology, 
by obſerving the Courſe of the Sun and Moon, with 
the Motions of the Stars, and the Revolutions of 
the Planets, Accordingly, my Experience therein,

Our Pilgrims, with their Company, ſet out from 
the Hermitage of SOLDINO.

None were ſurpriz'd, however, at the 
Poorneſs of their Chear, but the Three French La- 
dies, Duxcan, aud GERTRvuvpe ; it ſeeming no 
Novelty to our Four Pilgrims, whom it reminded 
of the Iſland of Barbarians, and that of the Two 
Hermits, where they had not fared a Jot better. 
They remember'd, then, likewiſe, the falſe Prophecy, 
which had been the Occaſion of the Conflagration 
of the firſt of thoſe Iſlands, when PzkiawnpeR, 
and AuRISTELLA, were near loſing their Lives, as 
alfo of the admirable Predictions of old Mau Ririus, 
which they ſaw accompliſt”d ; as well as they had 
ſo lately, that of the venerable SoL.pinNo. They

UPON this Aſſurance, from ſo able an Aſtrolo- 
ger, ANTON10 gave over all Thoughts of purſuiog 
BARTHOLOMEW ; and FELicta-FLoRa entirely 
removed his Uneaſineſs, by offering to defray the 
Expences of all his Company, as far as Rome. -Sen- 
ſibly oblig'd, by the Generoſity of this beauteous 
young Lady, AnToN1o made her all poſſible Ac- 

nowledgaents ; but told her, at the ſame Time, 
that, ſhould Neceſſity oblige him co accept thereof, 
i" yould give her a Pledge, which, though it might 
lily held in the Hand, was worth above Firty 

nd Ducats. This ke ſaid, intending to have 

to ler, one of AURISTELLA's ineſtimable 

.  vrmezly mention'd, which were then in his 
Cuſtocy ; 
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Cuſtody ; but the generous FELICIA-FLo RA an- 
ſwered, that, being indebted to him, both for her 
Life, and Honour, there was not any Thing in her 
Power, of which he ougat not to have the Diſpoſal ; 
and again made him the ſame Offer. 

WHILST theſe mutual Civilities paſſed between 
them, they perceiv'd, at a little Diſtance, Seven or 
Eight Men on Horſeback ; in the Midſt of whom 
was a young Lady, mounted on a Mule, with a rich 
Side-Saddle, whoſe Habit was all Green, even to her 
very Maſk, and Hat, which latter was adorn'd with a 
fine Plume of Feathers, of various Colours, that wan- 
ton'd in the Wind, as ſhe rode along.

NO, no, cry'd GERT RVUpz's old Servant, (who 
was not very well pleated with the ſudden Marria 
of his Miſtreſo,) if the young Lady is diſſatisfy'd, it 
is becauſe of the Length of the Journey ſhe is ſtill 
to go, and not becauſe ſlie is to be married.

"BY this Time, the Pilgrims, with the reſt of their 
Company, being ready to purſue their Journey, took 
Leave of the Sage SoLbino, after embracing him 
very cordially, and begging him to return to his 
Hermitage : We forgot to obſerve, however, that 
the good Hermit had adviſed the French Ladies, to 
keep on their Way to Rome ; aſſuring them, they 
would there meet, what they would in vain go in 

ueſt of, at Paris; and, that they had received 
this Counſel, as coming from the Mouth of an O- 
racle ; and had accordingly determin'd to follow it ; 
and proceed on their Way thither, together with 
PERIANDER, and the Reit of the Company : 
This Reſolution being taken, it was alſo concluded, 
to make long Journeys for the ſuture ; and not 
to ſtop any where, but in ſuch Places, where they 
could not avoid it, for the gratifying their Cu- 
xioſity. 

THE beauteous Company arriving, that Night, 
at a handſome Inn, plentifully ſtor'd with all Man- 
ner of Proviſions; DuNcan, and GERTRUDE, 
who had been prevented from entertaining them at 
Noon, by the Breaking out of the Fire, reſolv'd to 
co it at Supper : Accordingly, a ſplendid Repaſt be- 
ing provided, they ſpent good Part of the Night, in 
celebrating the happy Union of that amiable Pair.

with his Head hanging down, and his left Hand upon 
his Breaſt, whilſt his Right, with Difficulty, ſupported 
a Pilgrim's Staff, and a Hat, whoſe Brims almoſt 
touched the Ground. As the Company approach 
nigher, he opens his Mouth to ſpeak, and his frequent 
Sobs, and Tears, leave no Room for Utterance ; they 
are moved at this Sight, eſpecially the Ladies; ſome 
of whom are ſo much melted, before they know the 
Cauſe of this Contrition, that the Tears are jult 
upon the Point of trickling down their Cheeks; when 
FeLicia-FLoRkA, remembring the Mule, of which 
nobody had before taken Notice, burſt forth into a 
loud Laughter; which quite put an End, to the Com- 

ſſion of her tender hearted Companions; who 
E not to what to aſcribe this ſudden Merriment. 

SOLDINO prophecy'd as much, ai foe, to Ax- 
Toxnſo, afloon as ſhe had a little moderated her 
Mirth ; under this Pilgrim's Habit you behold the 
penitent BAR THOLOMEW, now a Suppliant, at your 
Feet; his dumb Sorrow has more Eloquence, and 
is more perſuaſive, than the choiceſt Flowers of 
Rhetoric, to the Uſe of which true Grief is an utter 
Stranger; and were you of a far leſs generous Diſ- 
poſition, than 1 know you to be, you could not re- 
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fuſe him the Pardon, which his Sighs and Tears de- 
mand. The poor Mourner, hearing FELICta-FLORA 
ſpeak in his Favour, raiſed up his Head gently, and 
giving her a timid Look, ſeem'd to beg her, to con- 
tinue her Interceſſion for him. The Reſt of the 
Company then knowing him, as FzeLicla-FLora 
had remember'd his Mule, began every one to laugh, 
in their Turn; ANTONIO alone was not inclined 
thereto : Inconſiderate Wretch, /:.7 ge, with ſome 
Paſſion, what Devil tempted tui to ſar, not only 
to leave us in the Lurch, but to rob thy Maſter? Iam 
an Offender, ar/wered BarTHoOLOMEwW, ſubmiſſively; 
Jam come to confeſs my Fault; ard to conjure you 
to pardon me, on my reſtoring hat induced you to 
believe me a Thief. There is nothing wanting of 
all your Baggage, but two Pilgrims Habits ; one of 
which is this I have on, which belongs to you; and 
the other is an old one of your Siſter's, whereof I 
have made Uſe, asa Veil, to conceal the ill Quali- 
ties of the ſeducing Gipſy of Talawera. 

HAST thou, then, ſuffer'd thyſelf to be inveigled, 
by that abandoned Profligate, cry'4 PERIANVDER? Ah! 
Sir, anſwer'd BARTHOLOMEW, ſighing, ſhe would 
corrupt Perſons of much better Capacities than me 
and I could wiſh both Love, and the Sorcereſs, who 
firſt taught me what it was, at the Devil. Since ſhe 
has made me acquainted therewith,. I am no longer 
the ſame BaxTHoLOMEw, who thought only of ſerv- 
ing honeſtly, thoſe who gave him Bread; my Head 
runs now wholly upon the Pleaſure, that is promiſed 
me; by that curſed Inchanter who, as they ſy, has 


—more Power over poor Folks, than over thoſe who 


want for nothing. Wherefore, generous PerIanDeR, 
deſire my Maſter to over-look this Mifdemeanour ;

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which have never yet been given to Filching ; nor 
ſhall be, ſhould I live a Thouſand Years, provided 
Heaven leaves me the right Uſe of my Senſes. 

ON hearing this his raſh Reſolution, to rejoin that 
Proſtitute, PERIAN DER had Recourſe to all Manner 
of. Arguments, to diſſuade him from it; neither did 
AURISTELLA take leſs Pains, to induce him to ſtay 
with his Maſter ; CoxnsTANTIA alſo, and AxTon1o, 
repreſented to him the Danger, to which he was a- 
bout to expoſe himſelf, in going with that Vagabond:

WHO is this ſuperanuated Gallant, ſaid my Aunt? 
The younger Brother of METausELan, I believe, 
anſwered GERARDE ; his Name is 'TrRUFALDIN: 
He is Father to one FeL1cia, for whom HorTen- 
'SIA has no great Reaſon to have any extraordi 
Kindneſs, My Brother, then has certainly Joſt his

My Reſolution is fix'd ; and, 
ſhould it happen that F=L1c1a ſhould not be my Si- 
iter, ſhe ſhould never regain her Intereſt in my 
Heart: I would not even think of her, but to re- 
pent,my having ſuffered my ſelf ſo ſhamefully to be ſe+ 
duced by her Charms; and I am determined, to 
live and dye only for my faithful HoRTENSIA. 

I WAS no leſs ina Rapture, than Sa LvIATI, on 
hearing him thus ſpeak of me, to myſelf; and ad- 
viſed him, no longer to leave, immured between Four 
Walls, a Perſon, whoſe generous Temper, render'd 
her deſerving of a better Fate. Her Aunt, — he, 
will aſſiſt me, in delivering her from this Kind of 
Slavery: and I fhall have no Reſt, till I have put 
her in Poſſeſſion of that Happineſs, which ſhe merits, 
for her Conſtancy, and Virtue : But, continued he, 
have you ſeen FELICIA? Did you tell her, that I 
intended to viſit Ho TEX SIA to Day; and like a 
good Brother, would prevent TzxuraLbini's ſacrifi- 
cing her, to his Love, for that adorable Maiden? 

THIS Queſtion perplexed me a little; however, I 
was obliged to give an Anſwer thereto ; and accord- 
ingly, I did fo, againſt my Will, at the Expence of 
the Truth: Beſides the Mark of the Pomegranate, 
faid 1, which is a convincing Proof of your being 
both deicended ofthe ſame Parents, FeLicia knows 

you 
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you to be her Brother, by the generous Reſolution, 
you have taken, for her Sake ; and it was ſhe, who 
exhorted you juſt now, by my Mouth, to deliver 
HorTexs1a from her Cloiſter; nay, to have Re- 
courſe even to Artifice, if it ſhould be neceſlary, to 
fruſtrate the Deſigns of Signor STROZ%Z1. I hall be 
done effectually, reply'd he, and you may aſſure PR- 
LICIa thereof this very Night; if you find an Op- 
portunity to give her an Account, of the -Succeſs of 
my Interview with the fair HogTens1a! Here is 
a Diamond, added he, of ſufficient Value, to be 
worth preſenting to her; tell her, I ſend it her, as 
her Brother ; and that, ſhe cannot refuſe to recieve 
it, as a Pledge of my Affection, and the Zeal with 
which I undertake to ſerve her, unleſs ſhe will treat 

me as a Stranger, and diſown her being my Siſter. 
HAVING taken the Diamond, and promiſed to 
follow his Orders exactly, I went with that Intent 
to TRUFALDINI's ; but, on approaching the Houſe, 
was ſeized with ſuch a Palpitation of the Heart, that 
it prevented my going in.

Rouz d at the Sound of this 
Voice, I look'd up, and knew him to be my Bro- 
ther. What! Is it you, my dear ALEXANDER, cry'd 
4, tranſported with Joy ! I did not expect to ſee you 
ſo ſoon ! You are come juſt at a Time, when I moſt 
wanted you. | 
II wou'd be to no Purpoſe, to tell you his Sur- 
Prize, on az, Bag: in that Dreſs ; wherefore, I 
Mall only ſay, that he alighted from his Chaiſe, and 
1 went with him to a neighbouring Tavern; where I \ 
informed him not only of the Reaſons, which had 
induced me thus to diſguiſe myſelf ; but alſo, what 
Part he ſhould act, if he had a Mind to render him- 
ſelf the happieſt of Men, and me the moſt fortunate I 
of Women. Having accepted of the Offer, which 
he was far from refuſing, upon the Deſcription, I gave 
him of FeLicia, and of her Father's Riches ; I 
related to him divers Times, what Converſation had 
paſſed between me, and that lovely Maiden; as alſo, 
what Diſcourſe J had with her Brother SaLVIATI; 
to the End, he might be enabled to perſonate me the 
better, and not be cayght, for want of Inſtruction :

' AFTER having well view'd the Stone, and ad- 
mir'd its dazzling Luftre ; aſſure my Brother from 
me, /aid fhe, that I ſhall ſet a great Value upon his 
Preſent, and that he could not have obliged me more 
ſenſibly, than by charging you with the Delivery 
thereof ; continue, Sir, to favour him, in his Ad- 
dreſſes to the Beauty, who found the Way to charm 
him before my ſeeing him; and be ſatisfied, that - 
will not be ungrateful. On this obliging Promiſe, 
that ſhe would not be ungrateful, my Brother, in 
whoſe Eyes no doubt, the fair FeL1c1a a peared yet 
more amiable, than ſhe had in mine, and who was 
then ſeized with that Paſſion for her, which he has 
ever ſince retained) anſwered with a Sigh ; I dare 
not, Madam, interpret, in my own Favour, an Ex- 
preſſion, that flatters me ſo agreeably ; nevertheleſs, 
I will do as you defire, becauſe it is no longer in my 
Power not to devote myſelf to your Service; and T 
would rather ceaſe to live, than ceaſe to uſe my ut- 
moſt Endeavours, to leave you Miſtreſs of the Gift of 
a Heart, whereof no one 1 reaſonably to claim 
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the Diſpoſal but myſelf. Order Matters ſo then, 
reply d /oe, that I may be at Liberty, to beſtow it on 
whom I pleaſe ; and without troubling your Head 
about a needleſs Interpretation, remember only, that 
J told you Yeſterday, I would be govern'd by the 
Advice of my Brother, if he had Reaſon to be ſatis- 
fed with yours. | 
M Brother, then taking Leave of FeL1cta, and 
returning to the Tavern, where I had promiſed to 
wait for him, ſeem'd tranſported beyond Expreſſion, 
at the Office, I had cauſed him to undertake for me: 
Every Thing having ſucceeded thus far, according to 
my Wiſhes, I conducted him afterwards to Sa L- 
VtAT1's Lodgings ; which having ſhown him, at 
ſome Diſtance, he enter'd therein as boldly, as I

THIS early Generoſity had almoſt put my Brother 
out of Countenance ; and he was within a little of 
burſting into a Laughter, on perceiving what SAL- 
VIATI had clapt into his Hand ; he made a Shift, 
however, to compoſe himſelf, till he was out of = 
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Sight, As ſoon as he cou'd get to me, the Buſineſs 
wherein you have engaged me, ſaid he with a Smile, 
is not ſo bad, as I imagined it to be; and I find, one 
may raiſe one's Fortune in Love Affairs, as well as in 
the Management of a Prince's Revenues. Judge you, 
whether I am in the right, by the Weight of this 
Parſe, which the amorous Sa LVIATI has juſt given 
me, as an Earneſt of the Reward of my future Ser- 
vices, You ſhall be equally liberal to him, in your 


Turn, anſwered J, when he has intereſted himſelf in

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them mutually ſign a reciprocal Promiſe, to give each 
other their Daughters in Marriage : I was going tv 
your Convent, purfued foe, to inform you of this me- 
lancholy News; and adviſe you, to perſiſt in feigning 
Sickneſs, till the Arrival of your Brother; who may 
perhaps, find out ſome Expedient, to change the Face 
of. Affairs. Ves, anſwered my Brother, that I will, 
or I will loſe my Life in the Attempt. 
MERCIFUL Heavens ! cry'4 poor GERARDE, vet 
more ſurprized, than when ſhe took me for him, 
how am I overjoy'd at your ſpeedy Return ! How 
recefiary was it, to ſave the Two moſt amiable youn 
Ladies in the World, from an Affliction, which wil 
furely be their Death, unleſs you can cure, of their 
Infatuation, 'Two old Dotards, whom Love has de- 
priv'd of their Senſes. I don't aſk you, continu'd 
he, how you came by that Dreſs, which HokT E/ 
$14 wore Yeſterday ; I can eaſily conceive, that you 
have already ſeen each other, and that you go on 
with the Deſign ſhe had undertaken. It is very true, 
anſuer'd my Brother, and, that I may ſucceed the 
better therein, it will be neceſſan for me, to know 
exactly, the Contents of that Writing; which our 
old Lovers have figned — 4 It would 
be no hard Matter, ſaid GERARD E, to let you fee 
the Original; I krow where your Father has put the 
Duplicate belonging to him, and can take it, for a 
Moment, without his obſerving it. Here is a Purſe, 


ſaid my Brother, which I have juſt got, by the ſame 


Buſineſs, which I beg you to undertake, and it ſhall 
be yours, if you bring me that Writing. 

IT is not the View of a Reward, anfewer'd the 
poed Nurſe, which makes me concern myſelf for the 
Repoſe of HoRTENSLId and FELicia ; my Love to 
them alone induces me to wiſh them all Happineſs ; 
but, purſued ſhe, ſince it is as it is, ſtay for me in 
that Church juſt before us, and in leſs than a Querter 
of an Hour, the Purſe ſhall be mine.

NO ſooner had he obſerv'd, the double ConftruRi- 
on, that might be put thereupon, than he agreed, it 
was adinirably contriv'd, for the Uſe ſhe deſign'd to 
make of it; and was even more proper for our Pur- 
poſe, than the Scheme he had himſelf projected.

I am undone, 
cry d SALVIATI immediately ; J miſtruſted as much; 
you know, a Secret, I would have buried in eternal 
Oblivion. Don't be concern'd thereat, /aid my Bro- 
ther; it is already forgotten, for the Sake of Fer 1- 
CIA, who has ſubdu'd Perſons, of as much Reſolution 
as yourſelf ; and I have myſelf been wounded as well 
as another, for having ventur'd too near the Light- 
ning that darts from her Eyes. My Comfort, how- 
ever; is, ſhe had the Goodneſs to tell me, if I ſerved 
you effectually with HoRTENS14, ſhe would be ad- 
vis'd by you. what Recomperce ſhe ſhould beſtow on 
me, in Return. She is yours, then, anſwered SAL- 
VIATI, if it depends only upon me to obtain you the 
Gift of her Hand ; and, as amiable as ſhe is, ſhecan- 
not diſpoſe of it to One, who is more worthy, than 
yourſelf, of poſſeſſing her Heart. Let us be before- 
hand, then, with our Rivals, ch my Brother; and 
reduce them, this very Night, to the Neceſſity of 
confeſſing, one Day, that they are oblig'd to us, for 
ſaving them from the Precipice, upon which they were 
running headlong, had not we had the Prudence to- 

prevent them. | 
AS my Aunt imagin'd herſelf aſſur'd, of getting 
an Inquiſitor of her Acquaintance to marry us, no- 
thing remain'd, but to get FE LI to our Convent: 
My Brother promis'd to bring her thither ; and to 
ſucceed in his Undertaking, which did not ſeem very 
eaſy, had Recourſe to my Nurſe ; to whom he pri- 
vately ſent Word to my Father's, to meet him at a 
certain Place, which he ſpeciſy'd.

IT would be impoſſible, Lovely Pilgrims, to ex- 
preſs the Oppreſſion of our Spirits, on hearing the 
Inquiſitor ſpeak thus; our Blood was all chill'd in our 
Veins ; and a livid Paleneſs, which overſpread our 
Cheeks, gave ſuch evident Signs of the Approach of 
Death, that the ſame Inquiſitor, terrify'd at the Dan- 
ger wherein he ſaw us, exhorted us to take Courage; 
and not be alarm'd ſo much, before we had heard all 
he had to ſay. | 

THOUGH I do not intend, re/umed he, to make 
a wicked Ule of this Contract, it does not follow from 
thence, that I will refuſe to exert, in your Favour, 
that Power, wherewith I am inveſted, by Virtue of 
my Character. Marriage, continued he, is an Ordi- 
nance, inſtituted for the authorizing a lawful Union, 
between Man and Woman; one of the chief Ends of 
which, is the Procreation of Children: Now, accord» 
ing to this Definition of Marriage, neither Signor 
STROZZ1, nor Signor TRUFALDINI, with whom I 
have been long acquainted, are any longer capable of 
performing the Duties of tie conjugal State; and it 
would be an evident Abuſe of the Ordinauce, to ſuffer 
them to take it upon them, Nevertheleſs, added he, 
finding, by this Writing, that it is tacir Intention to 
contract an Affinity to each other; and it not — 

reaſo- 
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reaſonable to deprive them of that Satisfaction; it is 
my Opinion, we cannot better enter into their Views, 
than by marrying you together; ſince you are their 
other Selves, and may form between you an Alliance, 
which they could not contract, as they had concerted 
their Scheme, without ſcandalizing not only all reli- 
gow Perſons, but even all ſuch as have any the leaſt 

orality. For this Reaſon, added he, addreſſing 
himſelf to my Aunt, whenever you, Madam, think 
fit, that I ſhould give them the nuptial Blefling, I am 
ready to do it, provided they perſiſt in the Mind to 
defire it. 

HAVING all Four anſwer'd, at a Time, that we

Nor 
was he worle than his Word; for, ſcarce had my 
Brother and SaLVIATI, who lodg'd together that 
Night,. return'd to the Convent, at the 'Time appoint- 
ed, than Word was brought, that the Inquiſitor was 
come ; and after a pathetic Exhortation, about the 
ſeveral Duties of a marry'd Pair, and the Fidelity 
they are mutually oblig'd to obſerve to each other, 
if they would draw down the Blefling of Heaven 
upon themſelves ; he made us pronounce the ſolemn 
I VIII; which we did with ſuch a chearful Air, 
as fully convinc'd him, it came from the Bottom of 
our Hearts. 

The ſo much-wiſh'd-for Ceremony being over, the 
Queſtion then was, who ſhould give Advice thercotto wy 
Father and Trxruratpini ; and get them to uppreve 
of an Alliance, which, inall Probability, they would 
not ratify with a very good Grace: Accordingly, my 
Aunt, was at an utter Loſs, waom to pitch upon,

had produc'd on TRurALDyIN I: He left us, there- 
fore, and went directly to my Father; who knew not 
what to think, on hearing, one of the Inquiſitors de- 
fir'd to ſpeak with him. 

BEING Strangers, you may not be ſenſible, per- 
haps, that, in the Countries ſubject to the Inquiſition, 
the very Name of an Inquiſitor, carries a Terror with 
it; eſpecially, if one is viſited by any of thoſe Con- 
ſervators of the Faith, when one 1s not intimately ac - 
quainted with them.

But, pur/ued he, ſince I have 
met you both together, and one and the fame Affair 
has brought me to Signer STROZZ1's, know both of 
you, that I have juſt united, by the Bands of Marri- 
age, Four young Folks, whom, without procuring 
thereby ary Happineſs to yourle: ves, you would have 
render'd miſerable or their whole Laves, had I not 
made Uſe of my Authority, to ecure their Felicity, 
To explain myſelf more cleariy, continued he, | have 
iuſt joined the Hands of the young 'TRuFALDI — 
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and the fair HorTexs1a ; and of the amiable 
Srrxozz1, and the lovely FeLicia: And, in fo do- 
ing, I have only perform'd the Will of Heaven; at 
leaſt, I judge ſo, by the unforeſeen Exchange of 
STROZZ1, who might have remained long-time a 
Priſoner of War; and by the unexpected Return, and 
ſurprizing Difcovery, of TRUTATDINI, who has 
brought you back, with Intereſt, the Riches where- 
of the Pyrates robbed you, when they carried him 


- DURING this Diſcourſe of the Inquiſitor's, my 
F:.ther and TxurALpini, leok'd at each other, like 
Two Men come from another World; not daring to 
let ſo much as a Sigh eſcape them, leaſt it ſhou!d be 
reckoned highly criminal. At laſt, old T RUFHATL-

STELLA, with their Com , Prepared for their 
Departure from Milan; to hes 4 © Regret of Hox- 
TENSIA ; who could have wiſh'd her Huſband had 
been returned from Cremona, whither he was gone, 
to take Poſſeſſion of an Eſtate, that ſhe might have 
gone with them, part of their Way. They ſet out, 
then, without that agreeable Fhrentins, on the Road 
to Lucca ; a City of a moderate Extent, but pretty 
handſome ; and enjoying a perfect Liberty, under the 
Protection of the Empire, and Spain. The Spaniards 
meet there with a better Reception, than in any other 
Part of aly ; becaufe that, contrary to their natural 
Temper, they are forced there, to uſe Intreaties, in- 
ſtead of Commands; and not being ſuffered to ſtay 
more than one Day, they have not Time to ſhew 
themſelves, as elſewhere, or to let their Diſpoſition 
be ſeen; which, in ſome Places, is charged with be- 
ing =" Sree and haughty.

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bie thyſelf any more? Dear, IsaBELLA, purſued he, 
compoſe thyſelf a little; recommend thyſelf to Hea- 
ven, which has indued thee with Reaſon ; and, in- 
ſtead of wanting to tear and devour thy delicate Fleſh, 
endeavour to eat what thy Uncle, who loves thee 
tenderly, will provide for thee. Speak, continued he, 
tay Eſtate is ſufficient, to afford thee whatever the 
Sea, Earth, or Air, can yield moſt delicious. I want 
nothing but Reſt, anſwered the young Lady ; and to 
be left alone with theſe Angels ; perhaps, their Pre- 
ſence will drive the Devil far from me, tor, generally, 
he does not love to be in their Company. Making a 
Sign, then, to AuRISTELLA, CONSTAN TIA, GER- 
TRAUDE, and FELICIA-FLORA, not to quit the Room, 
ſhe begg'd the reſt to retire. Her Uncle, then remem- 
bring the Pilgrims again, informed them, that the Per- 
fon, they beheld, in that deplorable Condition, was the 
ſame, whom they had ſeen not long before, in a green 
Habit, paſſing by the Hermitage of the venerable 
SOLDINO 3 upon Which, they alſo called to mind the 
young aflicted one, whoſe Name they were told, by 
the Servant, to whom they gave a Glaſs of Wine, 
was ISABELLA CASTRUCC10 ; as alſo, that her Un- 
cle was going to marry her, againſt her Will, to 
a Nobleman of the Kingdom of Naples.

HIS Anſwer, to the Perſon who made him this 
Propoſal was ; that, he was no Stranger to any Thing 
ſhe had told him, either of my immenſe Riches, or 
my uncommon Beauty ; for, _— ſeen me fre- 

gently at Church, he had conceived ſo ſtrong an Af- 
Ketion for me, that he was deſirous of knowing who 
I was; that he might be able to judge, whether he 
ought reaſonably to give Way to his Inclination, or 
ſhould endeavour, to put a Stop to its Growth, by 
avoiding the Sight of me: That, accordingly having 
been inform'd, that though we were almoſt of an equal 
Rank, I had the Advantage of an Eſtate, which far 
exceeded his; he had ever ſince uſed continual Efforts 
to _—_— a Paſſion, which Reaſon wou'd not ſuffer 
to take Root in his Heart.

ſame Perſon, found the Means ſome Days afterwards, 
to procure us an Interview. I ſhall not detain you 
with the Particulars of what paſſed thereat ; I ſhall 
only tell you, Ma xuLo aſſured me, that excluſive of 
my Riches, he had conceiv'd an Affection for me, 
that would never be extinguiſhed, and ſhould all his 
Life, be thankful for the Permiſſion I had given him 
to adore me. 

HE conjured me. likewiſe, not to be prevailed on 
by the ſeducing Arguments of my Uncle; and pro- 
miſed to aſſiſt me, in bringing him off from his Pre:

You would 
not be ſo credulovs, adaed he, had you read the laſt 
Letter from my Son; who, at the writing thereof, was

of. Ab, Wretch | ch the old Senator, ſhrugging up 
his Shoulders, are theſe the Fruits of thoſe religious 
Sent? nents, which I inculcated into thee ? For that 
Matter, ſaid Is ARE LILA, your Son has done nothing 
en this Occaſion, Ait what you would yourſelf have 
done formerly, had you been in his Place ; and ſhould 
I take it into my Head, I would have him brought 
from Salamanca hither, that you might yourſelf com- 
mend him before my Face, for the Engagement in- 
to which he has enter'd with me, for the rendering 
himſelf happy. What Happineſs, O Heavens! cry'4 
the ferrowful MaruLo, liking up his Eyes mourn- 
fully to the Skies; What a deteſtable Happineſs ! 
which, for a little tranſitory Pleaſure, would plunge 
him in eternal Miſery ! | 

LET him be brought hither, this Son of yours, 
Signor MaruLo, ſaid the good Fæorciſts, who juſt 
then entred IsaBELLA's Chamber ; we will hear of 
kim the Conditions of this Engagement, and ſhall 
be able to force thoſe Angels of Darkneſs to deliver 
up the Writing, to which he has ſet his Hand, Fine 
talkers indeed, cy'd ISABELLA! I will compel you 

your- 
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yourſelves to ſubſcribe your Conſent thereto, as T 
will alſo have that of his whole Family, and J. will 
not abandon the Room, on any other Condition. 

HEREUPON, the Phyſician imagining he already 
ſaw the whole infernal Empire about to fall upon the 
Exorciſts, to oblige them to ratify the Engagement 
of young Manu ro, got ſecretly to the Stairs, and 
was beginning to jump down them by Four at a 
Time, had it not been for the Guardian of the fair 
CasTRUCCIO, who coming up the ſame Stairs, pre- 
vented him perhaps from breaking his Neck. Whi- 
ther are you running ſo faſt ? /aid he, Go back a- 
gain, and you will hear ſomething that will ſurprize 
you.

ago. Be gone now, curſed Demons, pur/ued he, 
looking at Is AnELLA, and leave at Quiet, for the 
future, a Niece, who is ſo dear to me. 

AT this ſurprizing News, the old Senator, ima- 
gining his Son had juſt then been tranſported through 
the Air, fell from his Seat, rather dead than alive; 
a cold Sweat over ſpreading his whole Body : And 
the Doctor, inſtead of going to his Aſſiſtance, want- 
ed Relief himſelf; and begged they would run and 
fetch the firſt of his Brethren, whom they could find. 
It produced a quite contrary Effect, however, upon

AS it was firmly believ'd, by mot of the Com- 
pany, that Andrew Marub had been brought, by

Ne— 
vertheleſs, the Exo ciſts were of another Mind; and 
advis'd every one, to give the deſir'd Conſent, in or- 
der to induce the Devil, by that Compjiaiſince, to quit 
the Poſſeſſion of Isa BELLA: And the old Senator, 
Who ſtill trembled with Fear, join'd with them, in a- 
reeing thereto, 
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A Draught, there fore, of this Conſent, was drawn 
vp, which the pretended Devil approv'd ; and, the 
Phyſician, finding all the Company ſign'd it, even to

SIGN it, nevertheleſs, cry the Phyſician ; my 
Proſeſſion unpewers me, to have Recourſe to all Man- 
ner of Means, for the attaining my Ends; and the 
Inquiſitor himſelf, who believes he is indebted to my 
Skill, for the Preſervation of his Life, would paſs it 
by, on that Account, though I were to undertake 
ſomewhat yet more extraordinary. You are ſenſible, 
as well as J, that this Signing does not oblige you to 
any Thing; becauſe it is impoſſible, this ſhould be 
only a juggle, that has been here concerted, to put a 
Trick upou us; and the Devil, as artful as he is, has 
not Subtlety enough, to contrive off hand a Peſign, 
vehich ſurpaſſes all human Underſtanding ; nor yet to . 
put the Muſcles in Motion, with fuch an Eaſe, as is 
peculiar to Nature. Since you advice me to it, an- 
ferered the Guardian, I will kgn, by your Example 
but, remember, you are reſponſible to me, for what- 
ever enſues from thence, That is my Buſineſs, re- 
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plied the Phyfician, J have the Inquiſitor, and the 

whole Inquiſition, under my Thumb. | 
WHEN the fair Cas Trkzuccro had got the Con- 
ſent, ſhe deſir'd, in Form, ſhe deliver'd it to An- 
drew Marulo: Art thou fatisfy'd, /aid /oe, on ge- 
wing it into his Hands ? Wilt thou ſtill accuſe me of 
having deceiv'd thee? I reſign up to thee thy Is a- 
BELLA ; Whom I have ſo ſtrongly inflam'd, with the 
Idea of thy Accompliſhments, that, for theſe "Three 
Days, which J have detain'd her here, ſhe has waited 
for thee with the Steadineſs of a Rock, againſt which 
the raging Waves daſh in vain, and are not able to 
move it. She reaches out her Hand to thee ; give 
her thine ; be join'd to each other; and, as ſoon as 
one of theſe Exorciſts has confirm'd your Union, I 
will let you enjoy, in Peace, a Happineſs, which I 
don't ſuffer in every Family. On ISABELLA's thus 
ſaying, the Eldeſt of the Fryars. made the TWO Lo- 
vers declare, that, without any Compulſion, and of 
their own Accord, they plighted their 'Troth to each 
other; which done, that young Lady folemaly pro- 
teſted, that the Evil Spirit, which had then quitted 
Poſſeſſion of her, had left her the free Uſe of iter 
Judgment, to accept, or refuſe, the Hand of Audregu 
Maruh ; and that ſhe did not give him hers, till ſſie 
was well aſſur'd, Heaven had deſtin'd that Gentleman 
to be her Huſband. | * 
The fair Cas Tucci having thus ſpoken, her 
Uncle immediately chang'd Colour: Mr. Doctor. 
Jaid he, to the Phyfician, call you this an Illuſion? Ic 
was yourſelf, arfavered the Doctor. who made me he- 
licve, the Devil thus impos'd upon our Senſes ; nor 
do I take this as a Thing that is any Ways ſerious. 
Nor I neither, reſumed the Uncle; neither do I intend 
this Farce ſhall laſt any longer: Come along, Niece ;

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The Concluſion of this humorous Letter made Pe - 
RIANDER, and ANTON10 laugh; though the deplo- 
rable Condition, into which his looſe Companion had 
brought poor BARTH OL OUR, ſenſibly affected them, 
and they could not help admiring that Greatneſs of 
Soul, which appear'd in that Ruſtic, though in a bad 
Cauſe, and enabled him to jeſt, and write with Gaiety, 
in ſuch an imminent Misfortune, and Danger, as moſt 
Men would have ſunk under.” Heartily pitying him, 
therefore, they reſolved not to abandon the poor - 
Wretch, in the Time cf his Neceſſity; though he 
had played them a ſcurvy Trick, in leaving them in

A4 RISTELL 4, having been thus fully in- 
ſtructed, in the Tenets of the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, and having, conſequently, punctually perform- 
ed, the Vow ſhe had made, PRRI¹AN DER grew daily 
more and more deſirous of becoming ber Huſbard, 
He durſt not, however, diſcover his Impatience too 
much, whilſt that matchleſs Beauty, together with 
her lovely Companions, were employed in viewing 
the Tombs of the Martyrs, and the' other Religious 
Curioſitics of that famous City, which took them up 
ſeveral Days: What troubled her moſt, whillt ſhe was

How much it may reſemble me, I will not 
diſpute, ſaid Au RIS TEL LA; ſure I am, I never 
ſat for it; but why this Crown upon her Head, and 
the Globe under her Feet?

I find, aid ConsTANT1A, then, interrupting him, 

the Painters at Rome are not leſs gallant, than thoſe 
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at Lisbon; though we have ſeen ſome there, who 
have been the very Pink of Courteſy: But let us 
come to the Matter in Hand ; what do you ask for 
this Picture? Two Pilgrims, anfwer'd he, are about 
purchaſing it; one of whom has bid me a Thouſand 
Golden Crowns; whilſt the other declares, he will 
have it, at any Rate, be it ever ſo exorbitant:

Others be- 
ing drawn thither, likewiſe, ſoon after, by the ſame 
Curioſity, and the firſt not giving Place to them, as

Theſe Words were ſcarce out of 
his Mouth, when the Duke 4% Nemours, coming into 
the ſame Shop, diſguiſed alſo like a Pilgrim ; Bro- 
ther, cry'd he, to the Painter, I care not what has 
been bid you for this Piece, only follow me with it, 
and I will give you whatever you demand, be it what 
it will. Though ConsTanT1a had already given 

the Painter, a moſt advantagious Character, of theſe 
two Pilgrims, he could not be perſuaded, they were 
able to advance the Sums they offer'd ; wherefore, not 
ſo much to ſee whether they were worth the Mo- 
ney, as to get rid of their [mportunities, he anſ- 
wer'd, he would carry the Picture to either of their 
Lodgings, who would depoſit ſome Pledge in his 
Hands, which might recompenſe him for his Trouble, 
if he ſhould loſe his Labour. 

NO ſooner had he thus propoſed, than the Prince” 
of Denmark, pulling out a Gold Repeater, ſet 
round with large Diamonds, and delivering it to the 
Painter; here Friend, /aid he, take this; it is worth 
above twice as much as I promiſed you.

Good Heavens! ſaid one of the Spectators, who are | 
theſe Pilgrims ! and whence could they have ſuch in- 
eſtimable Jewels! Is this all Inchantment ! Maſter, | 
continued he, to the Painter, before I would let my | 
| Goods ſtir out of my Shop, I would have theſe Stones | 
examined, whether they are true or falſe : They, 
who have deliver'd them to you, may be too ſharp 
for you; and I could almoſt ſuſpect them, of having | 
| an | 
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an Underſtanding together, to get your Picture from 
you at an under Rate. 

THIS ridiculous Advice, was very diſagreeable to 
the two Pilgrims; who, at another Time, would 
have deſired him who gave it, to ſpeak with more 
Circumſpection; but conſidering, that having pro- 
miſed to conceal their Love to AuRISsTELLA, till 
ſuch Time, as ſhe ſhould declare her Intentions upon 
that Head, they ought not to diſcover, in public, the 
Cauſe of their Proceedings, they conſented to let their 
Jewels be examined, in order to remove the Painter's 
Scruples, They were carried then, to a Jewellers, 
who rated them at a higher Price, than the two 
Princes had valued them at themſelves ; whereupon,

WHEN PexiAxpER enter'd the Houſe of this 
Woman, he little imagined, ſhe had formed any De- 
ſigns againſt his Liberty; and accordingly, not be- 
ing apprehenſive of _ Danger, had followed Za» 
BULON, Without any Regret : Alas! he little knew, 
of what a Roman Courtezan is capable. It is true, 
however, that ſhe aimed only at the Poſſeſſion of his 
Heart; and was willing, contrary to her uſual Cuſ- 
tom, to have even ſhared her Fortune with him, ſo 
he would but have complyed with her Deſires.

It was embelliſh'd with all the fineſt Paintings of 
thoſe celebrated Maſters of Antiquity, PAR RAUHAs I- 


vs, ArELLESs, Zzuxis, and TIuAN TES; to which 


were added, the higheſt finiſhed Pieces of thoſe in- 
comparable Moderns, the inimitable RapRHABL UR- 
BIN, and the matchleſs MicyuasL AnGELoO ; as alſo 
an admirable Collection of antique Buſts, by the moſt 
eminent Hands. | 

PERIANDER was ſo much ſurprized at ſuch uncom- 
mon Magnificence, that he knew not upon which of 
theſe Objects to fix his Eyes firſt ; nor was he leſs ra- 
viſhed, with hearing the ſweet Harmony made by ſe- 
veral Birds, of various Kinds, that were hung up in 
moſt beautiful Cages; and he thought, that all he 
had ſeen related, of the inchanted Palace, of the Fairy 
FALARINE ; of the delicious Gardens of Semiramis, 
and: the admirable Orchards of the H-{perides, whoſe 
Trees bore Apples of Gold, was trifling, in Compari- 
ſon of what he then ſaw; and did not come up to 
the Ornaments, and Rarities of this Cabinet. 

IN the mean while, HzpoL1Ta obſerving how 
much PEI AN DER was ſtruck with Admiration, was 
willing to take Advantage thereof; wherefore, if 
what you here find worthy of being admired, /aid'/be, 
cou'd compenſate for what is wanting in me to pleaſe 
vou, it ſhould not be long, before you ſhould be Ma- 
ſter thereof, as well as of the other Riches which I 
poſſeſs, whereof this Cabinet makes but a ſmall Part. 

THIS freſh Attack interrupted Pzriaxper, in 
the Pleaſure he was then taking, in viewing ſome 
Porphyry Buſts, of the Wiſe Meri of Greece ; and, be- 
ing greatly offended at the Thought of their being in 
the Hands, of fo indiſcreet and looſe a Woman, he 
was going to leave her, without making her any An- 
{wer, had ſhe not prevented it, by-catching Hold on 
him. However, by much ftruggling, he at laſt 
broke away from her, and got out of her Hands ; 
but not without giving her a Glimpſe, of AuR1sTEL- 
La's Diamond Croſs, which he happen'd then to — 
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under his Habit; and which, that Courtezan had al- 

2 broken in Pieces, by endeavouring to detain 
im. | 

HAVING at length gained the Victory, as he 
thought, over this Enemy of his Virtue, PE NIA N- 
DEK was about to return Home, very much difor- 
der'd, when this Woman made another Aſſault upon 
him, from which he could not immediately get off, 
ſo eafily as from the former. Scarce had he reach'd 
the Bottom of HyyoLiTa's Stairs, when the Cour- 
tezan, grown deſperate at his having eſcaped her, 
was got to her Window, and calling out for Help to 
thoſe that were paſſing by, Stop that Thief, Seize 
that Wretch there, cry" ſhe, I ie? him into my 
Houſe, thinking him by his Appearance, to be a 
Man of Probity, and he has robb'd me of a Diamond 
Croſs, of ineſtimable Value, which he is now about 
to carry off under his Pilgrim's Habit. 

THE whole Neighbourhood being alarmed by her 
Outcries, ſome Soldiers of the Pope's Guard, who 
happen'd to be thereabouts, ran thither, with their 
Arms in their Hands, ſeized upon PE RIAN DER, 
forced from him his Diamond Croſs, and began to 
treat him like a Criminal, caught in the very Fact. 
PER1ANDER, though not a little ſurprized at ſuch 
an injurious Affront and Outrage, finding himſelf fo 
roughly uſed; had ſtill the Preſence of Mind, to ſay 
calmly to the Soldiers, Take Care what you do, my 
Frieads, I am not what this wicked Woman pre- 
tends, and my Quality deſerves ſome Regard : Where- 
fore, inſtead of dragging me away to Priſon, I beg 
you would carry me directly to your Governor, be- 
fore whom I will juſtify myſelf from the Theft, 
 Whereof ſhe has accuſed me. As he back'd this his 
Requeſt with ſome Pieces of Gold, the Soldiers im- 
mediately granted him what he | deſired, without 
troubling their Heads about the Clamour, of the en- 
raged Courtezan, who made bitter Complaints of 


him, 


22 HER 
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ER Spite and Vexation, for having been diſap- 
pointed for the firſt Time, of a Heart, upon which 
ſne had formed a Deſign, and that the Heart of the 
only Perſon whom ſhe had ever yet truly lov'd, had 

rompted this unfortunate Woman, to this Exceſs of 
injuſtice but ſoon afterwards, her Love getting 
the better of her Anger, ſhe began to tear ber Hair, 
and would have done the ſame by her Face, had ſhe 
not been prevented by her Servants, who did all that 
lay in their Power to comfort her. 

YOUR Conſfolations are all in vain, /ai4/be,and can- 
not remedy my Grief, neither can I ever forgive my- 
ſelf the unpardonable Injury J have done to a Man of 
Worth, who is dearer to me than my own ſelf. They 
are dragging him through the Streets like a Thief, 
and I am the Perſon who thus load him with Igno- 
miny ! Alas! what Theft hath he committed, but 
that of robbing me of my Soul, and all its Faculties ! 
No, no, I can never ſuffer a Perſon, who is Maſter 
of ſo much Virtue, to be treated like a MalefaQor : 
Let all Rome know, from my own Mouth, to what 
a Pitch of Extravagance, the Refuſal of his Heart 
has tranſported me. Whatever Shame may redound 
to myſelf from thence, I am reſolved to clear him, 
before the Governour : Let the Coach be got ready 
inſtantly, to carry me thither, before his om be 
prejudiced againſt his Innocence, by my falſe and in- 
famous Aſperſions. | 

JUST as the repenting HyPoL1Ta arrived at the 
Governour's Palace, the Soldiers had got thither with 
PERIANDER 3 and had deliver'd the Diamond Croſs 
into his Lordſhip's Hands, acquainting him at the 
ſame Time with the Crime, whereof the Priſoner was 
accuſed ; whereupon PERIAN DER, thus boldly an- 
ſwer'd, with that noble Confidence, which Innocence 
alone can inſpire. My Lord, this unhappy Woman, 
who is come hither to demand Juſtice of your Lord- 
ſhip upon me, has charged me, as you have heard, 
with robbing her of that Croſs, which has juſt now 
been deliver'd into your Hands; wherefore, in order 

to 
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to prove the Falſity of this her Accuſation, beyond 


Diipute; I will put the whole Matter upon this Iſſue: 
Let her, without being ſuffer'd to ſee it again, tell 
your Lordſhip how many Diamonds there are ; what 
is their Weight, and where abouts their Value; and, 
if ſhe does this, I will be content to be thought guil- 
ty of the pretended Theft, as much as if I had been 
actually capable thereof. 

IN vain, /aid HYPOLITA to the Governonr, does 
your Lordſhip hide the Croſs, for Fear of my making 
an exact Deſcription thereof, I have ſeen it ſufficient- 
ly to do that; but I am not come with an Intent to 


_ accuſe this Pilgrim, of having ſtolen it from me, as 


I had the Raſhneſs and Imprudence to aver; I have 
only followed him hither, to declare 1t belongs law- 
fully to him ; and having offer'd him a publick and 
outragious Injury and Affront, to make him, as I am 
in Juſtice bound, as publick a Satisfaction. 

THE languiſhing Looks, the Courtezan gave Pe- 
RIANDER, whilſt ſhe ſaid this, and the Tears which 
ſtood in her Eyes, made the Governour, (who was 
no Stranger to the Character of HyyeoLiTa) eaſily 


judge, whence her Fury had proceeded ; and what 


had prompted her to forge ſuch an Accuſation againſt 
the Pilgrim, who ſeemed to him a Man of more than 
common Merit. Accordingly, rejected Love, ſaid 
he, has been the Cauſe of the Offence, whereof you 
have indeed ſufficient Reaſon to complain ; the ſame 


Love implores your Pardon; will you refuſe it to a 


repenting Fair One ? If this Repentance my Lord, 
anſwer'd PERIANDER, were ſincere, and proceeded 
from a right Motive, of which, nevertheleſs it is im- 
poſſible for me to judge, I ſhould rejoice that I had 
any Way been the Occaſion thereof, and ſhould for- 


give her with yet the greater Satisfaction. 


HEREUPON HyeoLiTa withdrew ; and the 
Governour reſtoring the Croſs, which the Soldiers 
had ſeized, to PERRIAN DER, aſked him, who were 
thoſe Pilgrims who had depoſited ſuch rich Jewels as 
Pledges, for the Payment of the Sum they _— 

or 
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for the Picture of AuRISsTELLA; as alſo, who was 
that beauteous Lady, and who he was himſelf. Au- 
RISTELLA is my Siſter, reply'd PRRIANV DER; and 
the Pilgrims who were about purchaſing her Picture, 
are Perſons of ſuch Diſtinction, that the Court of 
Rome would have.a particular Regard for them, if they 
thought fit to make themſelves known; but I can 
neither tell you their Names, nor their Quality, not 
having had their Permiſſion ſo to do; I muſt alſo de- 
fire to be excuſed, from acquainting you with mine, at 
leaſt ſor the preſent, being obliged by Reaſons of Im- 
portance, to keep it as yet a Secret. As for the reſt, 
continued he, the Picture which you have in your Poſ- 
ſefſon, belongs now to me, I have bought it of the 
Painter who owned it ; and here is a Writing, under 
his Hand, which impowers me to demand it of you. 

BY the majeſtic Air of PERI AN DRR, and the Gra- 
vity of his Anſwer, the Governour _ to be ap- 
prehenſive, he had been a little too raſh, in cauſing 


the Two unknown Pilgrims to be confined ; and be- 


ing afraid his Conduct in that Point would not be ap- 


proved of, be went in Perſon to ſet them at Liberty; 


and to excuſe himſelf for being guilty of a Fault, 


which had been occaſioned by the plainneſs of their 


Habit. Before he left PE RIAN DER, however, he 
expreſſed to him a great Deſire of keeping Av R 1- 
STELLA's Picture; if you would make me a Pre- 
ſent thereof, /aid he, I ſhould be the more obliged to 


you, as you would thereby add a Maſter-Piece to the 


Ornaments of Rome, which ſurpaſſes all the fineſt Per- 


formances of our moſt excellent Painters. I give it 


you, ſaid PERIAaNDER, faking Leave of him; I 
would much rather choſe to ſee it in your Hands, than 
in thoſe of either of the Pilgrims, who were ſo de- 
ſirous thereof; and perhaps, one Day, you will ſet a 


youu Value upon it, even than you do at pre- 


nt. 


CHAP. 


C HAP. XIV. 


HyeoliTA rightly ſuſpecting AURISTELLA 
to be her Rival, hires JuL1a the Wife of the 
Jew ZABULON, to lay a Spell upon that in- 
comparable Beauty, in order to deſtroy her. 


R confounded at having miſcarried in her 
| Deſign, than really concerned, for having un- 
dertaken it, HyeoLiTa returned Home, overwhel- 
m'd with Melancholy, but yet more overwhelm'd with 
Love. Though Diſdain generally extinguiſhes a 
Paſſion when in its Infancy, the Scorn of Pertanpes, 
produced a quite contrary Effect upon this Courtezan, 
and rekindled with more Fierceneſs than ever, that 
extravat ant and licentious Flame, where with ſhe 
burned. She * that ſuch a Pilgrim as PRRI- 
.ANDER, was not ſo entirely formed of Marble, but 
that ſhe might at laſt move him. 

' UPON conſidering therefore, which Way ſhe 
might effect it, ſhe thus argued within herſelf: If 
this Pilgrim was not ſomething more than one would 
think by his Habit, he would not have had ſo beau- 
tiful a Croſs in his Poſſeſſion; the Diamonds where 
with it is adorned, are of an ineſtimable Value; he 
is not then to be ſtarved or bribed into a Compliance, 
I muſt have Recourſe to other Means, to bring him 
to my Bow. 

HEREUPON, ſhe ruminated a while, and ſeem'd 
as if in àa deep Study, till fir'd with a Thought, 
which came ſuddenly into her Head, ſhe ſtarted up, 
and cry*'d out; But is not his Heart already pre. in- 
gaged by ſome more amiable Object, ſome Fair One 

more 


/ 
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more beautiful than me: This AurrsTELLA, who 
paſſes for his Siſter, and who looks rather like ſome- 
thing Divine, than like a meer Mortal, is the really 
what ſhe pretends to be? Is ſhe not rather his Mi- 
ſtreſs? Is it not owing to her unparallell'd Charms, 
that he cannot ſee thoſe Beauties in me, which none 
but himſelf have ever been able to reſiſt ? It muſt be 
ſhe, my Heart tells me ſo; it is impoſſible to doubt 
it. Let her die then, this Enemy to my Happineſs ; 
and let the Manner, wherein my Ingrate receives the 
News of her approaching Death, inform me of what 
Jam ſo defirous to know. Why ſhould I be in ſuſ- 
pence one Moment, whether I ſhould plunge a Dag- 
ger into her Heart? Is not Beauty generally, the ſirſt 
Cauſe of Love? Are not the Charms of this pre- 
tended Siſter, ſuperior to all that has ever yet been 
ſeen? And ſhall I ſcruple deſtroying her! No, no, 
let mine triumph in their Turn, over the Heart of 
my Inſenſible; and let him think himſelf too happy 
in his Turn, if I grant that Pity to his Sighs, which 
he refuſed to my Tears, 

HAVING formed ſo deteſtable a Deſign, againſt 
the Life of AugisTELLA, Hrrol ira ſent for Za- 
BULON, and informed him thereof; well knowing, 
that JuL1a, the Wife of this Few, was the great- 
eſt Sorcereſs in Rome : She had not indeed, made her- 
ſelf ſo publick as ſome others; ſhe was nevertheleſs 
not only the moſt able, but the moſt dangerous. Up- 
on the great Promiſes made him by HyeoL1Ta, 
the Zexv readily aſſured the Courtezan, that his Wife 
would eaſily deſtroy AuURISTELLA; but told her, 
that in order to prevail on JuL 1a ſo to do, ſhe muſt 
previouſly ſend her good Part of what ſhe intended 
her. Hereupon HxPOLITA willingly gave him a 
Parſe of Gold, threatening him at the ſame Time, 
to have him killed himſelf, if he did not ſerve her 
as effectually and expeditiouſly, as ſhe deſired. 
Money and I kreats have a great Power over a 7ew z 
on the Sight therefore of the Pieces of Gold, Zagu- 
LON aſſured the Courtezan, upon his Life, that Au- 
KISTELLA 
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E£15TELLA ſhould not cauſe her many Days Uneafi- 
neſs. 

NO ſooner did Pr: R1ANDER return to Avrr- 
STELLA, Who was at a Loſs to what to aſcribe his 
long Abſence, then he related to her what had be- 
fallen him, through the diſhoneſt Love of Hyeo11- 
TA; as alſo, how he had given the Picture, which 
they had ſeen in the Painter's Shop, and which the 
Prince of Denmark, and the Duke de Nemours, ſtrove 
to purchaſe, preferably to each other, to the Gover. 


nour of Rome. 


THE Love of HyrOLITA for PERIAN DER, did 
not however, at all alarm AuRISsTELLA; neither 
could Jealouſy find any Entrance into her Soul; not- 
withſtanding ſhe had been informed, this Courtezan 
was one of the fineſt Women in Tah; as alſo one of 
the richeſt, moſt debauched, and moſt artful, to draw 
all thoſe into her Snares, for whom ſhe thought it 
worth her while to ſpread her Nets. Judging of 
PPRIANDER's Virtue by her own, ſhe was not appre- 


- henſive of his being guilty of any Weakneſs ; well 


knowing, all the Motions of his Heart, were ſo en- 
tirely govern'd by Religion, that ſenſual Pleaſures 
could not make any Impreſſion thereon ; and, if any 
Part of Perlanper's Adventure gave her Uneaſi- 
neſs, it was, his having been carried before the Go- 
nour like a Criminal. - 

In Effect, ſo little did it move her, that ſhe diver- 
ted the whole Company that Evening, very agree- 
ably, with the Relation of PRRIANDER's new Con- 
queſt, and the gallant Effect of HyyeoL1Ta's Love; 
which had induced her to ſend the Object of her Af- 
ſcctions, well guarded, to viſit the Covernour of 
Rome. Neither did PERIANDER entertain them leſs, 
by the Recital of the Prince of Denmark's Adven- 
ture ; in being taken into Cuſtody, on Account of 
AvuRISTELLA's Picture, which was at laſt, left in 
the Hands of the Governour of Rome, in order there- 
by to determine their Diſpute. They were not how- 
ever, in the ſame Diſpoſition next Morning, to be 

merry, 
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merry, AURISTELLA not being ſo much inclined to 
divert them ; beginning then to grow but too ſenſible, 
of the ill Effects of JuLia's helliſh Arts, 
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* AvurIsTEELLA falls defperately ill, and lojes all 
1 her Beauty ; the Duke de Nemours, therefore, 
1 takes his Leave of her, and returns to France, 
together with DELEASIRA and BELLAR- 
MINA, 


CARCELY had the Day begun to break, when 
AURISTEL L a was ſeized with a ſhivering, 
which obliged her to keep her Bed ; about Noon ſhe 
| fell into a Swoon, and loſt her Appetite ; and about 
Sun-ſet, her Eyes were depriv'd chat lively Fire, 
which ſubdued all who look'd thereon. Had H x- 
rFOLITA'S Machinations been known, they would 
have ſaid, that JuL1a's Sorceries had produced the 
{ame Effect upon PertanDER ; his Sorrow, for this 
ſudden” Illneſs, and Alteration in AuRISTELLàA, ſeiz- 
ing him at once ſo violently, that it was believed that 
very Night, he had not many Hours to live ; and, 
had not Relief been ſoon given him, he had fallen a 
Vidim, to the Revenge of her, who had no Deſign 
to have ſacrificed him. 

WITH much ado they brought him a little -to 
himſelf; and reftored him in ſome Meaſure, to his 
Strength ; but he recover'd only to ſuffer yet more, 
in ſeeing the Lillies and Roſes of AuR1sTELLA's 
Face fade away, and become livid ; as well as the 
Coral of her Lips, and the Enamel of her Teeth ; 
which one ſhould no longer have taken, as before, 
for as many of the fineſt Oriental Pearl, As much 

: dishgur'd 
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disfigured however, as ſhe appear'd in the Eyes of the 
Reſt of the Company, PRRIAVDER, who hardly 
had any longer the Uſe of his, ſtill formed to him- 
ſelf the ſame Idea of her, as was deeply imprinted 
upon his Soul; and his Love ſeem'd to- increaſe the 
more, the more her Danger increaſed, and the near- 
er ſhe appear'd to Death. 

IT was not the ſame however; with the Duke 4: 
Nemours, as the Beauty alone of AuRJ1sSTELLA had 
inſpired the Love wherewith he burnt, his Paſſion 
decayed by Degrees, every Time he heard ſhe grew 
worſe, and became leſs handſome : A Circumſtance, 
which induces us to believe, that if Love continues 
in ſome Hearts, no longer than it is kept alive by 
the Charm of Beauty, it muſt take very deep Root 
in ſome others, from whence it will not ſtir, what- 
ever Efforts Death makes to drive it from thence. 
'The Duke nevertheleſs, had the Patience to wait a 
Fortnight, in order to ſee, whether there was no 
Hopes of AuURisTALLA's Recovery; but, the 
Phyſicians having at laſt declar'd, they knew not the 
Cauſe of her IIlneſs, and it was impoſſible for them 
to cure her, he determin'd to take Leave of her, and 
return to France. 

GOING therefore, to viſit her, with this Reſo- 
lution, and being ſeated by her Bed-ſide, Madam, ſaid 
he, being perſuaded, the Paſſion wherewith you have 
inſpired me, has reduced you to the mechancholy 
State, wherein I have the Sorrow to ſee you ; I am 
come to aſſure you, that inſtead of being willing to 
be acceſſary to the Loſs of your Life, which is dear 
to me, Iam reſolv'd to depart from Name, fince my 
Preſence prevents the Prince of Denmark,from render- 
ing you that Homage which is more acceptable to 
you than mine. Perhaps, I ſhall not be able to re- 
move from you, without dying myſelf ; but were I 
aſſured of expiring, at my taking Leave of you, I 
would rather renounce my Life, than not convince 
you by my Departure, that I am defirous of contri- 
buting to your Recovery. May you, for the fu- 
ture, enjoy the Health I wiſh you, in the mot 

perfect 
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perfect Felicity. I ſhall only add one Word more, 


tor fear of diſcompoſing you; when you are upon the 
Throne, which a more happy Prince defigns you, re- 
member, in the midſt of the Pleaſures you will there 
enjoy, you have condemn'd the Duke 4e Nemours ne- 
ver to taſte any ; but, to live the moſt miſerable of 
all thoſe who have loved Jus without bejng able to 
pleaſe you. Having thus ſaid, the Duke waited ſome 


Time for AURISTELLA's Anſwer, but either ſhe 


was not able, crdid not think it proper, to make any. 
HEREUPON, BELLARrmiINna, and DELEeas1- 


RA, Who had always taken to Heart, the Preference 


given by the Duke de Nemours, to AURISTELLA, to 
their Prejudice, ſeeing that Prince refign his Intentions 
to ARNALDUS, were reconciled to him, and conceived 
freſh Hopes. As cach of them was deſirous of be- 
coming his Conſort, which was their Deſign, in ſuf- 
fering their Pictures to be drawn, for his Satisfaction, 
they bethought themſelves of returning to France 
with him, being perſuaded, that during ſo long a 
Journey, they ſhould have time enough, to make him 
torget AUR1STELLA, and diſpoſe his Inclinations in 
Favour of one of them, 

AS they were afraid, likewiſe, of his declaring for 
FELICIA FLoRa, they would not take her along 
with them; not knowing that this young and fair 
Lady, no longer was fo ambitiouſly inclined, 'Th 
ſent, therefore, to acquaint the Duke, that they in- 
tended to return Home, and, if his Highneſs was diſ- 
poſed, to ſet out ſoon from Reme, ſhould be glad to 
travel under his Protection. Overjoy'd, at having 
Company, to divert him upon the Road, he an/averd, 
that he ſhould wait only for their Orders, to get on 
Horſeback, Next Morning, being the Time ap- 
pointed fer their Departure, they took their Leaves, 
that very Evening, of PErRIaNDER, AURISTELLA, 
Lord Duncan, GEXRU DE, Ax r ONO, ConsTAN- 
TIA, and FELICIA-FLO RA; pretending to the latter, 
that they had juſt received ſome Letters, which had 
obliged them to hurry away ſo ſuddenly. FPELieia- 

N FLORA, 
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Flo RA, however, was not deceived by their pte - 
tence, as they were in their Expectations; the Duke 4 
Nemours having conducted them to their own Country, 
and left them there, without ever mentioning the 
leaſt Syllable to either of them about Marriage. 
MEAN while the Prince of Denmark, aſcribing 
the Departure of the Duke e Nemours, to the great- 
eſt Prudence ; imagining that the French Prince had 
only haften'd away, for fear of expiring himſelf, on 
ſeeing thoſe lovely Eyes, he ſo much adored, cloſed 
for ever, was tempted to follow the Example of fo 
rudent a Rival, and to return himſelf to his Father. 
— after having reflected a while, upon a Pro- 
cedure, fo little conformable to the natural Generoſi- 
ty of his Soul, he bluſt'd at having ever entertained 
ſuch a Thought, and, Love getting the better of his 
Fear of Death, he reſolved neither to leave Pz RIAN - 
DER, nor AURISTELLA, Whilſt there was a Poſſibi - 
lity of being ſerviceable to them, and Heaven migat 
work a Miracle in her favour,

RIANDER, The Conſequences thereof. 


7 HILST AvuRisTELLA was diſpoſing her- 
| ſelf, every Moment, to reſign her Soul into 
the Hands of him who gave it, HyeoL1Ta heard, 
with Joy, the Succeſs of }uLta's Sorceries : Accord- 
ingly, the more fne was informed, that this Maſter- 


piene of Nature , loſt all her Charms, as her End ap- 


proach'd, the more Money ſhe beſtow'd on that 7exv- 
e, to haſten her Deſtruction. But, vain Deſign ! how 
Rrangely can Providence bring Good out of Evil 4 we 

ave 
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have already obſerved, that her helliſn Arts produced 
the ſame Effects on PRRIAN DER, whoſe Health de- 
cay'd as faſt as AURISTELLA's, till both their Lives 
became equally in Danger. : 

T HE amorous Courtezan being informed hereof, 
and rightly judging the Cauſe of Perranpe R's Ill- 
neſs, not being willing to haſten her own Death, by 
being the Occaſion of his, reſolved rather to reſtore 
him AUR1ISTELLAa ; and hearing no Time was to be 
loſt, hurried away to JUL1A4, revoked her former 
Orders, and promiſed her a freſh Reward, to repair 
the Miſchief ſhe had done. In giving Way to my 
Reſentment, ſaid be, I never intended to ſacrifice 
three Perſons inſtead of one ; fince I find, therefore, 
that by depriving Pzz1anDERr of AuUrISTELLA, I 
likewiſe him bereave of Life, and know, that the 
Moment he dies, I ſhall not be able to furvive him, 
I would rather chooſe to reſtore him what he ſo ar- 
dently loves, than to periſh myſelf. _ f 

THE Jeueſi, moved by the Promiſe of a freſh 
Reward, readily agreed to effect, whatever the Cour- 
tezan defired ; and, as if this Sorcereſs, by her In- 
cantations, had the abſolute Diſpoſal of Life and 
Death, perfectly recover'd AvrisTELLa, and con- 
ſequently PR RIAN DER alſo, in a ſmall Time, to the 
no little Surprize of the Phyſicians, who had given 
them both over; as well as to the inexpreſſible Satis- 
faction of their Friends, who were inconſolable at the 
Thoughts of their approaching Deaths. i 

NO ſooner had ſhe begun to regain her Strength, 
than ſhe return'd hearty Thanks to Heaven, for hav- 
ing ſaved her from the Danger, to which ſhe was ex- 
poſed ; had ſhe then known the Machinations of Hy - 
POLITA, ſhe would not have doubted, that this 
Change in the Reſolution of this Enemy, had been 
the immediate Work of Heaven, which was prepar-

Means, in my poor Opinion, to attain thereto, are 
Continence and Charity; by the one we almoſt ar- 
rive at the Purity of Angels, and by the other, we 
become like the Cherubims, who burn continually 
with that Love, wherewith the Saviour burnt ſor us, 
whom our Sins nailed to the Croſs. ds SFr FS, 
Jam not willing, by my Offences, to renew fo 
bloody a Sacrifice; I am, therefore, deſirous of betas 
king myſelf to a Religious Life; and as I have never 
found ou to have any Will, different from mine, I 
hope you will not now. oppoſe my Inclinations. In 
Effect, were, I this very Moment to aſcend: the 
Throne, to which I am Heir by Birth, perhaps, I 
might be forced to deſcend from thence to Motrow. z 
and, in what Ditpoſition ſhould I then leave it, ?.,per-. 
* haps, at the very Inſtant, when being puff d up, and 
dazzled, with the Pomp, and Glory that would ſur- 
round me, I ſhould have quite forgot, that there is 
1 yet more deſirable and permanent State, to which I 
am calb'd, and for which I was appointed. I make 
over, therefore, to you, my Right to the Crown, to 
which I am Heireſs, on your marrying my Siſter, 
whom you will find no leſs worthy of your Aﬀec- 
tions, than myſelf; and you may attain to the ſame 
ſolid and laſting Glory, by governing your People 
with at which tender Regard, as a good Shepherd 
ſhews for his Sheep. | 
YOU look down PeR5s11.xs, can what I propoſe 


be diſagreeable to you? Don't you approve of my 
preferring 
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referring him to yourſelf, who created us to be 
—— if we will follow his Example, and practiſe 
the ſame Virtues, which he practiſed when on Earth? 
Why ſhould you be more averſe, to ſeeing me wear 
a Hair-Cloth; than a Crown ? You weep ! tell me 
your Sentiments, that I may conform mine thereto ; 
perhaps, I may find out ſome Medium that may con- 
tent us both. | 

DU RING this Diſcourſe of Auk isTELLa's, a 
thouſand different Thoughts diſtracted the Brain of 
PR RIAN DER; any one of which was ſufficient to 
have cauſed his Death; he imagined ſuch a Defign, 
as that of burying herſelf in a Cloiſter, could never 
have enter'd her Head, if ſhe had not firſt conceived 
an Averſion for him; and that it muſt have been a 
very great one, ſince ſhe could not but know, ſhe 
fabb'd him to the Heart, in declaring it to him. 
This Thought affected him fo much, that, on the 
Arrival of Fet1cia- FLora, ConsTANTIaA, and 
AN ToN10o, in her Apartment, he haſten'd out, with - 
out making her any Anſwer ; which unexpected Be- 
haviour afflifted her no leſs than ſhe had griev'd him. 
In Effect, her Sorrow made ſo deep an Impreſſion on 
her, that when this Company came up to her, they

I have acted unadviſedly, I own, /ai4 foe; but, no 
Matter ; is it not better, that PX RIAN DRR fhould 
know my Intention now, than to defer the acquaint- 
ing him therewith till another Time? It is true, he 
is not capable of difiwading me from ſeeking the 
Way to Heaven, but it is alſo true, I can go thither 
eaſier alone than in his Company. No worldly Intereſt 
being to be put in Competion with our eternal Hap- 
pineſs, why ſhould I conſult that of .

Con- 
ſider dear AurisTELLA, ſaid ConsTANTI A, that 
we are here; and you diſcover a Secret, which our 
Friendſhip would never ſuffer us to have ſuſpected. 
It PERIANDER is not your Relation, your Beha-

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viour to him has been pretty familiar; and, if he is 
your Brother, as we have always thought, his Com- 
pany can't hinder your working out your Salvation. 

- WREITCH that I am, chi AurISTELLA, com- 
ing to herſelf at this Remonſtrance, what have I 
utter*'d, and what nave I done ! I have ſtabb'd PR- 
RIANDER to the Heart, by my Indiſcretion, and J 
have betrayed myſelf ! However, ſince what is paſt, 
can't be recall'd, and I am reſolved to be involved 


in the ſame Ruin with him; know you, whom Hea- 


ven has, indeed, united by the Tyes of Blood, that 
PERIANDER is not my Brother, neither is he my 
Huſband ; nor yet can I term him my Lover ; at 
leaft, he is not one of thoſe, who only aim at the Sa- 
tis faction of their own Defires ; and that, frequent- 
ly, at the Expence of the Honour, of the very 
Perſon, whom they pretend to call the Obje& of 
their AﬀeCtions. PeERIAxNDER, purſued ſbe, is a King's 
Son; and I am Heireſs to a large Monarchy ; we are 
equa! in Birth, but I am one Day to rule a more 
powerful Kingdom than that of his Brother : Let 
us go in ſearch of him, continued ſhe, riſing from 
her Seat; I muſt find him, and comfort him, if I 


would receive any Conſolation myſelf. 


WHILST AvRI1sTELLAa went in Queſt of P- 


> RLANDER, that diſconſolate Lover was wandring 


through the Streets of Rome, without knowing whi- 


ther he would go; adorable Sigi/munda, cry'd he, the 


moſt finiſh'd Maſter· piece of Nature, how could you, 
in one Moment, conceive ſuch an Averſion to 


me, as you have juſt now expreſſed ? Since you 
are defirous of taking the readieſt and ſureſt Road to 


Heaven, be it ſo; but, cannot we go thither to- 
gether, without parting ? I am willing to eonſent not 
to become your Spouſe, though you have always 
Aatter'd me with the Hopes thereof ; and will be 
ſatisfied, if you will but permit me to be ſtill thought 
your Brother; but you will-deprive me of a Title 15 


dear to me, by immuring yourſelf in a Cloiſter; 
where, perhaps, you will no longer ſuffer me to

trouble you with my Sighs. Nevertheleſs, I ſhall not 
trouble you long therewith ; I don't know whether I 
ſhall liveeven till the time of our parting ; and I be- 
lieve you will begin your intended Sacrifice of your own 
Liberty, by that of my Life. As PERIAND ER was 
thus loſing himſelf in theſe Reflexions, he was over- 
taken by Night, beyond the Gates of Rome, whither 
he had wander'd without knowing it; and hearing 
the ſoothing Murmurs of a Brook, he fat down by 
the Side thereof, intending there to wait the Return 
of Day.

A PERIANpER fat ſighing by the Side of the 
" Brook before - mentioned, without any other 
Company than ſome lofty Poplars, and an agreeable 
W:flern Breeze, which dry'd up thoſe Tears, that 
trickled ſilently down his Cheeks, his Ears were ſtruck 
with the Sound of ſome Voices near him. Curioſity, 
then, prevailing over his Affliction, he approach'd 
ſoftly the Place from whence it came, and to his no 
ſmall Surprize, and Aſtoniſnment, heard two Men 
diſcourſing in the Norwegian Tongue. As this was 
the Language of the Country, where he had received 
his Birth, it naturally rouz'd his utmoſt Attention; 
and accordingly, liſtening with the greateſt Eagerneſs, 
he overheard the one of them thus addreſſing himſelf 
to the other. 

IF, when you was in Norway, you had continued 
your Travels to the fartheſt Part thereof, you might 
I N 4 _ have 
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have ſeen an Iſland, almoſt under the North Pole, which 
is named Thule, and which may be compared to 
England, for its Extent, Riches, and abounding in 
all Things neceſſary for the Support of Life. Had 
you failed thoſe Seas alſo, you might have difcover'd 
another Iſland, about three hundred Leagues from 
thence, cal:'d Aguilonia, yet larger and more agree- 
able than Tah. Maximin, eldeſt Son of Queen 
EvsToCH1 4, is King of the latter; and has a Brother, 
named PERs1LEs, upon whom Nature has lavifh'd 
all her Graces ; accordingly, the Queen, his Mother, 
4 wnexpreflidly fond of him; and, in effect, I ſhould 
be greatly at a Loſs, were I obliged to give you a per- 
fr Character of this amiable Prince, to whom I had 
the Honour to be Governor. #9) 

BY this Diſcourſe, PE RIAN DE found the Perſon, 
who thus highly extoll'd him, was the truſty Sera- 
Aas; whom he had expecled to have met at Rome, 
with Remittances and Diſpatches from his Mother: 
Liſtening, therefore, with yet greater Attention, to 
a; Conyerſation, wherein he was himſelf ſo nearly 
concerned, he heard that faithful Governor thus pro- 
cced. The ſecond Iſland, before- mentioned, is now 
ſubject· to a Queen, named Euſebia ; who has two 
Daughters, perfect Beauties, eſpecially Sigiſnunda, the 
Eldeſt ; which Princeſs, is every ay. fo accompliſh'd,' 
one would really think, Nature had received àn ex- 
preſs Command, from the Creator, to provide her a

THE Queen, her Mother, pretending to be ap - 

rehenſiye of a War, with Which ſhe was threaten'd 

y a neighbouring Monarch, in order to compel her, 
to grant him S/gi/omunda in Marriage, diſpatch'd that 
Princeſs to Queen Euſtochia, that ſhe might be there 
in Safety; at leaft, as ſhe alledg'd: For, I believe, 
the real Motive, of Her ſending that young Prlnecſs 
to our Court, was, that ſhe might become the W iſe 
of Maximin, who could not fail of falling in Love 
with her, the Moment he ſet Eyes on her. However, 
that be, Masimin, who never yet faw Sigiſmunda, 
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is paſſionately ſmitten with her, though he has only 
hat a Sehe of her Picture, and heard the Deſerip- 
tion of her ſurprizing Charms ; being abſent from 
the Court af Thul, when that Princeſs came thither. 
Accordingly he wrote to the Queen his Mother, who 
ſent him Notice of her Arrival, together, with the 
Picture, to treat her with all imaginable Tenderneſs, 
ordering her, at the ſame Time, to be look'd uppn 
by all his Subjects, as one, who was to be their future 
CE a Ein Et, 1 
"A Tuunderbolt could hardly have wounded Perles 
more ſenſibly, than the News of this his Brother's De- 
fgn ; a gloomy Melancholy ſeized him ; he pined away 
vilibly every Day ; and all Things became diſagreeable 
to his Eyes; in ſhort, none of his Favourites, nor 
vet of his Diverſions were pleaſing to him; and his 
Health decay'd hourly. In vain did all the beſt Phy- 
ſicians viſit him; being ignorant of the Cauſe of his 
R they could not poſſibly preſcribe any 
Remedy; and accordingly, his Caſe grew deſperate, 
and he was given over. At laſt, liis Mother who 
died daily in 2 him at the Point of Death, and 
had often in vain conjured him to tell the Occaſion 
of ſo unaccountable an Illneſs, ſitting tenderly by his 
Bedſide, and bedewing his pale Cheeks with her Tears; 
It is impoflible my - unkind Child. /aid fe, but you 
muſt know the Reaſon of your Sickneſs ; and if you 
obſtinately perſiſt in concealing it, you muſt, un- 
doubtedly dye, becauſe no Cure can be found; but: 
my Death, which will precede yours, will ſpare, me 
the Sorrow of ſeeing you breath your laſt, , __ 
MOVED by this pathetic Complaint, and the me- 
lancholy Condition to which his Silence reduced his. 
Mother, Perfiles at length owned he died for Sigi/, 
munda; and that he would rather ſubmit to give up 
the Ghoſt, than be wanting in his Duty and Reſpect 
to the King his Brother. This Confeſſion, faid the 
Queen, reſtores me to Life; and I will endeavour to 
recover yours alſo, by procuring you the only Remedy 
tor your Diſtemper : Maximin, indeed, continued Se, 
| N 5 may 
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may take itill of me ; but, I hope, he will excuſe the 
tender Affection of a Parent, „ho would ſacrifice her- 
ſelf for his Preſervation, as ſhe would alſo for yours. 

EUSTOCHIA, then going to Sigi/munda, and lead- 
ing her into her Cloſet, beauteous Princeſs, /aid fee, 
it would be great Pity to let Per files dye for want of 
Help; as he is a Prince of uncommon Virtues and 
Graces, and infinitely more deſerving than his Bro- 
ther Maximin, who has ſomething of a Roughneſs 
in his Temper, which has more than once diſguſted 
his moſt valuable Subjects, and driven them from his 
Court. This diſadvantagious Character of that 
Prince, ſhe had confirm'd by more Witneſſes than 
the ought, and in ſhort, ſo gained upon the Mind 
of the young Princeſs, that ſhe brought her, inſenſibly, 
to the very Point ſhe deſired. 

ACCORDINGLY, all I am to conſult, on this 
Occaſion, Madam, /aid foe, is my Honour; pro- 
vided that is ſafe, you may diſpoſe, as you pleaſe, of 
my Hand ; neither do I believe, my royal Mother, 
Euſebia, will diſapprove, of whatever you ſhall judge 
proper, with Regard to my future Settlement. Up- 
on receiving this Anſwer, Euflochia embracing her 
tenderly, and thanking her for her Complaiſance, in 
being willing to contiibute towards the Recovery of 
a Son, whom ſhe loved more than herſelf, haſten'd 
immediately to Perfiles, and carried him/this welcome 
News ; which cauſed ſuch a ſudden Change in him 
for the better, that in a few Pays, there was no Ap- 
3 of his having ever been in Danger, of loſing

IT was, then, next to be cõnſulted, how to bring 
Maximin to conſent, to the Marriage of Perfites and 
Sigi/munda ; in order to which, Euſlochia could not 
think of any better Way, than for them to withdraw 
from the Court of Thu/s. It was reſolved, therefore, 
they ſhould ſet out for Rome; and that Maximin 
ſhould be told, the Princeſs, having made a Vow to

MAXIMIN, was almoſt, two Years abſent. from

| BREAK off Day, {urpriz'd them, as they were 
thus Diſcourſing, wherefore Perianger, not having a 
Mind to be diſcover'd there, retir'd from that Place, 
aud made the beſt of his way to Rome, to impart to 
. Au iſlella, 
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Auriſtella, what Intelligence he had juſt received, and 
conſult, with her, what they ſhould do, to eſcape” the 
Reſentment of Maximin. In effect, he look'd upon 
it as little lefs than a Miracle, to be thus informed, in 
ſo unlikely a Place, of the Arrival of a Prince, in 
whoſe Preſence, he by no means deſigned to appea 

and, as he was returning, to meet the diſcorfolate 
Auriſtella, he took Courage anew, upon thinking, 
that this Accident, would ſuſpend her Reſolution, of, 
retiring into a Monaſtery.

As an Attonement for this Ly; I 
offer you an aſſur'd Place of Refuge, from the Pur- 
fuit of your Brother; and, were he to ſearch all over 
Ttaly, he would not be able to diſcover you. If you 
will vouchſafe, therefore, to agree thereto, I will 
conduct you and your Company to Tu/cany, where 1 
have a Caſtle, ſurrounded with Woods and Rocks, 
which render it, to all Appearance, a moſt diſmal 
Solfttude, though it is in Reality a very agreeable 
Seat : I have alſo a Hundred Thouſand Ducats at 
your Service, to render your Retirement more eaſy 
and commodious ; by accepting which you will o- 
blige a Woman, who has now a ſincere EReem, and 
profound Veneration, for both of you. | 

"JUST as Hypolia was making this Offer, 
Pyrrhus, her Gallant, beforementioned, came up 
to her, and overheard it; the Wretch would not 
have been more ſenſibly alarm'd, had it been the 
Sentence 'of his Death ; Money being, indeed, the 
only real Object of the Affection of this Sort of 

Sparks: 
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Sparks: Being afraid, therefore, that  Per/iles would 
become Maſter of Hypolita's Purſe, to his Prejudice, 
he conceiv'd,. that Inſtant, ſuch an implacable Aver- 
ſion againſt him, that he reſolv'd to diſpatch him out 
of the Way. What determin'd him go more, to 
execute this execrable Deagn, was his Youth, and 
Beauty; which made him tremble for the Heart of 
Hipolita, the Conqueſt of which, in his.

himſelf at his Feet; as did Ruti/io, likewiſe, finding, 
by this reſpectſul Action of Serafidus,, that his Peri- 
ander, and the Per files of that Governor, was one 
and the fame Perſon. | 2.1115 
WHILST Serafidus, whom the Prince immediate- 
ly raiſed up, held him tenderly embrac'd about the 
Neck, ve ie being able to expreſs bis Joy, for 
meeting him again, any otherwiſe than by Sighs and 
Tears; and Ruti/io continued claſping him about the 
Knees; which (Demonſtrations of the moſt hearty

Villain, ', doeſt thou deprive of Life a Prince 
who ouglit to have liv'd for ever. At this Excla- 
mation, Scrafidus, turning about his Head, and ſee- 
irg the Sword of the Aſſaſſin, yet reeking, and ſtain'd 
with the Blood of Perſſles, ruſh'd upon him; and, 
being ſeconded by Antonio and Rutihio, diſarm'd him, 
{ciz'd him, and had him ſavely convey'd to Priſon ; 
ſrom whence he never ſtirr'd out, till ſome Days af- 


ter, when he was conducted to Execution; an End, 


worthy of ſo reprobate a Life! 
SER AFIDUS, then, turning about again to

| HILST the Chirurgeon was drefling the 
Wound of the unfortunate PeRsiLEs, St- 
RAF1DVUs hung tenderly over that Prince, and ſeemed 
himſelf ready to yield up the Ghoſt, at every Start 
he ſaw him give, when the Probe put him to any 
Torment. Was it to watch thus over your Safety, 
cry'd that affectionate and faithful Governor, that 1 
have run ſo many Hazards! Was it, then, to con- 
tribute, by my Embraces, to your Aſſaſſination, 
that I have crofſed ſo many Seas! Oh! unhappy 
Queen ! you rely'd only upon me, for the Preſer- 
: vation 
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vation of a Son whom you lov'd ſo entire, and I am 
the very Perſon who deprives you of this Obje& of 
your Affections, by my abundant Veneration for 
him ! You dreaded the Jealouſy of Maximin, and was 
not afraid of the Friendſhip of Serafidus! Alas 
what worſe could have befallen him from the Reſent- 
ment of his Brother? Dear Fellow Citizens, you 
promiſed yourſelves great Things from his Virtues, 
which made you bear with the Failings of his Bro- 
ther; but you are about to Joſe him, and that by 
my Fault; I conſent, therefore, to dye by your 
Hands, at my Return, if 1 have Strength to ſurvive 
his Loſs. 

"TWAS whilſt Serafdus was thus giving Way to

THE Sound of this well-known Voice, had à 
more ſalutary Effect, upon the lovely Princeſs, than

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the moſt reviving Cordials ; for it cauſed ſuch a ſud- 
den Emotion in her, as brought her wholly to her- 
ſelf, in a ſhort Time; and Perſiles, ſeeing that dear 
Object of his Affections entirely out of Danger, was 
not long before he alſo recovered his ſcatter'd Senſes : 
But it would be impoſſible, to expreſs the Surprize 
and Amazement either of the one or the other, when, 
being come to themſelves, they found they were 
ſurrounded with a numerous Retinue, whom they 
knew to be the principal Perſons of the Court of 
Thule; in ſhort, they could hardly perſuade them- 
ſelves, they were not in a Dream. | 

. THE faithful and affectionate Serafidus, obſerving 
their Aſtoniſnment, let not your Majeſty be 
ſurprized, /aid he, addreſſing himſelf to PERSILES; 
theſe Attendants, whoſe unexpected Preſence is the 
Occaſion of your Wonder, are the Retinue of your 
late Brother Maximin, and have been the Witneſſes 
of his laſt Will. Death has this Moment deprived 
us of that Prince our late Sovereign, who bequeathed 
you Sigi/munda, at his Deceaſe, to enable you to 
ſupport the Weight of his Crown ; he, then, related 
to them, that Monarch's laſt Words, and Behaviour, 
at which they were ſenſibly affected: And, though 
they were well aſſured, he did not come in Queſt of 
them, with Intent to treat them ſo favourably, they 
buried in Oblivion his unkind Deſigns, and reſolved 
only to remember his good Actions. 

THE Diſcovery of the Princely Birth of Ps xs1- 
LES, and SIGISMUNDA ; the Aſſaſſination of the for- 
mer by PyrRR¹HUS; the Arrival, and Death of 
King Maximin his Brother ; and his joining himſelf the 
Hands of that Prince and Princeſs before his Deceaſe ; 
followed ſo cloſe one upon another, and made ſo much 
Noiſe in Rome, that it was not long, before the Pope 
himſelf was inform'd thereof ; which determin'd him 
to ſolemnize their Wedding in Perſon, as ſoon as 
they ſhould be in a Condition to enter into the Mar- 
riage State, and receive the nuptial Blefling : Accord- 


ingly, 
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ingly, that Ceremony was performed by his Holi- 
neſs, within a few Days after, with great Pomp and 
Splendor ; to the infinite Joy and Satisfaction of their 
whole Court, and with the general Acclamations of 
all the Romans, who wiſhed them all Manner of 
Happineſs, and agreed, they were alone worthy of 
each other. 

IN the mean while, the amorous, and generous, 
Prince of Denmark, who heard this News but too 
ſoon for his own Quiet, was ſo exceſſively afflicted 
thereat, he could never have forgiven himſelf, for not 
having given Credit, to what had been ſuggeſted to 
him, by that malicious, though diſcerning Railer, 
Gower ; and his firſt Thought was, to have ſet out 
immediately, on his Return Home, without taking 
any Leave of Perfiles and Sigi/munda. However, 
conſidering, afterwards, they were Monarchs, and, 
it was not their Fault he had fallen in Love with that 
Princeſs, they having never given him any the leaſt 
Encouragement, he rightly judg'd, he ſhould be 
wanting in the Reſpect owing to himſelf, ſhould he 
not treat them with the Regard due to their Rank, 
he got the Better therefore of his Reluctance, and re- 
ſolved, at laſt, to wait upon them, and compliment 
them, upon their Advancement to the Throne. 

THE Royal Pair received him, with the greateſt 
Kindneſs, and Reſpect ; and, to make him Amends 
in ſome” Meaſure, for a Diſappointment, which had 
cauſed him an Uneaſineſs, he could by no Means 
conceal, offered him the Hand of the Princeſs Eu- 
ſebia, Siſter to his beloved Sigiſnunda; aſſuring 
him, that Princeſs was very little, if at all, inferior 
in Beauty, or Merit, to her who had ſo long reigned 
Miſtreſs of his Affections. Arnaldus readily ac- 
cepted, of this Proof of their Good-will ; and ex- 
preſſed his Acknowledgment in very handſome Terms; 
ſoon after which, he took Leave of them, and ſet 
out on his Return to Denmark, in order to have the 


Conſent of his Father to this Match, and prepare for

the Reception of his Conſort Euſebia, on her Arrival 
in that Kingdom. | 

DURING theſe Tranſactions, the amiable Fe. 
licia-Flora, being apprehenſive of meeting with con- 
tinual Affronts, and Vexations, from the Relations 
of the Nobleman, whom Antonio had killed; being 
alſo moved thereto, undoubtedly, by Gratitude, and 
Love, to her brave Deliverer ; inſinuated artfully to 
the fair Conſtantia, that, being reſolved, ſor the 
Reaſons abovementioned, not to ſettle in her own 
Country ; and having promiſed to aſk her Advice, 
About the Choice of a Huſband, whenever ſhe was 
inclin'd to change her Condition; ſhe would now be 
obliged to her, if ſhe would declare her Sentiments 
upon that Head, and propoſe One, of whom ſhe 
could approve. _. 

HEREUPON, the witty Con/lantia, rightly 
judged ſhe would not have apply'd to her, preferably 
to any other, but that ſhe had ſettled her Affections 
upon her Brother Antonio; and was deſirous of her 
breaking the Ice ; as having, not only ſome Influence 
and Power over that young Spaniard, in Quality of 
his Siſter, but as being intimate with him, and not 
oblig'd to ſtand upon Ceremonies. Accordingly, ſhe 
very readily propoſed him to her; and having 
brought her to acknowledge | er Inclination for him, 
2fur'd her, Antonio would agree with Joy to a 
Propoſal, which was ſo much to his Honour and In- 
tereſt, In Effect, the young Spaniard, whoſe Heart, 
though Proof againſt the Attacks of the hbidinous 
Roſamond and Zenotia, was not ſo againſt the Beau- 
ty and Mcdeſty of Felicia-Fhra, heard, with Rap: 
ture, from Conſtantia, of the good Diſpoſition of 
that Lady in his Favour : He addreſs'd her, there- 
fore, gladly, upon the Strength of that Knowledge ; 
and, all Obſtacles being ſoon remov'd, by the Inter- 
poſition of his Siſter, it was agreed, the Celebrati- 
on 'of their Marriage ſhould be deferr'd no longer, 
than till their Arrival at Quintanar de la Or deu. 

THE 
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THE amorons Hypolita, who. was t, as has 
been before obſerv'd, at the Death of King Maximin, 
and the Recovery and Bequeathing of her Pilgrim 
Per ſiles to Sigiſmunda, by that Monarch, having no 
longer any Hopes, of gaining the Heart, of that Ob- 


jeft of her Affections, reſolv'd to devote herſelf for 


the future to Heaven : . being mov'd by 
an Impulſe of the divine Grace, ſhe diſtributed all her 


immenſe Riches amongſt the Poor, and retir*d into a 


Chnvent, where ſhe became a Pattern of Devotion, 
and ſincere Repentance. 

LOUIS A, of Talavera, and Barthohmew, of la 
Mancha, who were not at Liberty, though they had 
obtain'd Deliverance from the Tower of Nona, fince 
they had bound themſelves in matrimonial Chains, ſet 
out together for Naples; where ites mech to be fear'd, 
they did not come to a good End, ſince they led but 
a diſorderly Life. 

THE amiable Duncan, and fair Gertrude, having 
viſited the Raman Princes, their Relations, and provided 
themſelves with a Stock of Pardons and Indulgencies, 
at the Jubilee, by the Example of Perfiles, Sigi, 
munda, Conflantia, Felicia-Fhra, and young Antonio, 
ſet out on their Return to Scotland; and paſſing by 
the Court of France, in their Way thither, — 
the Duke de Nemours, with the Adventure of Perian- 
der, and Auriſella; as alſo with the intended Marriage 
of the Prince of Denmark, and the Princeſs Euſebia, as a 
9 for the Loſs of that matchleſs uty.

Reaſon, why he reſolv'd to go by 
Land, was, thar being oblig'd to young Antenio, for 
his own and his dear Jigifmnnda's Deliverance, from 
the Flames, in the Iſland of Barbarians, and to Con · 
f#antia, for her particular Love and Affection to that 
incomparable Princeſs, he was willing to conduct them 
both fafe back into Spain, and reſtore them into the 
Hands of their Parents, to whom they were not leſs - 
oblig'd, for facilitating their Eſcape from that Iſland, 
21d ſupporting them both there, and upon the Way. 
ACCORDINGLY, having taken Leave his- 
Holineſs, they return'd, by eaſy Journeys, to. Quiuta- 
1 de la Orden; Here Lon Antonio, and his amiable 
m Ricla, had impatiently expected them; and. 
where that generous Couple were agreeably ſurpriz d, 
when Conſfantia inform'd them of the Chan 
in the Names and Fortune, of their Royal Gueſts, the 
ſ:zppos'd PERIANDER, and AURISTELLA. 
THE young Count, Brother to that Nobleman, 
who was mortally wounded, in a Fray, at Duintarar - 
Je Ia Orden, and had marry'd Confartia upon his

HAVING thus nobly rewarded* the good Offices 
of Dor Antonio, and his Famihy, and feen them all 
happily ſettled, nothing now remain'd,. for the illuſtri- 
ons Pair, but to return, with all convenient Speed, to- 
their own Dominions; Where Per conſerr'd an 
important Poſt near his own Perſon, on Rutifo, for his 
Zeal, in revenging his Aſſaſſination, by the Stizure of 
the Miſcreant Pyrebus. He took Care, likewiſe, to 
acquit himſelf of his Promiſe to the Prince of Denmark, 
by ſending Serafier, to Queen Eufebia, to notify his 
Marriage to Sigi ſnundt, and Acceſſion to the Throne 
of Maximin; as alſo to demand the young Princels her 
Siſter for Arnaidus, and conduct her to him.
